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On March 5, 1990, the Denver Broncos moved into the Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre, 
the state-of-the-art headquarters for the National Football League team. The complex is named for the 
Broncos owner's late father and is the culmination of Pat Bowlen’s desire to maximize a positive work- 
ing environment for his football 
team, which captured back-to-back 
World Championships with victories 
in Super Bowls XXXII and XXXII.

1 the-art features to the spacious area. 
The club installed brand new maple- 
wood lockers that are 8.5 feet tall and 3 feet wide. All locker stalls include power and data outlets that 
provide high-speed Internet access. Additionally, the general layout of the locker room was enhanced 
to bring offensive and defensive players closer together while at the same time efficiently utilizing the 
size of the area. 

This improvement in 2005 came one year after the club invested $4 million to the facility in an 
expansion project that significantly upgraded several areas of the complex. That construction pro- 
ject included: 


e The Broncos Conditioning Center, which houses the team’s weight room and an indoor condition- 
ing area along with a new home for the field-maintenance departments. The weight room is near- 
ly three times the size of the previous one at approximately 9,000 square feet, which gives the 
Broncos one of the most comfortable strength-and-conditioning environments in professional 
sports. The indoor conditioning area—covered with FieldTurf™, which the team also uses on one 
of its three outdoor practice fields—spans approximately 18,000 square feet. 


e A training room that increased in size with additional hot and cold tubs for players’ use. 


e An eating lounge that seats approximately 120, allowing the team to conveniently handle the 
food-service needs of players, coaches and staff during training camp and throughout the year. 
The lounge is part of the existing building, taking over the space previously occupied by the 
weight room. 


The Broncos’ facility—situated on 13.5 acres in the rapidly expanding Dove Valley Business Park in 
south Arapahoe County—also includes an administrative building and three full-size practice fields to 
go along with the Conditioning Center. 

The Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre is a two-story building totaling 90,000 square feet, well over 
three times the size of the team’s previous facility. The ground floor houses the main entry, visitor’s 
area, trophy display area and media room in addition to the football-related facilities, which encompass 
the locker room, meeting rooms, training area, equipment room and video department. 

It is on the second level, which is accessible through two stairways adjacent to the lobby area, that 
most of the administrative offices are located. These include the offices for Pat Bowlen, Joe Ellis, Josh 
McDaniels and Brian Xanders as well as those of all assistant coaches and football operations person- 
nel. The second floor is divided into one wing for administrative offices and another for coaches and 
player personnel. The Broncos’ extensive computer operation also is located on the second floor. The 
Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre also includes a separate building that houses two racquetball courts 
for training and leisure use by players and staff members as well as a team store. 

There is ample practice space available for use by the Broncos on the three outdoor fields—two with 
natural grass surfaces and one with FieldTurf™, completed in June 2003. FieldTurf™ is a synthetic blade 
Surface with a rubber and sand infill. One of the two grass fields has a unique design system that 
includes underground wiring to prevent the turf from freezing and thus allows the Broncos to practice 
year-round on unfrozen natural grass. 
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ompleted in the spring of 2004, the Broncos’ state-of-the-art conditioning center is adjacent 

to the Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre. The weight room is approximately 9,000 
Square feet, nearly three times the size of the previous one, and affords the football team and its 
Strength-and-conditioning staff one of the finest training facilities in all of professional sports. 


PRACTICE FIELDS 


n site are two, full-size natural grass practice fields as well as both indoor and outdoor 
FieldTurf™ fields that the Broncos utilize during training camp and throughout the season. The 
indoor field, located within the Broncos Conditioning Center, spans approximately 18,000 square feet. 
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he Broncos spent much of the 2005 offseason redesigning and upgrading their locker room. 

The club installed brand new maple-wood lockers that are 8.5 feet tall, 3 feet wide and 4 x 2 
inches deep, and all feature power and data outlets that provide high-speed Internet access. The 
general layout was enhanced to bring offensive and defensive players closer together while at the 
same time taking advantage of the size of the area.

at Bowlen enters his 27th year as President and CEO of the Denver 

Broncos in 2010, and his tenure of ownership is indelibly stamped 
as one of the most successful periods for any team in National Football 
League history. 

Still the only two-decade owner of a major league sports team in Colorado 
Sees history, Mr. Bowlen presides over a franchise that is one of the crown jewels 
Bi. oe among NFL clubs. By any definition, the Broncos are at the pinnacle of pro- 
fessional sports franchises. 

The Denver Broncos are the soul of the city, Mr. Bowlen serves as the owner and steward of this 
Sterling franchise, and the legend of both team and owner are marked by achievement and success 
at every level. Whether judged by the measure of wins and championships, attendance, national 
television exposure, or by his and the Broncos’ reputation locally and throughout the NFL, there are 
few parallels in the world of professional sports. 

The Denver Broncos have grown from being Denver’s first major league franchise in 1960 to 
Colorado’s state religion, and Mr. Bowlen wants to continue that fervor for the coming season. His 
focus for 2010 is to have the Broncos return to the postseason contention to which both franchise 
and fans have become accustomed. 

The Broncos’ President and CEO has fashioned a powerful reputation among his peers as a bold, 
dynamic leader who is single-minded in his pursuit of excellence, whether representing the 
Broncos, the city of Denver, the state of Colorado or the National Football League. 

His status and reputation as an owner were recognized within the state on April 10, 2007, when 
Mr. Bowlen was inducted into the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame. 

In the 26 seasons during which Mr. Bowlen has owned the Broncos, no AFC club has won more 
games with Denver’s 266 victories during that stretch ranking second in the league. The Broncos’ 
five Super Bowl appearances, including back-to-back Super Bowl wins during the 1997-98 sea- 
sons, under Mr. Bowlen represent the second-highest total in the NFL. 

In addition, Denver’s 255 national television appearances under Mr. Bowlen are the most in the 
league. That total includes a league-high 152 prime-time games as well as 103 appearances as part 
of network doubleheaders. 

For many years, Mr. Bowlen’s reputation as an outstanding owner has been well known nationally. 
In 1987, he finished second in The Sporting News Executive of the Year balloting. In December 2000, 
ESPN conducted a fan poll asking which NFL owner would be the best for which to play. Mr. Bowlen 
finished first among all NFL owners with 44.7 percent of the more than 60,000 votes cast. Mr. Bowlen 
has been well respected for many years by fans, players, coaches, his peers and NFL executives. 

Mr. Bowlen presides over a franchise that by any standard has been one of the NFL’s most suc- 
cessful in his more than two decades of club ownership (1984-2010). 

Pat Bowlen was introduced as the majority owner of the Denver Broncos on March 23, 1984, and 
that announcement triggered a new era in franchise history. Mr. Bowlen and the Bowlen family 
acquired 100 percent ownership of the Broncos in July 1985, and currently his brother John Bowlen 
owns a minority interest in the Broncos. 

Mr. Bowlen immediately put his own mark on the Broncos, establishing a solid administration and 
creating a positive atmosphere that was a major factor in the team’s success both on and off the field. 

Champions are built from the top, and Pat Bowlen is a model of leadership in the scope of his drive 
and commitment. “| want us to be number one in everything,” Mr. Bowlen has often said in a recur- 
ring theme that marks his management style. Everyone knows that it is the owner who provides the 
financial backing that is integral to a championship team, but many fans are unaware that much of the 
heart, soul and drive of this championship organization comes directly from Pat Bowlen. 

He has made all of his managerial moves with one goal in mind—to aggressively position the 
Denver Broncos for another run at a Super Bowl championship. No one sets higher standards for 
the Broncos than Pat Bowlen himself, whose goals have always been to have his franchise regard- 
ed among the finest in pro sports with victory being the measuring stick for that success. Thus, the 
ultimate goal of this dynamic and energetic chief executive remains firmly set on repeating the 
World Championship seasons of 1997 and 1998. 
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Below is a summary of the Denver Broncos’ success during Mr. Bowlen’s ownership (1984- 
2010): 

° 7 Denver Broncos won back-to-back World Championships in 1997 (Super Bowl XXXII vs. 
the Green Bay Packers 31-24) and 1998 (Super Bowl XXXIII vs. the Atlanta Falcons 34-19). 

e Denver became the sixth NFL franchise to win back-to-back Super Bowls, joining Green Bay, 
Miami, Pittsburgh (twice), San Francisco and Dallas. The Broncos became the first AFC team to do 
it in two decades. New England has since become the seventh franchise to do so. 

e When the Broncos won Super Bowl XXXII, they were the first AFC team to win in 14 years and 
just the second wild card team to win a Super Bowl under the NFL's present playoff system. 

e The Broncos own AFC Championships under Pat Bowlen in 1986, 1987, 1989, 1997 and 1998. 

e Denver was the only AFC franchise to make three Super Bowl appearances in the 1980s. 

e Denver ranks second in the NFL in overall wins (266), second in regular-season wins (251), 
second in Super Bowl appearances (5), tied for third in conference championship game appear- 
ances (7) and tied for fifth in playoff appearances (13). 

e The Broncos have dominated the AFC Western Division by posting more division titles (8), con- 
ference championship game appearances (7) and Super Bowl appearances (5) than any other club 
in the division. 

e In addition to winning eight division titles, Mr. Bowlen’s franchise has had regular-season win 
totals of 14, 13 (three times), 12 (twice), 11 (four times) and 10 (three times). Thirteen of the 14 
best years in team history have come during Mr. Bowlen’s ownership. 

e The Broncos won an NFL-record seven postseason games in a two-year period (1997-1998). 

e The Broncos had 33 wins over a two-year period (1997-1998), at that time the most in football 
history. 

e The Broncos had an NFL-record 46 wins over a three-year period (1996-1998). 

e The Broncos became the second team in modern NFL history to go undefeated during regular- 
season play at home for three consecutive seasons (1996-1998). 

e His 1997-1998 teams performed the astonishing feat of going nearly an entire calendar year 
without a defeat (12/15/97-12/13/98), at that time a league-record 18 consecutive wins. 

e In 1998, Denver won a franchise-record 17 games (14 in the regular season), including a 13-0 
Start that resulted in Denver going nearly an entire calendar year without a loss. 

¢ The Broncos have the best home record (163-58 / ./38) in pro football over the past 26 years. 

e The Broncos have had just four losing seasons compared to their 16 winning seasons. 


Pat Bowlen also has enjoyed tremendous off-the-field success as well. 


e In Mr. Bowlen’s 26 years of ownership, the Broncos have played 26 postseason games, all of 
which have been sold out. 


e The Broncos have sold out every game during Mr. Bowlen’s ownership for a streak of 221 con- 
secutive games (regular season and postseason) that is the third-longest such streak in the league. 


e Denver has led the NFL in attendance during Mr. Bowlen’s 26-year period as owner. The 
Broncos have drawn nearly 18 million fans to their home games from 1984-2009, marking the 
highest total in the NFL. 


e Mr. Bowlen ushered in a new era in Denver Broncos football history in 2001 when the state-of- 
the-art INVESCO Field at Mile High opened. Mr. Bowlen contributed more than $150 million to the 
construction of the new stadium. 


e Mr. Bowlen has worked closely with the Broncos’ personnel department in maintaining the 
club’s roster in the era of free agency that has resulted in unprecedented player stability. 


e In addition to his role with the Broncos, Mr. Bowlen was a key figure in securing the league’s 
labor and TV contracts. He currently is co-chair of the powerful NFL Management Council Executive 
Committee and remains a member of the prestigious NFL Broadcasting Committee, which he for- 
merly chaired. He also is on the NFL Compensation Committee, the NFL Network Operations 
Committee, the Pro Football Hall of Fame Committee and Los Angeles Working Group Committee. 
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e In his role as Chair of the NFL Broadcast Committee, Mr. Bowlen was responsible for the nego- 
tiations on the NFL’s $18 billion TV contract, the most lucrative single-sport contract in history. 


e He was responsible for the Broncos’ headquarters, the Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Centre, a 
90,000 square foot modern office and training facility located on the team’s 13.5 acre complex in 
Dove Valley, Arapahoe County. The facility is named after Pat Bowlen’s father, and the Broncos 
moved into the building on March 5, 1990. Over the past six offseasons, an extensive remodeling 
and expansion plan was implemented, assuring that the team headquarters would remain at the top 
level of NFL training facilities. 


Pat Bowlen was born in Prairie du Chien, Wis., where he attended high school. He went on to the 
University of Oklahoma, earning degrees in both business (1965) and law (1968). After successful 
Careers in oil, gas and real estate, he purchased the Denver Broncos in 1984. 


He is chairman of the board of the Denver Broncos Charities Fund and in that capacity has donat- 
ed more than $25 million to charitable organizations in the Denver area since the inception of that fund 
in 1993. Mr. Bowlen served as the Honorary Chairman of the Colorado Special Olympics for 19 years 
and was the organization’s Outstanding Celebrity in 1993. Mr. Bowlen has served as the Honorary 
Chairman of the Stadium Stampede (formerly the Colorado Family Classic) to benefit St. Joseph’s 
Hospital Foundation for 26 years, and this is his 16th year as Honorary Chairman of the Capuchin 
Friars Brown Robe Benefit fundraising dinner. He also is Honorary Chairman of the Cherish the 
Children Gala, chaired the 1989 Centennial Scholarship rally at the University of Northern Colorado in 
Greeley and was Co-Chairman of the Rose Medical Center Critical Care Campaign from 1986-89. 


In addition, Mr. Bowlen was elected to the University of Denver Board of Trustees in 1987. He is 
currently a member of the DU Athletic Affairs Committee. His previous DU committee memberships 
include the Institutional Advancement Committee and Institutional Advancement/University 
Relations subcommittee. He also was named to the Colorado Academy Board of Trustees in 1991. 
He has been a member of the American Ireland Fund Dinner Committee for the past 19 years and 
a Trustee for the Irish Community Center for eight years. He serves on the Board of Trustees of the 
Hawaii Maritime Center and was the 1992 honoree at the American Ireland Fund Dinner. 


Mr. Bowlen is a member of several other clubs and societies, including the Alberta Bar Association 
and the Law Society of Alberta. He also was a member of the Young President’s Organization. 

Mr. Bowlen maintains an active lifestyle and exercises extensively as part of his daily regimen. He has 
competed in the Ironman Triathlon—an event in which one must swim 2.4 miles, ride 112 miles ona 
bicycle and run 26.2 miles, all consecutively—as well as in other triathlon races and several marathons.

A three-time Super Bowl champion who in 10 years of Michigan State University 
coaching has been involved with teams that have won _ | Graduate Assistant 
nearly 75 percent of their games, McDaniels has instilled a 
team-first philosophy with the Broncos that has positioned the club for long-term success. His 
dynamic personality, enthusiasm and organizational skills have re-energized the entire franchise in 
just a Short time in Denver. 

Born on April 22, 1976, McDaniels was the fifth-youngest head coach in NFL history (32 
years, 8 months) at the time of his hire and is the second-youngest active head coach in the 
league. He has proven to be well equipped to handle the responsibilities that come along with 
being an NFL head coach and has displayed that aptitude in every position he has held through- 
out his coaching career. 

In his first season with the Broncos in 2009, McDaniels guided the club to a 6-0 start that tied 
for the third-best start by a rookie head coach in the NFL since 1930. With a stated goal of build- 
ing a team complete with tough, smart and physical players, McDaniels’ opening-game roster 
featured 28 new additions that tied for the sixth most in the history of free agency and ushered 
in a new era of Broncos football. 

Five Broncos made the Pro Bowl under McDaniels in 2009 while quarterback Kyle Orton 
enjoyed the best season of his five-year career, equaling a franchise record by posting 10 games 
with a passer rating of at least 90.0 that tied for fifth in the league. The Broncos’ 23 giveaways 
were their fourth-fewest total for a season in club history while their defense was one of the 
NFL's most-improved units, ranking third in the league against the pass (186.3 ypg.) and sev- 
enth overall (315.0 ypg.). 

Before joining the Broncos, McDaniels was part of a New England franchise that won three Super 
Bowls, four AFC championships and six division titles while posting the NFL’s best overall record 
(111-34 / .766) during his eight years with the club from 2001-08. The Patriots had seven 10-win 
Seasons with him on staff, including the 2007 campaign when New England became the first team 
in NFL history to post a 16-0 regular-season record, as well as a league-high 14 playoff victories 
(14-3 postseason record). 

Led by Head Coach Bill Belichick and personnel director Scott Pioli, New England evolved into 
one of the most successful organizations in the NFL over that eight-year stretch with McDaniels on 
Staff. He was a part of that transition at both the coaching and personnel levels, beginning his career

with the franchise as a personnel assistant/coaching assistant in 2001 before moving into a coach- 
ing capacity on a full-time basis in 2002. 

After working as a coaching assistant for two years, McDaniels was named New England’s quar- 
terbacks coach in 2004. The club promoted him to offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach on 
Jan. 20, 2006. 

During three years (2006-08) as offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach, McDaniels directed a 
New England offense that led the NFL in points per game (28.8) while ranking second in the league 
in yards per game (370.8). The Patriots also committed the third-fewest turnovers (63) and ranked 
fourth in the league in third-down success (44.4%) under McDaniels during that three-year period. 

In his five seasons (2004-08) with the Patriots handling positional coaching responsibilities, 
McDaniels guided six different players to a total of nine Pro Bowl selections. Quarterback Tom 
Brady was named to the Pro Bowl three times (2004-05, ‘07) under McDaniels, including the 2007 
campaign when he earned league MVP honors, and ranked fourth in the league in passing yards 
per game (249.4) during those five years. 

Despite a season-ending injury to Brady in Week 1, New England’s 2008 offense finished the year 
with an NFL-best 356 first downs and ranked fifth in the league in yards per game (365.4) under 
McDaniels. His coaching helped backup quarterback Matt Cassel, who became a starter for the first 
time since high school, post the eighth-most passing yards (3,693) in the league. The fourth-year 
quarterback, who had attempted just 39 passes in his first three seasons, registered an 89.4 pass- 
er rating for the year while throwing 21 touchdown passes and only 11 interceptions. 

McDaniels’ passing offense in 2008 featured wide receiver Wes Welker, who was named to the 
Pro Bowl for the first time in his career after finishing the year with the second-most catches (111) 
in the league. The veteran posted a league-high 758 of his 1,165 receiving yards after the catch 
while becoming one of eight players in NFL history and the first Patriot with consecutive 100- 
reception seasons. 

Welker’s 111 catches in 2008 combined with his club-record 112 catches in ‘07, his first year 
playing in McDaniels’ offense, gave him the seventh-highest two-year reception total (223) in NFL 
history. New England’s ground attack also was one of the league’s best with McDaniels calling the 
plays in 2008, ranking sixth in the NFL in rushing yards per game (142.4) and fourth with 21 rush- 
ing touchdowns that were the most by the franchise in 27 seasons. 

During the 2007 season, McDaniels helped the Patriots set numerous league offensive records 
en route to becoming the first team in NFL history to win its first 18 games and advancing to 
Super Bowl XLII. New England’s 589 points (36.8 ppg.) and 75 touchdowns were the most in 
league history for a season while its 6,580 yards (411.3 ypg.) ranked seventh in NFL annals for 
a single campaign. 

Individually, five Patriots earned Pro Bowl honors under McDaniels’ coaching in 200/—Brady, 
wide receiver Randy Moss and three offensive linemen (center Dan Koppen, tackle Matt Light and 
guard Logan Mankins). 

Brady, the league MVP, set an NFL record for touchdown passes (50) in a season and registered 
the third-most passing yards (4,806) for a year in league history in 2007. Moss set a league record 
for touchdown catches (23) and totaled a franchise best for receiving yards (1,439). Welker’s 112

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catches tied for the league lead, set a New England record and marked the most receptions by a 
player in his first year with a new team in NFL history. 

In his first year as the Patriots’ offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach in 2006, McDaniels’ 
unit had the third-lowest three-and-out percentage (18.5) in the league and was fifth in the NFL in 
red zone touchdown percentage (60.0). Brady continued his success under McDaniels, ranking sev- 
enth in the league in passing yards (3,529). McDaniels’ offense also was one of only two in the NFL 
to feature two running backs with at least 740 rushing yards (Corey Dillon and rookie Laurence 
Maroney) and included one Pro Bowl selection (Light). 

As quarterbacks coach with New England from 2004-05, McDaniels worked closely with Brady, 
helping him earn consecutive Pro Bowl honors. In that two-year period under McDaniels’ instruc- 
tion, Brady ranked second in the NFL in touchdown passes (54) and fourth in both passing yards 
(7,802) and completions (622). 

In 2005, Brady led the NFL with a career-high 4,110 passing yards that marked the third-best 
season mark in Patriots history. With McDaniels handling positional coaching responsibilities for 
the first time in his career as quarterbacks coach in 2004, Brady registered a career-best 92.6 
passer rating. 

McDaniels earned the third Super Bowl ring of his career at the end of the 2004 campaign with 
New England’s 24-21 win against Philadelphia in Super Bowl XXXIX. 

He was named a coaching assistant by the Patriots in February 2002 with his responsibilities 
including film breakdown and scouting chart preparations for the defensive staff. McDaniels 
acquired additional responsibility in 2003 working with the defensive backs on a New England 
Squad that had a 14-2 record and won Super Bowl XXXVIII with its 32-29 win against Carolina.

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The Patriots’ Super Bowl win against the Panthers was part of their NFL-record 21-game 
winning streak in which they went more than a calendar year without a loss (Oct. 5, 2003 - 
Oct. 24, 2004). 

McDaniels joined the Patriots as a personnel assistant/coaching assistant in 2001. In that capac- 
ity, he handled film breakdown and scouting preparation for the defensive staff on a club that cap- 
tured Super Bowl XXXVI with its 20-17 upset win over St. Louis. 

In 1999, McDaniels began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Michigan State 
University. Working under Head Coach Nick Saban, he was part of a staff that helped the Spartans 
to a 10-2 record and a Citrus Bowl victory. 

Initially recruited by John Carroll University (University Heights, Ohio) as a quarterback, 
McDaniels spent the majority of his collegiate playing career as a wide receiver from 1995-98 for 
the Blue Streaks. He was a college teammate of Patriots Director of Player Personnel Nick Caserio, 
who was John Carroll’s starting quarterback. 

McDaniels graduated from the school in 1999 with a bachelor’s degree in mathematics, joining 
Pro Football Hall of Fame Head Coach Don Shula (Class of 1951) as John Carroll alumni. 

Born in Barberton, Ohio, McDaniels grew up in Northeast Ohio, one of the most football-rich 
regions of the country. He was a quarterback and kicker at Canton McKinley Senior High School in 
Canton, Ohio, competing for a program that has received national recognition for its success and 
one located in the shadows of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. The school plays its home games at 
Fawcett Stadium, site of the annual Pro Football Hall of Fame Game. 

McDaniels’ father, Thom McDaniels, coached him at McKinley during his 16-year stint as its head 
coach from 1982-97. During that time, he became one of the state’s most celebrated coaches en 
route to winning more games (134 / 134-42 overall record) than any coach in McKinley history. He 
continued his head coaching career at Warren Harding High School (Warren, Ohio) and at Massillon 
Jackson High School (Massillon, Ohio) before assuming his current position as an assistant coach 
at Solon High School (Solon, Ohio). 

McDaniels, who is involved with several community efforts, including asthma awareness, is mar- 
ried to Laura. They have one son, Jack Thomas (6), and one daughter, Maddie (4).

B: Xanders in 2010 enters his 1/th NFL season and second year as gen- 
eral manager of the Denver Broncos. 

Xanders joined the Broncos as assistant general manager on May 5, 2008, fol- 
lowing 14 seasons (1994-2007) working with the Atlanta Falcons. He was 
named the 13th general manager in Broncos history on Feb. 12, 2009, and at the 
time of his hire was the youngest general manager in the NFL at age 37. 

Currently the league’s third-youngest general manager at age 39, Xanders 
leads all initiatives in evaluating player talent for the Broncos while directing the club’s college scout- 
ing department through the NFL Draft and the pro personnel department with offseason acquisitions. 
Additionally, he supervises the Broncos’ football operations, equipment, medical, video, football sys- 
tems and turf operations departments. 

With the assistance of the pro personnel and college scouting departments, Xanders has strived to 
assemble a roster full of tough, smart and versatile players during his time as the Broncos’ general 
manager. During the last two years, Denver has been one of the NFL’s most aggressive clubs in work- 
ing toward that goal, signing the most unrestricted free agents (17) from other teams while complet- 
ing the third-most trades (15) in the NFL. 

In addition, Denver has selected 10 players during the first three rounds of the last two NFL Drafts 
(Knowshon Moreno, Robert Ayers, Alphonso Smith, Darcel McBath, Richard Quinn, Demaryius 
Thomas, Tim Tebow, Zane Beadles, J.D. Walton and Eric Decker) that tie for the most in the league over 
that stretch. The Broncos enter training camp in 2010 with only 19 players remaining from the 2008 
roster, marking a 78 percent roster turnover. 

During Xanders’ first offseason as general manager in 2009, the Broncos led the NFL in both new 
player acquisitions (46) and unrestricted free agent signings (14). Denver’s opening-game roster fea- 
tured 28 new players, which tied for the sixth most in the history of free agency, and included safety 
Brian Dawkins, who earned his eighth Pro Bowl after joining the club from Philadelphia. 

The 2009 Broncos’ defense had eight new starters, which tied for the eighth-highest total in free 
agency history, and improved its NFL ranking in points allowed (T-12th from 30th), yards allowed (7th 
from 29th) and takeaways (9th from 32nd). 

Xanders, who serves on both the NFL Combine Selection Committee and the NFL College Advisory 
Committee, brings a diverse foundation of NFL experience gained during 14 years with the Falcons in 
a variety of coaching, player personnel and football operations positions. He worked under seven dif- 
ferent head coaches during that period, including Dan Reeves, Wade Phillips, Jim Mora and Mike 
Smith. He also trained under several different player personnel executives such as Ron Hill, Bobby 
Beathard, Rich McKay, Tim Ruskell, Billy Devaney and Thomas Dimitroff. 

Xanders was a member of the Falcons’ defensive coaching staff on their 1998 team that became the 
first in franchise history to earn a Super Bowl berth (XXxXIII). Selected by the Falcons to attend Stanford

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR 


Don “Wink” Martindale enters his 


first year as the Denver Broncos’ 
defensive coordinator in 2010 after he 
was promoted to that position on Jan. 
28, 2010. In his 25th season coach- 
ing, Martindale spent last year as the 
Broncos’ linebackers coach and will 
continue to instruct that position in addition to handling 
defensive coordinator responsibilities. 

Martindale was hired by Denver on Jan. 21, 2009, after 
coaching linebackers for the Oakland Raiders from 2004-08. 
He owns 11 years of coaching experience at the collegiate level, 
including stints as a defensive coordinator at Western Kentucky 
University (2003) and Western Illinois University (1999). 

Working as the Broncos’ linebackers coach in 2009, 
Martindale’s unit helped Denver rank seventh in the NFL in 
both yards per play (5.0) and yards per game (315.0) 
allowed. Denver’s linebackers also were part of a pass 
defense that was among the league's best, placing third in the 
NFL in passing yards per game (186.3) and fourth in yards 
per pass attempt (6.3) allowed. 

Individually, several Broncos linebackers enjoyed career 
years under Martindale in 2009. Elvis Dumervil, in his first 
Season playing outside linebacker, thrived under Martindale 
with the former defensive end earning Pro Bowl and first- 
team All-Pro honors after becoming the first Bronco to lead 
the league in sacks with a team-record 17. His seven multi- 
ple-sack games for the year also tied for the third-best single- 
season total in NFL history.

Broncos inside linebacker D.J. Williams also had a strong 
season under Martindale in 2009 and was named a Pro Bowl alternate after placing 11th in the NFL 
with 122 tackles. 

During five seasons coaching the Raiders’ linebackers from 2004-08, Martindale helped Oakland 
rank sixth in the NFL against the pass over that period (199.2 ypg.). His coaching was instrumental in 
the development of linebacker Kirk Morrison as the 2005 third-round pick registered the most tackles 
in the AFC (2nd in NFL) with 491 stops in four seasons playing for Martindale. 

Morrison and Thomas Howard, a 2006 second-round pick, developed into two of the league’s best line- 
backers at forcing takeaways under Martindale. The two each registered seven interceptions from 2006- 
08, making them two of the NFL's top five interceptors among linebackers during that three-year period. 

Oakland linebacker Danny Clark also thrived under Martindale, registering the ninth-most tackles 
(243) in the league during the coach's first two seasons with the Raiders from 2004-05 when he pri- 
marily instructed the club’s inside linebackers. 

In 2008, Martindale’s group of linebackers was led by Morrison, who tied for fourth in the league and 
led Oakland for the second year in a row with a career-high 137 tackles (101 solo). His tackle total was 
the highest by an Oakland defender in 10 seasons. 
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Howard’s six interceptions under Martindale’s guidance in 2007 tied for fifth in the league among all 
players and were the most by an NFL linebacker in four seasons. He scored two touchdowns on inter- 
ception returns en route to totaling an AFC-best 172 return yards as a key part of a defense that tied 
for the NFL lead in fewest passing first downs allowed (156). 

Oakland featured a linebacking corps coached by Martindale in 2006 that was a key part of a defense 
that led the NFL in fewest passing yards allowed (150.8 ypg.) and fewest 10+yard plays (151) while 
ranking third in the league in overall defense (284.8 ypg.). Morrison had more tackles for losses (11) 
than any linebacker in the league, and Howard placed fourth among league rookies with 106 stops. 

Martindale’s coaching helped Morrison lead all NFL rookies in tackles (112) in 2005. Clark had a 
team-high 113 stops in 2005 under Martindale, who coached on a defense that was fifth in the league 
in forcing three-and-outs (27./%) and sixth in red zone touchdown percentage (45.8). 

In his first season coaching the Raiders’ linebackers in 2004, Martindale worked with Clark during the 
linebacker’s first year in Oakland and guided him to a career-high 130 tackles that ranked eighth in the NFL. 

Before entering the NFL coaching ranks, Martindale coached for three seasons (2001-03) at Western 
Kentucky University. He handled the Hilltoppers’ defensive coordinator duties in 2003 with additional 
responsibilities coaching inside linebackers after instructing inside linebackers/special teams from 2001-02. 

Martindale’s defense at Western Kentucky was one of the strongest in Division I-AA in 2003, allow- 
ing the sixth-fewest yards per game. A year earlier in 2002, his linebackers were a key part of its nation- 
al championship squad and comprised three of the Hilltoppers’ top-five leading tacklers. 

In his first year at Western Kentucky in 2001, Martindale coached linebacker Erik Dandy to All- 
America honors in just his sophomore year. He instructed another All-American, linebacker Edgerton 
Hartwell, in 1999 as defensive coordinator/linebackers coach at Western Illinois University. 

Martindale coached for three years (1996-98) at the University of Cincinnati, instructing its line- 
backers/special teams from 1997-98 and teaching its defensive ends in 1996. The Bearcats advanced 
to their first bowl game (Humanitarian Bowl) in 50 seasons with him on staff in 1997. 

A defensive assistant at the University of Notre Dame from 1994-95, Martindale coached on teams 
that played in the Fiesta Bowl (1994 season) and Orange Bowl (1995 season). His stint with the Fighting 
Irish came after he coached at the high school level in Ohio as a defensive coordinator for three differ- 
ent schools (Northmont, Trotwood-Madison and Brookville) from 1988-93. 

Martindale’s coaching career began at his alma mater, Defiance College (Defiance, Ohio), where he 
Served as secondary coach in 1986 and was defensive coordinator/secondary coach in 1987. He gradu- 
ated from Defiance with a bachelor’s degree in business education after playing linebacker at the school. 

An all-state linebacker at Trotwood Madison High School in Trotwood, Ohio, Martindale was born on 
May 19, 1963, in Dayton, Ohio. He is married to Laura, and the couple has one daughter (Cassie) and 
one son (Ty).

McCoy, who also coached the Broncos’ quarterbacks in | Wide Receivers 
2009 in addition to his offensive coordinator responsibilities, | Ctnsive Assistant 
worked in a variety of offensive capacities with the Panthers 
after beginning his coaching career with the club in 2000. He had stints as Carolina’s passing game 
coordinator (2007-08), quarterbacks coach (2002-08) and wide receivers coach (2001) while also han- 
dling offensive assistant duties (2000, ‘02) with the team. 

For his NFL coaching career, McCoy has overseen five individual 3,000-yard passing seasons from 
his work with Panthers quarterback Jake Delhomme (4) and Broncos quarterback Kyle Orton (1). He 
also has been involved with the coaching of three Pro Bowl selections, helping Delhomme (2005) 
along with Broncos tackle Ryan Clady (2009) and wide receiver Brandon Marshall (2009) earn NFL 
All-Star honors. 


Carolina Panthers 
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In his first year as Denver’s offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach in 2009, McCoy helped Orton 
reach career highs in every passing category while tying for fifth in the NFL and matching a club record 
with 10 90.0+passer rating games. Clady’s work at left tackle was recognized around the league with 
him earning the first Pro Bowl selection of his career and becoming only the fifth tackle since the 1970 
league merger to be named a first-team Associated Press All-Pro by his second NFL season. 

McCoy’s offense in 2009 featured another Pro Bowl pick in Marshall, who tied for third in the league 
with 101 receptions, including an NFL-record 21 in one game. Running back Knowshon Moreno also 
enjoyed a productive season, earning All-Rookie honors after becoming just the 14th player since the 
1970 NFL merger to lead league rookies in rushing yards (947), yards from scrimmage (1,160) and 
total touchdowns (9). 

The Panthers totaled three playoff appearances, two division titles, two NFC Championship Game 
appearances and a berth in Super Bowl XXXVIII (2003 season) during McCoy’s nine years on staff from 
2000-08. Carolina tied for the second-best record in the NFC (T-7th in NFL) from 2003-08, posting a 
56-40 (.583) mark with McCoy seeing an increased role in coaching its offense in that six-year period. 

McCoy worked closely with Delhomme during six of his nine years coaching with the Panthers, help- 
ing the quarterback to his first career Pro Bowl selection (2005) and four 3,000-yard passing seasons 
(2003-05, ‘08). 

As passing game coordinator/quarterbacks coach with Carolina from 2007-08, McCoy’s passing 
offense averaged the seventh-most yards per completion (11.7) in the NFL during that time. Delhomme 
averaged the fifth-most yards per pass attempt (7.8) in the NFL during McCoy’s two seasons manag- 
ing Carolina’s passing attack while wide receiver Steve Smith enjoyed similar success, ranking seventh 
in the league in receiving yards (2,423) over that period. 

In 2008, McCoy’s instruction helped Delhomme rank fourth in the NFL in yards per pass attempt 
(7.9) and register his fourth career 3,000-yard passing effort (3,288). His passing offense featured a 
1,421-yard receiving output from Smith that was the third best in the league and resulted in the wide 
receiver earning a Pro Bowl berth. The Panthers’ 12-4 regular-season record tied for the best mark by 
the club in franchise history and resulted in the team earning a first round playoff bye. 

Injuries forced the Panthers to start four different quarterbacks (none for more than three games in 
a row) in 2007, but McCoy’s group of passers answered the challenge. Carolina became the first NFL 
team in 10 years to win at least one game with four different starters at quarterback (Delhomme, David 
Carr, Matt Moore and Vinny Testaverde). 

McCoy’s instruction in 2007 prepared Moore, a rookie college free agent, to start the Panthers’ final 
three games and post victories in two of those three contests. 

From 2002-06, McCoy served as the Panthers’ quarterbacks coach and also handled offensive assis- 
tant duties for the club during the first year of that period. His teaching helped Delhomme total 89 
touchdown passes from 2003-06 that represented the fifth-highest total in the NFL. 

In 2006, Delhomme registered a career-high 61.0 completion percentage with McCoy’s instruction 
helping him post a 1.55 touchdown-to-interception ratio (17-11) that was the 10th best in the league. 
The Panthers had an 11-5 record and advanced to the NFC Championship Game in 2005, and McCoy’s 
efforts with Delhomme helped the quarterback tie for fourth in the league with 24 touchdown passes 
and earn his first career Pro Bowl selection. 

Delhomme enjoyed a career-year under McCoy in 2004, registering personal bests in passing yards 
(3,886) and touchdown passes (29) that both marked the second-best season totals in Panthers 
annals. Delhomme’s 1.93 touchdown-to-interception ratio (29-15) also ranked fifth in the NFL for the 
season. 

McCoy helped the Panthers to an NFC South title and their first-ever Super Bowl berth (XXXVIII) dur- 
ing the 2003 season. Delhomme, in his first year as an NFL starter, registered a league-high seven 
fourth-quarter comeback drives that season. 

Carolina named McCoy its wide receivers coach in 2001, and he oversaw the development of Smith 
during his rookie campaign. Wide receivers Mushin Muhammad and Donald Hayes each recorded more 
than 50 catches and 500 receiving yards under McCoy’s instruction that year. 

McCoy’s coaching career began with Carolina as its offensive assistant in 2000, and he was thrust 
into the quarterbacks coaching role four weeks into the season. He worked closely with veteran Steve 
Beuerlein, helping him total 3,730 passing yards that ranked seventh in the NFL. 

A quarterback in college, McCoy spent his first two seasons playing for Long Beach State University 
from 1990-91 under legendary Head Coach George Allen before transferring to the University of Utah 
for his final two years. His collegiate career ended in dramatic fashion in 1994 when he threw a game- 
winning, 5-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver Kevin Dyson in the final minute to give Utah a 16-13 
win against Arizona in the Freedom Bowl. 
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The Broncos signed McCoy as a college free agent in 1995, and he spent the regular season as a 
rookie on Green Bay’s practice squad. He saw his first professional playing time with NFL Europe’s 
Amsterdam Admirals in 1997 and spent one game on San Francisco’s roster as its third quarterback 
that year. McCoy competed in training camp with Philadelphia in 1998 before concluding his playing 
career with the Canadian Football League’s Calgary Stampeders in 1999. 

McCoy was born on April 1, 1972, in San Francisco. He and his wife, Kellie, have one daughter 


(Olivia) and one son (Luke). 






Mike Priefer enters his second sea- 
son as special teams coordinator for 
the Denver Broncos in 2010 after 
Spending three years working as the 
Kansas City Chiefs’ special teams 
coach. Priefer, who has coached spe- 
cial teams in the NFL for the last eight 
Seasons, was named to his current position on Jan. 20, 2009. 

Before joining the Broncos, Priefer coordinated Kansas 
City’s special teams from 2006-08 following stints as an 
assistant special teams coach with the New York Giants 
(2003-05) and Jacksonville Jaguars (2002). His coaching 
career began at his alma mater, the U.S. Naval Academy, as a 
graduate assistant in 1994, and he owns 16 years of coach- 
ing experience at the professional and collegiate levels. 

For his eight-year NFL coaching career, Priefer has 
worked with special teams units that have accounted for a 
total of 11 scores other than field goals/extra points with

His units also have totaled 15 blocked kicks (7 punts, 6 field 
goals, 2 extra points). 

In his first year as the Broncos’ special teams coordinator in 2009, Priefer led a unit that placed third 
in the league in average opponent drive start after kickoffs (22.9-yard line) and featured two AFC 
Special Teams Player of the Month winners (K Matt Prater and WR Eddie Royal). 

Royal in 2009 became only the 11th player in NFL history to have both a kickoff and punt return for 
a touchdown in the same game (at San Diego, 10/19/09) while placing seventh in the league in punt 
return average (11.2 yds.). Prater finished the year making 19 of his final 20 field goal attempts and 
tied for the third-most field goals for a season in club history (30). In addition, Priefer’s special teams 
accounted for one blocked extra-point attempt and featured one of four rookies in the NFL to lead their 
team in special-teams tackles (S Darcel McBath) in 2009. 

During his three seasons as the Chiefs’ special teams coach from 2006-08, Priefer helped punter 
Dustin Colquitt register the third-best net punting average (39.2 yds.) and the sixth-best gross punting 
average (44.8 yds.) in the NFL for that period. Colquitt’s net punting averages for each of his three sea- 
sons under Priefer rank as the top three single-year performances in Chiefs history. 

Kansas City also placed fifth in the AFC in opponent punt return average (8.2 yds.) in Priefer’s three 
years as special teams coach and blocked a total of four kicks (3 punts, 1 field goal) during that period. 

In 2008, Colquitt ranked seventh in the NFL in net punting average (39.2 yds.) under Priefer’s guid- 
ance with the Chiefs, who also scored a touchdown that year on a botched opponent fake field goal 
attempt. Priefer’s kickoff coverage unit was one of the league’s best a year earlier with Kansas City fin- 
ishing the 2007 season fifth in the NFL in opponent average drive start after kickoffs (26.1-yd. line). 

During Priefer’s first year with the Chiefs in 2006, Colquitt set a franchise season record with a 39.3- 
yard net punting average that led the NFL. Priefer’s special teams also tied for the NFL lead with two 
blocked punts, including one returned for a touchdown, and accounted for one punt return touchdown 
(Dante Hall, 60 yds.). 

As assistant special teams coach for the Giants from 2003-05, Priefer coached a unit that had the 
sixth-best kickoff return average (22.9 yds.) in the NFL while tying for third in the league with three 
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kickoff return touchdowns and adding one punt return touchdown during that period. The Giants 
blocked seven kicks (3 punts, 3 field goals and 1 extra point) with Priefer on staff, and the coach 
worked with David Tyree during the 2005 season when the wide receiver earned Pro Bowl honors for 
his play on special teams coverage units. 

The Giants’ special teams in 2005 placed second in the NFL in the comprehensive rankings compiled 
by Rick Gosselin of The Dallas Morning News. Priefer worked with a unit that year that included a Pro 
Bowler (Tyree) and the league’s top-scoring kicker (Jay Feely - 148 pts.) while ranking fourth in the 
league in average starting position after kickoffs (30./-yard line). 

In 2003, Priefer helped the Giants tie for second in the NFL with four blocked kicks (2 punts, 1 field 
goal, 1 extra point) during that campaign. 

Priefer entered the NFL coaching ranks with the Jaguars in 2002 as their assistant special teams 
coach. That season, punter Chris Hanson earned the first Pro Bowl selection of his career after leading 
the AFC in both gross (44.2 yds.) and net (37.6 yds.) punting average. Jacksonville also posted one 
punt return touchdown (Bobby Shaw, 69 yds.) and two blocked kicks (1 punt, 1 field goal). 

From 1994-2001, Priefer coached special teams at the collegiate level, working for Navy (1994-96), 
Youngstown State University (1997-98), Virginia Military Institute (1999) and Northern Illinois 
University (2000-01). 

Priefer’s instruction at Northern Illinois helped wide receiver Justin McCareins earn Mid-American 
Conference Special Teams Player of the Year honors in his first year at the school in 2000. In addition 
to instructing the Huskies’ special teams, Priefer coached their defensive tackles during his two sea- 
sons at NIU. 

He spent one season at Virginia Military Institute in 1999, coaching its special teams and inside line- 
backers, after a two-year stint at Youngstown State under Head Coach Jim Tressel. He worked with the 
Special teams, tackles and tight ends at Youngstown State and was part of its Division I-AA National 
Championship squad in 1997. 

Priefer began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Navy in 1994, instructing its special 
teams that season before coaching its linebackers and defensive line from 1995-96. He also coached 
Special teams and served as defensive coordinator for Navy’s junior varsity team from 1995-96.

In 2009, Aukerman’s linebackers helped Kent State lead the

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Before his one-year stint at Kent State, Aukerman spent four seasons coaching linebackers at Miami 
from 2005-08.

In his first year at Miami in 2005, Aukerman worked with linebacker Terna Nande, who was select- 
ed by the Tennessee Titans in fifth round of the 2006 NFL Draft. 

During two seasons at Division I-AA Western Kentucky University from 2003-04, Aukerman coached 
outside linebackers (2003) before working as the Hilltoppers’ special teams coordinator and inside line- 
backers coach (2004). Punter Brian Claybourn received third-team Associated Press All-America hon- 
ors under his tutelage in 2004 while Western Kentucky posted its second consecutive top-11 national 
ranking (ESPN/USA Today) that year.

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Gates continued to be one of the league’s most productive tight ends in two seasons with Barone as 
his position coach in San Diego from 2007-08, earning consecutive Pro Bowl appearances. Barone’s 
instruction helped the Charger tie for first among NFL tight ends in touchdown catches (17), rank third 
in receiving yards (1,688) and tie for fourth in receptions (135) over that span. 

During Barone’s final year as San Diego’s tight ends coach in 2008, Gates earned his fifth consecu- 
tive Pro Bowl selection after registering the second-most receiving touchdowns (8) in the NFL at his 
position group. He also placed sixth among league tight ends in receptions (60) and seventh in receiv- 
ing yards (704). 

Barone’s first year coaching the Chargers’ tight ends in 2007 saw Gates average a career-best 13.1 
yards per reception that ranked second among league tight ends. He also picked up Pro Bowl acco- 
lades, finishing the year second among NFL tight ends in touchdown catches (9) while ranking fourth 
at the position in receptions (75) and receiving yards (984). 

Crumpler benefited from Barone’s guidance with the Falcons from 2005-06, appearing in the Pro 
Bowl during both of those seasons and totaling the third-most receiving yards (1,657) among NFL tight 
ends in that two-year period. He also tied for third in the league in touchdown catches (13) and ranked 
eighth in receptions (121) at his position in two years under Barone. 

In addition, the blocking of Atlanta’s tight ends with Barone on staff helped the club average an NFL- 
best 171.4 rushing yards per game from 2005-06 and lead the league in rushing during each of those 
two seasons. 

Crumpler was named to his fourth consecutive Pro Bowl with Barone coaching Atlanta’s tight ends 
in 2006 after leading NFC tight ends (2nd in NFL) with a career-high eight touchdown grabs and rank- 
ing fourth in the league at his position in receiving yards (780). His 877 receiving yards and 65 recep- 
tions working with Barone in 2005 represented Falcons single-season records for tight ends and result- 
ed in a Pro Bowl selection. 

In 2004, Barone began his NFL coaching career as an assistant offensive line coach with a Falcons 
team that advanced to the NFC Championship Game. Atlanta’s offensive line helped the club lead the 
NFL and set franchise records in both yards per rush (5.1) and rushing yards per game (167.0) 

Barone spent seven seasons as an offensive coordinator in college from 1997-2003, working in that 
capacity for Texas State University (2003), the University of Houston (2000-02) and the University of 
Wyoming (1997-99). He had additional responsibilities as assistant head coach for Texas State while 
also coaching the offensive lines for Houston and Wyoming. 

Texas State’s offense was one of the best in the nation under Barone’s direction in 2003, ranking sev- 
enth in the country in yards per game (443.4) en route to setting numerous school offensive records.

Barone, who owns 17 years of experi- 
ence as an offensive line coach, was 

hired by the Broncos on Jan. 23, 2009, 
after coaching tight ends for the San Diego Chargers (2007- 
08) and Atlanta Falcons (2005-06). 

In his 24th season coaching, Barone spent his first 17 
years working at the collegiate level before beginning his NFL 
coaching career with the Falcons in 2004 as their assistant 
offensive line coach. 

His accomplishments as an offensive line coach include 
instructing 27 players who have signed NFL contracts. He 
also has coached five Outland Trophy semifinalists (nation’s 
best interior lineman) and three Rimington Trophy semifinal- 
ists (nation’s best center) in college. 

During five seasons coaching tight ends in the NFL, Barone 
instructed a Pro Bowl selection for four consecutive years 
with the Chargers’ Antonio Gates (2007-08) and the Falcons’ 
Alge Crumpler (2005-06) earning multiple Pro Bowl berths 
under his direction. Gates was named to the 2000s NFL All- 
Decade Team as voted on by the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
Selection Committee while Crumpler finished in the top five 
among tight ends for USA Today's 2000s All-Decade Team. 

In his first year with the Broncos in 2009, Barone instruct- 
ed a group of tight ends that included Daniel Graham, who 





further cemented his reputation as one of the NFL’s best blockers at his position. Tony Scheffler also 
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placed fourth among league tight ends in yards per reception (13.4). 
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He was named Division-| Offensive Line Coach of the Year by the National Offensive Line Coaches 
Association following his final year at Houston in 2002, a season in which Cougars running back Joffrey 
Reynolds ranked ninth in the nation in rushing (128.8 ypg. / 1,545 yds.). 

In three years at Wyoming from 1997-99, Barone’s offensive line gave up a total of just 35 sacks. 

An offensive lineman at the University of Nevada and Sacramento State University, Barone’s coach- 
ing career began at American River College (Sacramento, Calif.), where he coached its offensive line 
from 1987-90. He spent two seasons coaching the offensive line at Sacramento State from 1991-92 
before serving as assistant offensive line coach at Texas A&M University in 1993 and coaching Eastern 


Illinois University’s offensive line from 1994-96.

During three seasons assisting with the instruction of Denver's special teams, Burns has worked 
with a unit that has accounted for three return touchdowns (2 punt return, 1 kickoff return) and two 
blocked kicks (1 punt, 1 extra point) in addition to posting the 10th-best punt return average (9.5 yds.) 
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in the NFL. The Broncos also have recorded the second-most touchbacks on kickoffs (60) in the league 
over that span. 

Individually, Burns has coached four players who have totaled five AFC Special Teams Player of the 
Week awards with kickers Matt Prater (2) and Jason Elam (1) along with wide receivers Glenn Martinez 
(1) and Eddie Royal (1) earning recognition from the league. Prater and Royal also have been tabbed 
AFC Special Teams Player of the Month by the NEL. 

The Broncos had one of the NFL's top kickoff coverage units in 2009 with Burns working with a group 
that placed third in the league in average opponent drive start after kickoffs (22.9-yard line). Royal, who 
ranked seventh in the NFL in punt return average (11.2 yds.), became the 11th player in league histo- 
ry to have both a kickoff and punt return touchdown in the same game (at San Diego, 10/19/09). Prater 
made 19 of his final 20 field goal attempts and tied for the third-most field goals for a season (30) in 
club history. 

In 2008, Burns’ work with Denver's special teams helped college free agent punter Brett Kern earn 
consensus All-Rookie honors after posting the fifth-best gross punting average (46.7 yds.) in the 
league. Royal, in his rookie year, placed seventh in the NFL in kickoff return average (26.1 yds.) while 
also handling punt return duties. 

Burns instructed a Broncos special teams unit in 2007 that played a key role in several victories as 
Elam became the first player since the 1970 NFL merger to convert four walk-off, game-winning field 
goals in the same season (2 in regulation, 2 in overtime). Denver also scored a touchdown on a punt 
return for the first time in four years (Martinez). 

During his playing career with the Broncos from 1994-98, 2000-03 and ‘05-06, Burns led the team 
or tied for its season high in special-teams tackles seven times and totaled 186 special-teams stops in 
166 career games (3 starts) with the club. Burns, whose 166 career games played with Denver tie for 
the 14th most by a player in club history, also added 70 defensive tackles (47 solo), 1.5 sacks (9 yds.), 
two pass breakups and one forced fumble as a Bronco. 

A key member of the Broncos’ teams that won Super Bowl XXXII in 1997 and XXXII in 1998, Burns 
helped Denver earn three AFC West titles (1996, ‘98, 2005) along with six playoff berths (1996-98, 
2000, ‘03, ‘05). His 12 career postseason games with Denver tie for the 10th most by a player in team 
history. 

Burns entered the NFL with Denver as a seventh-round choice (210th overall) in the 1994 NFL Draft 
from Oklahoma State University. In addition to playing for the Broncos, he spent the 1999 season with 
the Chicago Bears and competed for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers during the 2004 campaign. 

For his entire NFL career, Burns played 197 games (3 starts) and totaled 231 special-teams tackles. 
He also posted 77 career defensive stops (50 solo), 1.5 sacks (9 yds.), one interception (15 yds.), three 
pass breakups and one forced fumble. 

Burns is a native of Greeleyville, S.C., and was born on May 16, 1972. He and his wife, Michelle, have 
two daughters (Danielle and Rachel) and one son (Keith).

As the Broncos’ defensive backs coach in 2009, Donatell 
oversaw a unit that helped Denver place third in the league in passing yards per game (186.3) and eighth 
in opponent passer rating (75.0) despite featuring three new starters. Dawkins earned his eighth trip to 
the Pro Bowl, tying for the NFL lead among safeties with three fumble recoveries, and Bailey picked up 
his ninth career Pro Bowl honor to tie for the most in league annals at the cornerback position. 

Before working as the University of Washington’s defensive coordinator in 2008 and as a Special 
assistant for the New York Jets in 2007, Donatell was the Falcons’ defensive coordinator from 2004- 
06. Atlanta’s defense was one of the NFL’s best in sacks and third-down percentage during that three- 
year period and featured four players who earned a total of six Pro Bowl selections. 
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In his first season with Atlanta in 2004, the Falcons advanced to the NFC Championship Game and 
led the NFL in sacks (48) for the first time in club history. During his final year as the Falcons’ defen- 
Sive coordinator in 2006, the club led the NFL in third-down percentage (30.2) while ranking sixth in 
the league in yards per carry allowed (3.8). 

Donatell spent four seasons as Green Bay’s defensive coordinator from 2000-03, helping the Packers 
record an NFL-best 116 takeaways from 2001-03. Green Bay advanced to the playoffs during each of 
those three seasons, including the 2001 and ‘02 campaigns when the club won the NFC North title. 

In 2002, Donatell’s defense set a Green Bay record with 52 sacks and led the NFL with 45 takeaways. 
Individually, Sharper earned his second Pro Bowl selection under Donatell that year after tying for the 
NFC lead among safeties with seven interceptions. 

Donatell was part of Denver’s back-to-back Super Bowl championships during the 1997 (XXXII) and

In Gase’s first year as the Broncos’ wide receivers coach in 
2009, Brandon Marshall earned a trip to the Pro Bowl after becoming the fifth player in NFL history to 
post three consecutive 100-catch seasons (101-1,120 yds.). Marshall, who had a career-high 10 receiv- 
ing touchdowns, set a league single-game record for receptions with 21 at Indianapolis (12/13/09), and 
his 43 catches in December tied for the most in a four-game period in the NFL since 1960. 

Veteran wide receiver Jabar Gaffney also thrived under Gase with Denver in 2009, totaling a career- 
high 732 receiving yards. His 213 receiving yards in the season finale set a Broncos single-game record 
for a wide receiver and ranked second in team history among all players for a game. 

As an offensive assistant with the 49ers in 2008, Gase worked under Offensive Coordinator Mike 
Martz with an offense that ranked fifth in the NFL with 64 plays that went at least 20 yards. The 49ers 
also had the sixth-fewest dropped passes (21) in the league for the season according to Stats Inc. 
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Gase also coached in a Martz-led offense during his final two seasons with the Lions from 2006-07. 
As Detroit’s quarterbacks coach in 2007, Gase helped quarterback Jon Kitna total the sixth-most pass- 
ing yards (4,068) in the NFL while becoming only the ninth player in NFL history to post consecutive 
4,000-yard passing seasons. 

A 16-game starter in 2007, Kitna’s passing yardage output under Gase that year ranked as the third 
highest by a Lion in franchise history. His play at the quarterback position helped the Lions become the 
first NFL team since Houston in 1990 to have four wide receivers each post at least 650 receiving yards 
in the same season. 

From 2005-06, Gase coached as an offensive assistant with the Lions, working under Head Coach 
Steve Mariucci in 2005 and under Head Coach Rod Marinelli in 2006. 

The 2005 campaign marked the beginning of Gase’s NFL coaching career, and he worked as an offen- 
Sive assistant for Detroit primarily with its running backs and quarterbacks. He broke into the NFL in 
2003 with the Lions as a scouting assistant and held that position until 2005. 

From 2000-02, Gase worked at Louisiana State under Head Coach Nick Saban, serving as a defen- 
Sive graduate assistant for the school in 2000 before working in recruiting and as an assistant to the 
head coach from 2001-02. During his three years with the Tigers, the school had a 26-12 overall 
record, won two bowl games (Peach Bowl in 2000, Sugar Bowl in 2001) and earned one Southeastern 
Conference Championship (2001). 

Gase attended Michigan State University from 1996-99 and received a bachelor’s degree from the 
school. He worked as a student assistant for the Spartans’ football program, which was led by Saban 
during those years, and was on the same staff as Broncos Head Coach Josh McDaniels in 1999 when 
McDaniels was a graduate assistant at the school.

Pittsburgh had one of the top kickoff return units in the Wake Forest University 
league under Ligashesky in 2009, ranking fifth in the NFL in 
average starting position after kickoffs (28.8-yard line). 
Running back Stefan Logan placed sixth in the NFL in kickoff 
return average with a 26./-yard mark (55 returns) that marked the fourth-best average by a first-year 
player in league history, and Ligashesky’s group added one blocked field goal. 

Ligashesky’s special teams played a key role in Pittsburgh’s Super Bowl XLII championship in 2008. 
The club led the NFL in opponent kickoff return average (19.1 yds.) and ranked fourth in opponent punt 
return average (6.2 yds.) while posting one punt return touchdown and one blocked punt. 

Reed thrived under Ligashesky in 2007, leading the NFL with a 92.1 field goal percentage (23-of-25) 
that ranked second for a year in club history.

In 2009, McDaniels was part of a Denver offensive coach- 
ing staff that helped veteran quarterback Kyle Orton enjoy a 
career year in his first season with the Broncos. Orton set a 
personal best with 3,802 passing yards that marked the sec- 
ond-highest total in the NFL among players in their first year with a team. The quarterback tied for fifth 
in the league and matched a club record by posting a passer rating of at least 90.0 in 10 games. 

The Broncos’ offense also tied for seventh in the NFL with only 23 giveaways, which marked the 
fourth-lowest total in team history, during McDaniels’ first year coaching with the team in 2009. 

Before joining the Broncos, McDaniels spent three years coaching high school football in Ohio. He 
instructed quarterbacks at Massillon Jackson High School (Massillon, Ohio) in 2008 after a two-year 
stint coaching that position at Canton McKinley Senior High School (Canton, Ohio) from 2006-07. 

He began his coaching career in 2003 as a wide receivers coach at Warren Harding High School 
(Warren, Ohio) before coaching as a graduate assistant at Minnesota for two years from 2004-05. 

McDaniels worked for the University of Minnesota as a graduate assistant under Head Coach Glen 
Mason from 2004-05. The Golden Gophers posted a 7-5 record and earned a berth in the Music City 
Bowl during each of those two seasons with McDaniels working with the wide receivers in 2004 and 
the defensive backs in 2005. 

While at Minnesota in 2005, McDaniels was part of its team that recaptured the “Little Brown Jug” 
with a victory over the University of Michigan. The last-second road win marked the Golden Gophers’ 
first victory against Michigan since 1986 in one of college football’s oldest rivalries. 

McDaniels was a quarterback at Kent State University under Head Coach Dean Pees from 1999-2001 
after playing for Canton McKinley, which he led to a 37-3 record and two state championships during 
his three years as a Starter.

As a team, the Chargers enjoyed one of the most prosperous periods in club history with Nunnely 
on staff. San Diego won four division titles during Nunnely’s time as defensive line coach, including 
three consecutive AFC West crowns from 2006-08. 

The Chargers advanced to the AFC Championship Game in 2007 for the first time in 13 seasons with 
Nunnely’s defensive line helping the club rank fifth in the NFL and second in the AFC with 42 sacks. A 
year earlier in 2006, San Diego registered a league-high 61 sacks that marked the second most in fran- 
chise history for a season and the most by a Chargers team in 20 seasons. 

Nunnely’s defensive linemen were part of a San Diego run defense in 2005 that ranked first in the 
NFL in rushing yards per game allowed (84.3) and third in yards per carry allowed (3.5) while tying for 
fifth in the league in sacks (46). Williams earned the first Pro Bowl selection of his career, and defen- 
sive end Luis Castillo was a consensus all-rookie selection. 

San Diego was third in the league against the run (81.7 ypg. / 3.7 avg.) in 2004 after giving up a 
league-low 3.3 yards per rush in 2001, a year in which Wiley had 13 sacks under Nunnely’s instruction 
to earn Pro Bowl honors. 

From 1998-99, the Chargers’ defensive line was the NFL’s best at stopping the run with Nunnely’s 
group helping the club lead the league in fewest yards per carry allowed during each of those seasons. 

San Diego set franchise single-season records for fewest yards per rush allowed (2.7) and fewest 
rushing yards per game allowed (71.3) in 1998. The Chargers’ 2.7 yards per carry average was the low- 
est total allowed by an NFL team since the 1970 merger while their 71.3 yards per game average was the 
fourth-lowest year total allowed by an NFL team since the 16-game schedule was implemented in 1978. 

During two seasons (1995-96) as the Saints’ defensive line coach, Nunnely coached on a defense 
that tied for the sixth-most sacks (85) in the NFL during that period. New Orleans’ 44 sacks in Nunnely’s 
first year with the club in 1996 tied for fourth in the league. 

Nunnely spent four years (1991-94) as a position coach in the Pacific-10 Conference before begin- 
ning his NFL coaching career. He instructed the defensive line at UCLA from 1993-94 after coaching 
running backs at the University of Southern California from 1991-92. 

In 1990, Nunnely worked at his alma mater, UNLV, as its director of minority student affairs after con- 
cluding his four-year career as its head coach. At the time of his hire in 1986, he became the first 
African-American head coach on the West Coast along with just the fifth in Division I-A history. Nunnely 
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and Cleve Bryant became the first African-American head coaches in Division I-A history to coach 
against each other when Nunnely’s squad defeated Ohio University 26-18 during the 1988 season. 

Before being named head coach at UNLV, Nunnely was its running backs coach from 1982-85. He 
also coached the position at the University of the Pacific from 1980-81 and had stints at Cal State 
Fullerton (defensive line in 1979), Cal Poly Pomona (defensive line in 1978 and running backs in 1977) 
and UNLV (graduate assistant in 1976). 

Nunnely’s coaching career began in 1975 as an assistant coach for Valley High School in Las Vegas 
after competing as a student athlete at UNLV, where he played fullback and lettered in track. He received 
a bachelor’s degree in physical education from UNLV in 1975 and also was voted the school’s Most 
Outstanding Male Physical Educator. 

Born on March 29, 1952, in Los Angeles, Nunnely competed in football and track at Monrovia High 
School in Monrovia, Calif. He is married to Velda, and they have three sons (Steven, Channing and 
Aaron) and one daughter (Amber).

A three-time Super Bowl-winning 
linebacker during his 15-year playing 
career, Roman Phifer begins his sec-

2010. Hired by the club on Feb. 9, 

2009, Phifer assists Defensive Coordinator Don Martindale with the instruction 
of the team’s linebackers. 

Phifer worked with a group of Broncos linebackers in 2009 that helped the team rank seventh in the 
NFL in total defense (315.0 ypg.), including third in the league against the pass (186.3 ypg.). Outside 
linebacker Elvis Dumervil, a former defensive end in his first year playing linebacker, led the NFL with 
17 sacks to earn Pro Bowl honors while inside linebacker D.J. Williams was named a Pro Bowl alter- 
nate after ranking 11th in the league with a team-high 122 tackles. 

Before beginning his coaching career, Phifer saw time in 212 regular-season games (1/7 starts) and 
was a Starter on the Patriots’ three Super Bowl championship teams (2001, ‘03-04) during his NFL career 
from 1991-2005. He was selected by the Los Angeles Rams in the second round (31st overall) of the 1991 
NFL Draft from UCLA and played for that organization for his first eight years in the league before seeing 
time with the New York Jets (1999-2000), Patriots (2001-04) and the New York Giants (2005). 

For his playing career, Phifer registered 1,296 tackles (923 solo), 29 sacks, 11 interceptions, 18 
forced fumbles and eight fumble recoveries in regular-season play. He appeared in nine playoff games 
(7 starts), helping the Patriots post a 9-0 record in those contests en route to totaling 48 tackles (33 
Solo) for his postseason career. 

The linebacker recorded five 100-tackle seasons during his playing career, including consecutive 
100-tackle efforts from 1995-96 with the Rams and from 2002-03 with the Patriots. Phifer, whose 170 
tackles (123 solo) with the Rams in 1996 represented a career high, also appeared in all 16 games dur- 
ing nine of his 15 professional seasons. 

During his four seasons with the Patriots from 2001-04, Phifer started 53-of-68 games played and 
helped New England post a 52-16 (.765) record when in the lineup. New England finished with a win- 
ning record in each of those campaigns with Phifer in addition to winning three AFC East titles and three 
Super Bowls. He also appeared in every one of New England’s games during its NFL-record 21-game 
winning streak from 2003-04. 

Phifer led New England with 109 tackles in 2002 despite missing two games and was chosen as the 
team’s Byron “Whizzer” White Award winner a year earlier for his humanitarian and leadership efforts. 
In recognition of his career accomplishments in New England, the Patriots named Phifer to their 2000s 
All-Decade Team. 

An All-Pacific-10 Conference selection as a senior at UCLA, Phifer registered 112 tackles (76 solo) 
during his collegiate career. He attended South Mecklenburg High School in Pineville, N.C., where he 
competed in football, basketball and track. As a senior, he was tabbed the Athlete of the Year by the 
Charlotte Post. 

Phifer, who majored in history at UCLA, was born on March 5, 1968, in Plattsburg, N.Y., and was 
raised in Charlotte, N.C. He is married to Linda, and the couple has two sons (Jordan and Angelo) and 
one daughter (Milan).

With the Bills, Studesville instructed a 1,000-yard rusher in | Video Assistant 1992-93 
five of his six seasons, including one during each of the last University of Arizona 
three years, and coached Lynch to a Pro Bowl selection in | Graduate Assistant 
2008. Both McGahee (2004-05) and Lynch (2007-08) cleared 
the 1,000-yard mark in each of their first two seasons with 
McGahee’s 2,375 yards representing a team record for a player’s first two years and ranking 16th in 
league annals for that category. 

Jackson, in just his third year, became only the ninth undrafted player in league history to post a 
1,000-yard rushing effort in 2009, totaling 1,062 yards with Studesville serving as running game coor- 
dinator. The Bills finished that season ranked ninth in the league in yards per rush (4.4). 

Studesville was promoted to running game coordinator in 2008, a year that saw Lynch become the 
first Buffalo running back to earn a Pro Bowl nomination in five years after totaling his second consec- 
utive 1,000-yard effort. Lynch (1,036 yds.) and Jackson (500 yds.) formed one of the top rushing duos 
in the NFL that year, and the two also combined for 84 receptions that led league running back tandems. 

In 2007, Studesville oversaw Lynch’s adjustment to the NFL as a rookie and helped the 12th overall 
pick lead AFC rookies in rushing with 1,115 yards that ranked second in club history among rookies. 
He averaged 85.7 rushing yards per game that ranked seventh in the NFL and led the league in rush- 
ing attempts per game (21.5). 

McGahee’s 990 rushing yards for the Bills in 2006 increased his three-year career total under 
Studesville to 3,365 yards to mark the ninth-highest total in the league during that time. He finished his 
Buffalo career with 14 100-yard games that represented the third-highest total in club history and were 
the most by a player through his first three seasons with the club. 

The Bills’ 2005 backfield featured fullback Daimon Shelton, whom Studesville developed into one of the 
league’s top blockers, along with McGahee, whose 1,247 yards marked his second consecutive 1,000-yard 
effort. McGahee became the fastest back in team annals to post 2,000 career rushing yards (26 games). 
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Studesville joined the Bills as running backs coach in 2004 and instructed McGahee in his first year, 
helping the 23rd overall pick become the fourth rookie in team history to reach 1,000 rushing yards 
(1,128) and tie a club rookie record with 13 rushing touchdowns. McGahee rushed for at least 100 yards 
in his first three starts, becoming only the third back since the 1970 NFL merger to accomplish that feat. 

From 2001-03, Studesville coached the Giants’ running backs and helped Barber post two 1,000- 
yard rushing efforts while ranking seventh in the league in yards per rush (4.6) and ninth in rushing 
yards (3,468). Barber also led all NFC running backs (3rd in NFL) with 210 receptions and placed fifth 
in the league with 5,103 yards from scrimmage during that three-year period. 

Barber had consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons under Studesville in 2003 (1,216 yds.) and ‘02 
(1,387 yds.). The running back’s career-high 1,387 rushing yards in 2002 ranked as the second-highest 
season total in Giants history and helped the club post a 10-6 record and advance to the postseason. 

Studesville began his NFL career with the Bears, working with the club during its 1996 training camp 
as part of the NFL minority fellowship program and spending 1997-2000 in Chicago handling offensive 
quality control duties. 

Before moving into the NFL coaching ranks, Studesville was the secondary coach at Kent State 
University (1995-96) and Wingate University (1994). He worked at the University of North Carolina as 
a video assistant from 1992-93 after serving as a graduate assistant in 1991 at the University of 
Arizona, where he earned a master’s degree in exercise physiology. 

A defensive back at the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater, Studesville graduated from the school 
with a bachelor’s degree in physical education. Born May 29, 1967, in Madison, Wis., Studesville is 
married to Staci, and the couple has one daughter, Sydni.

As an NFL coach, Wylie helped Bears center Olin Kreutz to 
three consecutive Pro Bowl selections (2001-03) and guided 
Chicago tackle James Williams to one Pro Bowl berth (2001).

leading the league in ‘07 and ranking second in ‘08 while using 14 different starters over that stretch. 

Before coaching the offensive line at Syracuse University from 2005-06, Wylie spent eight consecu- 
tive years coaching in the NFL. He instructed the Cardinals’ offensive line in 2004 with his unit block- 
ing for the NFL’s all-time leading rusher, Emmitt Smith, during his final pro season. 

From 1999-2003, Wylie coached the Bears’ offensive line and helped the club allow an NFL-low 17 
sacks in 2001 that propelled the team to an NFC Central title. Kreutz earned three consecutive Pro Bowl 
selections (2001-03) under Wylie while Williams was named to the first Pro Bowl of his career in 2001. 

Wylie’s offensive line also helped Bears running back Anthony Thomas earn Associated Press NFL 
Offensive Rookie of the Year honors after he rushed for 1,183 yards in 2001. Thomas’ effort marked the 
seventh time a player totaled at least 1,000 rushing yards in a season with Wylie on staff. 

From 1997-98, Wylie was the Bengals’ tight ends coach and oversaw a group that blocked for run- 
ning back Corey Dillon during his consecutive 1,000-yard rushing seasons. He had a one-year stint as 
the University of Cincinnati’s offensive line coach in 1996, a year in which the Bearcats led Conference 
USA in rushing and featured four linemen who earned postseason honors, including Fabini. 

During four seasons as Tampa Bay’s offensive line coach from 1992-95, Wylie’s group helped running 
back Errict Rhett became only the fifth player in NFL history to post consecutive 1,000-yard rushing sea- 
sons in his first years in the league (1994-95). He also coached Pro Football Hall of Fame tackle Anthony 


Mufioz in training camp in 1993, his final pro season. 
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Wylie’s NFL coaching career began with a two-year stint as the Jets’ tight ends coach from 1990-91. 
Before entering the NFL coaching ranks, Wylie coached for 10 seasons at the collegiate level, handling 
offensive line duties at Brown University (1980-82), College of the Holy Cross (1983-84) and Colorado 
State University (1988-89) in addition to working as offensive coordinator at Ohio University (1985- 
87). At CSU, he worked under NCAA Hall of Fame Coach Earle Bruce. 

A native of West Warwick, R.!., Wylie was a teacher and administrator in his hometown from 1973-80. 

Wylie played linebacker at the college level in Colorado for three years before transferring to Roger 
Williams College, where he received a bachelor’s degree in American studies. He also earned a mas- 
ter’s degree in economics from the University of Rhode Island in 1975. 

Inducted into the West Warwick High School Hall of Fame in 1999, Wylie received the NFL’s Extra Effort 
Award in 2001 for his work with Chicago-area youth. He also is one of the organizers of the annual Offensive 
Line Clinic that takes place each year in Cincinnati and features some of the nation’s top coaches. 

A licensed pilot and amateur magician, Wylie was born on Feb. 16, 1951, and has one daughter 
(Jennifer) along with one grandson (Wylie).

Keith Kidd is in his 16th year working in the NFL in 2010 and begins his second 
year as the Denver Broncos’ director of pro personnel. A member of the person- 
nel department that helped build the New England Patriots’ back-to-back Super 
Bowl-champion teams from 2003-04, Kidd joined the Broncos on Feb. 20, 2009. 

Kidd gained 14 years of experience in the NFL with New England (2002-04), 
Cleveland (1999-2001) and Arizona (1991-98). He spent three seasons as an 
NFL analyst for ESPN’s scouting organization, Scouts Inc., and also wrote 
columns for ESPN.com before he was hired by the Broncos. 

As assistant director of pro personnel with the Patriots from 2002-04, Kidd worked with Head Coach 
Bill Belichick and personnel director Scott Pioli, helping the club to back-to-back Super Bowl wins during 
the 2003 and ‘04 seasons (XXXVIII and XXXIX). New England owned the best overall record (43-11 / .796) 
in the NFL during that three-year period and won a league-record 21 consecutive games from 2003-04. 

Kidd was part of the Browns’ re-entry into the NFL in 1999 as their director of pro personnel and 
worked in that capacity through the 2001 season. He oversaw the scouting of NFL players as well as 
the advance scouting of each upcoming opponent for Cleveland while assisting with the signing of free 
agents and the negotiating of player contracts. 

Before joining the Browns, Kidd spent eight years with the Cardinals’ scouting department from 
1991-98 and also handled additional responsibilities for the club during that time. 

He began his career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, Eastern Kentucky University, in 1987 
and worked at the school through the ‘88 campaign.

A former All-American and Butkus Award winner (nation’s best linebacker) at the 
University of Colorado, Russell joined the Broncos after scouting for seven sea- 
sons in the NFL with Philadelphia (2006-08) and New England (2001, ‘03-05). 

As director of college scouting, Russell is responsible for leading the 
Broncos’ college scouting efforts. The 37-year-old also oversees the club’s 
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eight-person college scouting staff. 

Russell spent the 2008 season as the national scout for the Eagles after scouting the Western region 
for the club from 2006-07. Philadelphia earned playoff berths during two of Russell’s three seasons on 
its staff, including the 2008 campaign when the Eagles advanced to the NFC Championship Game. 

Hired by the Patriots as a pro scout in December 2000, Russell served in that capacity for the club 
during its Super Bowl XXXVI-winning season in 2001 and worked as an area scout for the team from 
2003-05.

DiStefano, 53, was a quarterback at Colorado State University from 1976-80. 
Although he had opportunities to play for the Hamilton Tiger-Cats and Edmonton Eskimos of the 
Canadian Football League, he opted to begin his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Colorado 
State in 1981. He served in that capacity for the year before coming to the Broncos in 1982. 

A native of Alliance, Ohio, DiStefano was an all-conference quarterback in 1975 at Alliance High 
School, the same school that produced Pro Football Hall of Fame quarterback Len Dawson. Among the 
honors bestowed upon him was the 1974 Massillon (Ohio) JayCee’s conference sportsmanship award, 
a prestigious honor from such a football-rich region of Ohio. 


Dip You KNow? 


Tight end Shannon Sharpe, who played 12 seasons for the Broncos from 1990-99 and 2002-03, 
owns more receptions (815), receiving yards (10,060), receiving touchdowns (62), Super Bowl 
wins (3) and Pro Bowl selections (8) than any of the seven tight ends enshrined in the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame. 

Sharpe was named the first-team tight end on the NFL 1990s All-Decade Team as chosen by the 
Hall of Fame Selection Committee members. He was a finalist for the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
2009, his first year of eligibility, as well as in 2010. 
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SOUTHWEST AREA SCOUT 


Cornell Green enters his 31st year scouting in the NFL and his 24th season 
doing so for the Denver Broncos in 2010. Responsible for scouting the 
Southwest area, Green also has served as a scouting consultant for the Broncos 
after evaluating the Southwest, South, East and Midwest regions earlier in his 
career with the club. 

Before his involvement with the Broncos’ organization, Green scouted for the 
Dallas Cowboys during and after his illustrious playing career. He began scout- 
ing for the Cowboys in 1970 while still an active player and continued scouting 
through 1979, at which time he entered private business until coming to the Broncos in 1987. 

Green, 70, was signed by the Cowboys as a free agent and went on to play for Dallas from 1962-75, 
seeing time at cornerback for 10 years before moving over to safety for his last four seasons. Green 
earned Pro Bowl honors seven times, winning that accolade at both cornerback and safety. He recent- 
ly was named the 10th-best undrafted player of all-time by NFL.com. 

Green did not play college football but was a two-time All-American basketball player (1959-60 and 
1961-62) at Utah State University, where he averaged 23 points per game at forward for the Aggies 
from 1959-62. Green is a member of the Basketball Hall of Fame in both the states of Oklahoma and 
Utah. His brother, Pumpsie Green, had a lengthy career in major league baseball. 

A native of Boley, Okla., Cornell and his wife, Betty, have two children, Randy and Ronney, and make 
their home in Dallas. 


GREAT PLAINS AREA SCOUT 


Greg Miller is in his 13th year scouting for the Denver Broncos in 2010 and 
evaluates the Great Plains area for the club. 

Miller spent 1994-97 as a regional scout for National Football Scouting, eval- 
uating prospective NFL talent from colleges in nine upper-Midwest states. His 
duties included performing the first line of evaluation, rating and computer-gen- 
erated reporting on hundreds of college players for 14 NFL clubs as well as 
assisting in the planning and execution of the National Invitational Camp, which 
is commonly referred to as the NFL’s Scouting Combine. 

A 55-year-old native of Mitchell, $.D., Miller was an all-state defensive tackle, team MVP and team 
captain at Mitchell Senior High School who also participated in baseball, basketball and track. He 
earned a football scholarship to lowa State University in 1973 and transferred in 1975 to South Dakota 
State University, where he was a three-year starter at offensive tackle and team captain as well as a two- 
time all-conference pick. 

Before his stint with NFS, Miller worked 16 years for International Multifoods, ascending from 
District Sales Coordinator to Director of Operations for the entire West region by 1994. 

Greg’s wife, Jane, is a registered nurse. They have a daughter, Adrienne, and two sons, Mike and 
Nolan, and make their home in Grand Island, Neb. Adrienne is employed as a physician assistant in the 
Mayo Clinic’s Department of Neurosurgery. She and her husband, Russell Wyant, live in Rochester, 
Minn. Mike is employed by the Philadelphia Eagles in their player personnel department. He and his wife, 
Molly, live in Philadelphia. Nolan is a management trainee with Enterprise Rent-A-Car in Minneapolis and 
is a recent graduate of Augustana College (Sioux Falls, $.D.), where he played baseball. 






Mip-ATLANTIC AREA SCOUT 


Nick Schiralli enters his third season as a college scout for the Denver Broncos 
in 2010 and evaluates the Mid-Atlantic area for the franchise. 

Schiralli joined the Broncos after spending two years (2006-07) as an offen- 
Sive graduate assistant at the University of Florida, where he also was a four-year 
letterman as a wide receiver from 1996-99. He served in a variety of capacities 
with the Gators and was a part of their staff in 2006 that helped the team to a BCS 
national championship victory. 

The 34-year-old spent four years working with the football program at the 
University of North Carolina from 2002-05. He was an offensive graduate assistant coach with the Tar 
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Heels in 2005 after working as a recruiting administrator and special teams assistant from 2002-04. 

Schiralli began his professional career in 2000 as the wide receivers coach at Cardinal Newman High 
School in West Palm Beach, Fla., before coaching wide receivers and special teams at Gainesville High 
School in Gainesville, Fla., in 2001. 

As a wide receiver at Florida, Schiralli played 36 career games and was a two-time All-Southeastern 
Conference academic team selection. He was a member of the Gators’ 1996 national championship 
Squad as well as two SEC Championship teams and was named to the SEC’s Good Works Team recog- 
nizing his efforts in the community. 

Schiralli holds master’s degrees in sports management and human performance/sports psychology 
from Florida. He also owns bachelor’s degrees from Florida in telecommunications and public relations. 

Nick is married to Jenny. They have a 3-year-old son, Cale, and a 2-year-old daughter, Sawyer Mae.

Phil Armatas enters his first season with the Denver Broncos in 2010 and is a 
coaching/personnel assistant for the club.

Before joining the Broncos, Armatas coached tight ends at Hofstra University 
in 2009 following a three-year stint (2006-08) as a graduate assistant coach at 
Marshall University.

Armatas, who saw time at tight end, defensive end and kicker at Canton McKinley during his high 
school playing career, was born on Dec. 29, 1980. He resides in Denver.

oe Ellis is in his third season as Chief Operating Officer of the Denver 

Broncos in 2010 and was named to that position on Jan. 11, 2008, follow- 
ing 10 years as the club’s Executive Vice President of Business Operations. He 
rejoined the Broncos for his second stint with the team in 1998 from the NFL's 
league office, where he had been Vice President of Club Administration and 
Stadium Management. 

Ellis, who began his career with the Broncos as their Director of Marketing from 
1983- 89, IS responsible for ensuring the Broncos’ business and financial objectives are met. His respon- 
sibilities include business and financial management, marketing and sales functions, media relations, tick- 
et operations, and facilities and administrative operations for the National Football League team. 

A driving force in helping with the creation of INVESCO Field at Mile High, which opened in 2001, 
Ellis is an extremely active participant in all aspects of the stadium’s management and development. In 
this capacity, he has worked very closely with important members of the political, business and civic 
communities that comprise the cultural fabric of Denver.

Broncos fans 
have watched their team amass one of the NFL's finest records since the club’s first winning season in 
1973, enduring just six losing seasons—tied for the fewest in the NFL—as shown in the list below. 

This season also marks Pat Bowlen’s 27th as President and Chief Executive Officer of the Broncos. 
During that time, Denver has enjoyed a virtually unmatched level of success in the context of the entire 
NFL and within the American Football Conference Western Division.

VINCE LOMBARDI TROPHIES 


The Denver Broncos own two Vince Lombardi Trophies in recognition of their back-to-back wins in 
Super Bowl XXXII and XXXIII (1997-98), and they are displayed in the lobby of the Paul D. Bowlen 
Memorial Broncos Centre. 

The sterling silver trophies were created by Tiffany & Company and were named for the late Vince 
Lombardi before Super Bowl V. Each trophy has a regulation-size silver football mounted in a kicking 
position on a pyramid-like stand of three concave sides. The trophy stands 20.75 inches tall, weighs 
107.3 ounces and is valued in excess of $10,000. Each is engraved with the the words “Vince 
Lombardi Trophy” above an NFL Shield.

BRONCOS CLIMB ABovE .500 IN REGULARSEASON PLAY 


The Broncos’ all-time record in the regular season has been at or above the .500 mark since the club 
earned a 21-17 win at Minnesota on Nov. 24, 1996. That victory took Denver’s record to 267-267-10, 
and the Broncos enter the 2010 season 42 games above .500 (394-352-10 / .528) as a franchise. 

Before 1996, Denver's all-time regular-season record had not been .500 or better since the fran- 
chise’s first year in 1960. The Broncos were 4-4 after playing their first eight games that season, but a 
34-7 loss at the Dallas Texans on Nov. 13, 1960, sent the club below .500 for the first time. 

Denver's all-time regular-season record did not reach the .500 mark until a little more than 36 years 
later with that win against the Vikings in 1996.

The Denver Broncos improved to 2-0 on the season with a 27- 
6 win over the Cleveland Browns in front of 73,931 fans at 
INVESCO Field at Mile High. The victory marked Denver's 10th 
consecutive win in home openers for a streak that ties for the third 
longest in NFL history. 

Outside linebacker/defensive end Elvis Dumervil tied the Broncos’ 
single-game franchise record with four sacks to lead a defensive 
effort that held the Browns to 200 yards of offense (3.6 yards per 
play). Dumervil’s four sacks came in the second half, marking the 
most sacks in a half by an NFL linebacker in eight seasons. 

Denver held Cleveland to only 2.6 yards per rush (21-54) and 
forced three turnovers (1 interception, 2 fumbles). The Broncos’ 
defense posted five three-and-outs and limited the Browns to 3-of- 
14 (21.4%) success on third downs. 

Offensively, the Broncos totaled 186 yards and two touchdowns 
on 37 rushes (5.0 avg.). Running back Correll Buckhalter had a 
game-high 76 rushing yards, including a 45-yard touchdown, on 
nine carries for an 8.4-yard average. Eight different Broncos 
caught passes from quarterback Kyle Orton, including wide receiv- 
er Brandon Stokley, who had a team-high five receptions for 70 
yards (14.0 avg.). 

After the Broncos’ defense held the Browns to a field goal fol- 
lowing a Denver fumble on the opening kickoff, Broncos outside 
linebacker/defensive end Darrell Reid recovered a failed quarter- 
back-center exchange at the Cleveland 9-yard line to provide 
Denver a short field. Orton capitalized on the good field position, 
completing a 2-yard touchdown pass to tight end Tony Scheffler 
that gave the Broncos a 7-3 lead that they would not relinquish for 
the remainder of the contest. 

Cleveland answered with a 47-yard field goal late in the first 
quarter to climb within one point, 7-6. The Browns could not over- 
come the deficit, however, as the Broncos’ defense held Cleveland 
scoreless for the final three quarters. 

Orton finished the day completing 19-of-37 attempts for 263 
yards with one touchdown and no interceptions for an 83.5 pass- 
er rating. He completed five passes of at least 18 yards, including 
a 49-yard pass to wide receiver Jabar Gaffney that set up a 2-yard 
touchdown run by fullback Peyton Hillis early in the fourth quarter. 

Guiding Denver to a victory in his first home game as head coach, 
Josh McDaniels became the fifth head coach in Broncos history to 
earn wins in his first two games. The victory also improved Denver's 
record in home openers to 23-3 in the Pat Bowlen era (since 1984) 
for an .885 winning percentage that is the best in the NFL.

The Denver Broncos’ six-game winning streak, which tied for the 
sixth longest in club history, came to an end with their 30-7 loss to 
the Baltimore Ravens in front of 71,312 fans at M&T Bank Stadium. 

A stingy Baltimore defense limited Denver to season lows in 
total yards (200) as well as yards per play (3.4). A 1-yard 
touchdown run by rookie running back Knowshon Moreno mid- 
way through the third quarter provided Denver’s only points on 
the afternoon. 

Broncos quarterback Kyle Orton completed 23-of-37 (62.2%) 
passes for 152 yards with no touchdowns and no interceptions for 
a 71.0 passer rating. He did not throw an interception for the sixth 
time this year while completing passes to eight different Broncos, 
including running back Correll Buckhalter, who finished with a 
game-high six receptions (30 yds.). 

Defensively, the Broncos held the Ravens to only two field goals 
in the first half while allowing only 103 total yards. The Ravens 
were able to build on their 6-0 halftime lead by scoring on four of 
their five second-half possessions and converting 7-of-8 (87.5%) 
of their third-down attempts to put the game out of reach. 

In the process, Baltimore snapped Denver's four-game streak of 
not allowing a third-down conversion in the second half that was 
the longest in the NFL since at least 1992. 

Denver finished the game with 10 tackles for a loss, including 
two each from inside linebackers Andra Davis and D.J. Williams. 
Williams led the Broncos’ defense in tackles for the fourth time this 
season with 11 stops while Davis posted a sack and nine tackles. 

The first half proved to be a defensive battle as the two squads 
combined for only 182 yards of total offense through the first two 
quarters. Baltimore opened the game’s scoring on kicker Steve 
Hauschka’s 43-yard field goal with 0:56 left in the first quarter after 
capitalizing on a Broncos fumble deep in their own territory. 

Hauschka’s 46-yard field goal with 4:58 to play in the first half gave 
the Ravens a 6-0 lead at halftime. 

On the opening kickoff of the second half, Ravens cornerback 
Lardarius Webb’s 95-yard touchdown return extended Baltimore’s 
lead to 13-0. 

Denver responded with a 10-play, 86-yard scoring drive—the 
Broncos’ eighth 70-yard touchdown drive of the 2009 campaign— 
that was capped by Moreno’s 1-yard touchdown run. The score 
trimmed the Broncos’ deficit to one possession, 13-7, with 9:46 
remaining in the third quarter. 

The Ravens held on for the win, however, adding a field goal and 
two touchdowns on their next four possessions to record 17 unan- 
swered points and claim the 30-7 victory.

Hosting their first Thanksgiving game since 1963, the Denver 
Broncos snapped their four-game losing streak with a 26-6 victo- 
ry against the New York Giants in front of 74,896 fans at INVESCO 
Field at Mile High. 

Broncos quarterback Kyle Orton, who was recovering from an 
ankle injury, returned to the starting lineup to complete 18-of-28 
(64.3%) passes for 245 yards with one touchdown and one inter- 
ception for an 89.1 passer rating. 

Orton’s key target was wide receiver Brandon Marshall, who 
registered a game-high 86 yards on six catches (14.3 avg.). 
Marshall had two acrobatic, one-handed catches of at least 25 
yards, including a 28-yarder that set up a touchdown, 

Rookie running back Knowshon Moreno finished with a game- 
high 88 yards on 19 carries (4.6 avg.) with one touchdown to 
lead Denver’s ground game. He added 19 yards on two catches 
en route to posting his third game with 100 yards from scrim- 
mage (107) this year. 

Defensively, Denver posted three takeaways (1 INT, 2 FUM) and 
three sacks (20 yds.) in addition to tying a season high with nine 
pass breakups. 

Safety Brian Dawkins recorded one forced fumble and one fum- 
ble recovery for the Broncos, setting up two drives that led to 10 
points. The veteran finished with a team-high eight solo tackles. 

With two sacks, outside linebacker Elvis Dumervil increased his 
sack total for the year to a league-high 14, marking a single-sea- 
son personal best. His performance marked his sixth multiple-sack 
game this year and the 13th of his four-year NFL career. 

Denver took a 16-0 lead into halftime, controlling possession for 
19:47 in the first half and allowing only 38 yards and three first 
downs through the first two quarters. 

Broncos kicker Matt Prater, who tied a career best with four field 
goals and added five touchbacks on kickoffs, gave Denver a 6-0 
lead with two field goals in the first half. A fumble recovery by 
Dawkins midway through the second quarter led to a 1-yard 
Moreno touchdown run that gave Denver a 13-0 lead. 

Prater converted a 47-yard field goal that extended the Broncos’ 
lead to 16-0 at halftime. 

The Giants answered with field goals on their opening two pos- 
sessions of the second half, trimming their deficit to 16-6 with 31 
seconds left in the third quarter. 

Denver maintained possession for 9:48 during the final period 
and added 10 points to secure the victory. Wide receiver Brandon 
Stokley’s 17-yard touchdown catch gave the Broncos a 23-6 
advantage with 10:15 to play, and Prater converted a 24-yard field 
goal with 5:02 remaining that provided Denver’s final points.

The Denver Broncos won at Arrowhead Stadium in December 
for only the second time in club history with their 44-13 victory 
against the Kansas City Chiefs in front of 68,912 fans. 

The Broncos, who scored their most points on the road in the 
history of their 50-year rivalry against the Chiefs, posted a season- 
high 245 rushing yards and two touchdowns on 465 carries (5.4 
avg.) en route to the victory. The club’s 245 rushing yards were its 
most in a game in four seasons and included 113 from running 
back Correll Buckhalter on 12 carries (9.4 avg.) and 86 from rook- 
ie running back Knowshon Moreno on 21 attempts (4.1 avg.). 

Moreno posted multiple rushing touchdowns for the first time in 
his career while registering his sixth 80-yard rushing performance 
of the year. 

Broncos quarterback Kyle Orton threw multiple touchdown 
passes for the fifth time this season, completing 15-of-25 attempts 
for 180 yards with two scores and one interception for a 92.1 rat- 
ing. His effort against the Chiefs also marked his seventh game this 
year with a passer rating of at least 90.0. 

Defensively, Denver limited Kansas City to four or fewer plays 
on 10-of-15 (66.7%) offensive possessions and forced three 
takeaways (1 FUM, 2 INT) in the game. Broncos cornerback 
André Goodman accounted for two takeaways that led to 14 
points with an interception along with a 30-yard fumble recovery 
for a touchdown. 

Orton opened the game’s scoring with a 7-yard touchdown pass 
to tight end Daniel Graham that capped an eight-play, 63-yard 
scoring drive and gave Denver a 7-0 lead with 7:20 to play in the 
first quarter. 

The Chiefs converted a field goal to cut the deficit to 7-3, but 
Buckhalter responded for the Broncos in the second quarter with 
10-yard carries (26, 17, 13) on three consecutive touches. The 
effort fueled an eight-play, 80-yard touchdown drive that Moreno 
finished with a 2-yard scoring run, which provided Denver with a 
14-3 advantage with 7:03 remaining in the second quarter. 

Another Chiefs field goal cut their deficit to 14-6 at halftime 
before the Broncos totaled 20 unanswered points (2 TDs, 2 FGs) in 
the third quarter that put the contest out of reach. Goodman’s 30- 
yard fumble return touchdown closed the scoring streak and gave 
Denver a 34-6 lead with 2:41 to play in the third quarter. 

In the final period, Kansas City scored its only touchdown of the 
game after a Denver fumble gave the Chiefs possession at the 
Broncos’ 4-yard line. 

Moreno then added his second touchdown of the day on an 18- 
yard run with 12:05 to play before kicker Matt Prater converted his 
third field goal of the half with 8:49 remaining to close the game’s 
scoring at 44-13.

The Denver Broncos scored 16 unanswered points but could not 
overcome an early 21-point deficit during a 28-16 loss to the unde- 
feated Indianapolis Colts in front of 67,248 fans at Lucas Oil Stadium. 

Broncos wide receiver Brandon Marshall set an NFL single- 
game record with 21 receptions for 200 yards with two touch- 
downs against the Colts. With the effort, he became the first play- 
er in league history with eight 10-catch games through his first 
four seasons. 

Denver quarterback Kyle Orton completed 29-of-41 (70.7%) 
passes for 277 yards with two touchdowns and one interception 
for a 95.3 rating. He completed 88.8 percent (16-of-18) of his 
passes in the first half and finished the game with the second-best 
completion percentage and completion total of his NFL career. 

Defensively, the Broncos allowed the Colts to gain only one first 
down in 22:39 spanning from the second through the fourth quar- 
ter. During the stretch, Denver forced four three-and-outs and 
intercepted Indianapolis quarterback Peyton Manning three times, 
including two from Broncos safety Brian Dawkins. 

Dawkins, who notched the second multiple-interception game of 
his career, led the Broncos with 10 tackles (7 solo) while corner- 
back André Goodman added a game-high four pass breakups. 

Indianapolis jumped out to an early 21-0 lead with 7:58 to play 
in the second quarter after Manning passed for touchdowns on 
three of the Colts’ first four possessions. 

The Broncos responded with an 80-yard scoring drive as Orton 
completed 8-of-9 passes for 67 yards and one touchdown. His 5- 
yard scoring pass to Marshall at 2:23 of the second quarter cut the 
Colts’ lead to 14 points, 21-7, at halftime. 

Denver held Indianapolis to only 22 yards of total offense in the 
third quarter and maintained possession for 11:01 of the period. 
The Broncos’ defense also forced two takeaways in the quarter, 
including rookie safety Darcel McBath’s second career interception. 

After McBath’s interception set up a 28-yard field goal by kicker 
Matt Prater, the Broncos’ defense forced its fifth three-and-out of 
the game and gave the offense possession facing an 11-point 
deficit, 21-10, with 14:28 to play. 

On the ensuing drive, Orton completed 6-of-7 passes for 58 
yards, including five passes for 38 yards to Marshall. He tied the 
NFL record for receptions in a game with his 5-yard touchdown. 

After a failed two-point attempt on a rush, Denver’s 16 consec- 
utive points cut the Colts’ lead to five points, 21-16, with 9:44 left 
in the game. 

The Colts sealed the victory with a 14-play, 80-yard touchdown 
drive that closed the game’s scoring at 28-16 with 2:25 remaining 
in the contest. Indianapolis converted on three third-down 
attempts to sustain its scoring drive that lasted 7:19.

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The Denver Broncos’ 2005 season ended one game short of 
Super Bowl XL with a 34-17 loss to the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
the AFC Championship Game at INVESCO Field at Mile High in 
front of 76,775 fans. 

The Broncos’ defeat was their first ever at home in an AFC title 
game as the team entered its contest against Pittsburgh 4-0 in 
those situations. The loss snapped Denver’s 11-game overall 
home winning streak and was only the Broncos’ third defeat in 
their 15 all-time home postseason playoff games. 

A week after forcing five turnovers to beat the Patriots in the 
Divisional Round, Denver recorded four giveaways against the 
Steelers. Pittsburgh scored 24 points off two interceptions and 
two fumbles by the Broncos, who surrendered only 27 points off 
giveaways during the entire 2005 regular season. 

Pittsburgh converted 10-of-16 third-down attempts (62.5%), 
including eight of its first nine such attempts, to take control of 
the game. Quarterback Ben Roethlisberger compiled a 124.9 
passer rating, throwing for 275 yards with two touchdowns and 
no interceptions to lead Pittsburgh to its sixth Super Bowl. 

Broncos quarterback Jake Plummer completed 18-of-30 
passes (60.0%) for 223 yards with one touchdown and two 
interceptions. Denver wide receiver Rod Smith caught four 
passes for 61 yards (15.3 avg.), becoming the Broncos’ all-time 
leader in career postseason receptions (49). 

The Steelers scored the game’s first points on a 47-yard field 
goal by Jeff Reed at 4:11 of the first quarter. Pittsburgh extend- | OFFENSE 
ed its lead to 10-0 on a 12-yard touchdown grab by wide receiv- SE 
er Cedric Wilson at 14:54 of the second quarter. 

Jason Elam’s 23-yard field goal on Denver’s next drive 
trimmed the Broncos’ deficit, but the Steelers went ahead 17-3 
ona 3-yard touchdown run by Jerome Bettis with 1:55 left in the 
first half. 

Plummer was intercepted on the first play of Denver's ensu- 
ing series. The turnover proved costly as wide receiver Hines 
Ward caught a 17-yard touchdown pass with seven seconds 
remaining in the first half to put Denver behind 24-3. 

Plummer moved the Broncos within 14, 24-10, on a 30-yard 
touchdown pass to wide receiver Ashley Lelie with 3:36 left in the 
third quarter. Denver also closed its deficit to 10, 27-17, on a 3- 
yard touchdown run by Mike Anderson with 7:52 left in the game. 

The Steelers sealed the win on Roethlisberger’s 4-yard touch- 
down run at 2:59 of the fourth quarter.

The Denver Broncos ended the New England Patriots’ NFL- 
record 10-game postseason winning streak with a 27-13 victo- 
ry in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game in front of 76,238 fans at 
INVESCO Field at Mile High. 

The Broncos’ win against the two-time defending Super Bowl 
champions was their first playoff victory since the 1998 season 
and first ever at INVESCO Field at Mile High. Denver forced five 
turnovers against the Patriots, totaling two interceptions and 
three fumble recoveries that led to their first 24 points scored. 

Broncos cornerback Champ Bailey recorded the longest non- 
scoring interception return and second-longest overall intercep- 
tion return in NFL postseason history with a key 100-yard return 
late in the third quarter. Bailey’s play ended a potential go-ahead 
scoring drive by the Patriots and set up a touchdown to give the 
Broncos a 17-6 lead entering the final period. 

Denver quarterback Jake Plummer completed 15-of-26 pass- 
es (57.7%) for 197 yards with one touchdown and one inter- 
ception. Wide receiver Rod Smith (96 yds., 1 TD) became 
Denver's all-time playoff leader in receiving yards and kicker 
Jason Elam (2 FGs, 9 pts.) became its all-time leading scorer in 
the postseason with their performances against the Patriots. 

The game was scoreless for the first quarter-and-a-half before 
Adam Vinatieri’s 40-yard field goal put the Patriots ahead 3-0 at 
3:48 of the second quarter. A 40-yard pass interference penalty 
drawn by Broncos wide receiver Ashley Lelie in the end zone 
with less than two minutes remaining in the first half led to a 1- 
yard scoring run by Mike Anderson to give Denver a 7-3 lead. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Broncos punter Todd Sauerbrun forced 
a fumble that Denver recovered to set up a 50-yard field goal by 
Elam to put the Broncos ahead 10-3 at halftime. 

Vinatieri’s 32-yard field goal at 7:49 of the third quarter nar- 
rowed Denver's lead to 10-6, but a costly turnover by the Patriots 
halted their comeback attempt. Bailey intercepted Tom Brady in 
the end zone with 1:03 left in the third quarter to end a potential 
go-ahead touchdown drive. After Bailey was forced out of bounds 
at the 1-yard line following his 100-yard return, Anderson scored 
on arun to put Denver up 17-6. 

Plummer’s 4-yard touchdown pass to Smith at 8:38 of the 
fourth quarter extended the Broncos’ lead to 24-6. A Patriots 
touchdown moved the team to within 11, 24-13, with 8:05 left 
to play, but Elam’s 34-yard field goal on Denver's next drive 
sealed the Broncos’ victory.

The Denver Broncos’ 2000 season ended with a 21-3 defeat 
at the hands of the Baltimore Ravens in an AFC Wild Card 
Playoff Game at PSINet Stadium in Baltimore on a blustery New 
Year’s Eve day in front of 69,638 fans. 

Denver's offense managed just 177 yards—the club’s third- 
lowest output in 28 postseason games—and nine first downs 
against a record-setting Ravens defense, which put an end to 
the Broncos’ seven-game postseason winning streak. 

After a scoreless first quarter, Baltimore put up the first 
points when Jamal Lewis reached the end zone from one yard 
out early in the second quarter to cap a 10-play, 75-yard drive. 

The Broncos answered with a 31-yard Jason Elam field goal 
to narrow the deficit to 7-3 when a promising 12-play, 68-yard 
drive stalled after a third-and-1 opportunity at the Ravens’ 12- 
yard line. What followed would prove to be the play of the 
game, if not one of the more bizarre plays of the year. 

The Ravens’ Corey Harris returned the ensuing kickoff 15 
yards to the Baltimore 42-yard line. On first-and-10, 
Baltimore’s Trent Dilfer attempted a screen pass to Lewis, who 
tipped the ball into and out of the hands of Denver cornerback 
Terrell Buckley. The loose ball was grabbed out of the air by for- 
mer Broncos tight end Shannon Sharpe, who dashed 58 yards 
for a touchdown, boosting the lead to 14-3 at the half. 

Baltimore increased its lead to 21-3 late in the third quarter 
when Lewis ran 27 yards for his second touchdown of the day 
to cap the scoring. 

Denver managed just 83 yards on its eight second-half pos- 
sessions and was held scoreless to preserve the lowest scor- 
ing output (3) in franchise postseason history. The Broncos 
penetrated Ravens territory just once all day and ran only seven 
plays on the Baltimore side of the field. 

Broncos quarterback Gus Frerotte, subbing for the injured 
Brian Griese, completed 13-of-28 passes for 124 yards with 
One interception. Denver’s Ed McCaffrey led all receivers with 
eight catches for 75 yards (9.4 avg.). 

Mike Anderson led the Broncos in rushing with 40 yards on 
15 carries. Safety Billy Jenkins and defensive end Maa 
Tanuvasa each had sacks for the Broncos’ defense, which held 
Baltimore to 240 net yards of total offense and forced 10 punts. 
Denver also allowed the Ravens to convert just 4-of-14 
(28.6%) of their third-down attempts.

The Denver Broncos 
clinched their second consec- 
utive World Championship 
with a 34-19 victory over the 
Atlanta Falcons in Super Bowl 
XXXIII before 74,803 fans at Miami’s Pro Player Stadium and 
millions more watching around the world. Denver became just 
the sixth franchise in NFL history to win back-to-back Super 
Bowl titles and posted the seventh repeat championship in 
Super Bowl history. 

Quarterback John Elway claimed the game’s Most Valuable 
Player award by completing 18-of-29 passes for 336 yards (third 
most in Super Bowl history at the time), including an 80-yard 
scoring toss to Rod Smith in the second quarter that tied for the 
second-longest TD pass in Super Bowl history. Elway also ran for 
a 3-yard score in the fourth quarter, making him the oldest play- 
er (38) to score a touchdown in the Super Bowl, eclipsing the 
mark he set a year earlier by scoring in Super Bowl XXXII. 

Elway’s accurate passing and the effective running of Terrell 
Davis, who set an NFL record with his seventh consecutive 100- 
yard game in the postseason (102 yards), kept the Falcons off 
balance all night. The Broncos’ defense chipped in with two 
sacks and four takeaways, including two interceptions by 
Darrien Gordon, who set a Super Bowl record for most inter- 
ception return yards in a game (108). 

Atlanta took the opening kickoff and capped its drive with a 
32-yard Morten Andersen field goal before Denver answered 
with the game’s next 17 points. The first score came on a 1-yard 
run by Howard Griffith that ended a 10-play, 80-yard opening 
drive by the Broncos, and the lead was increased to 10-3 ona 
26-yard Jason Elam field goal that capped Denver’s third pos- 
session. After Andersen missed a 26-yard field goal attempt, the 
Broncos answered with the Elway-to-Smith 80-yard score on 
the next play to push the lead to 17-3. The Falcons narrowed the 
margin to 17-6 at halftime with a 28-yard Andersen field goal. 

After a scoreless third quarter, Denver took advantage of 
Gordon’s first interception by capping a short 24-yard drive with 
another Griffith 1-yard touchdown run early in the fourth quar- 
ter. Gordon’s second interception set up Elway’s 3-yard touch- 
down run that put Denver ahead 31-6 with 11:20 remaining. Two 
late touchdowns by Atlanta, sandwiched around a 37-yard Elam 
field goal, produced the final margin.

The Broncos clinched their AFC-record sixth berth in a Super 
Bowl by defeating the New York Jets 23-10 in the AFC 
Championship Game before a crowd of 75,482 fans at Mile High 
Stadium and a CBS national television audience. 

After failing to score in the first half, the Broncos scored 20 
third-quarter points to take control of the game. The win pro- 
pelled Denver to the Super Bowl for the second consecutive sea- 
son, matching the back-to-back Super Bowl appearances of the 
1986 and ‘87 Broncos. 

The Jets took a 10-0 lead after John Hall’s 32-yard field goal in 
the second quarter and Curtis Martin’s 1-yard touchdown run 
early in the third quarter that was set up by a blocked punt at the 
Broncos’ 1-yard line. That touchdown proved to be just the wake- 
up call that Denver needed to ignite its offense as well as the 
unusually quiet Mile High crowd. On first-and-10 from the 36- 
yard line, John Elway connected with Ed McCaffrey on a 47-yard 
pass play before finding fullback Howard Griffith for an 11-yard 
touchdown pass to narrow the Jets’ lead to 10-7. 

Then, a wind-stifled kickoff fumble was recovered by 
Broncos linebacker Keith Burns and turned into a 44-yard Jason 
Elam field goal to tie the game. Following another Elam field 
goal, the Broncos opened up a 10-point lead, 20-10, on Terrell 
Davis’ 31-yard touchdown run late in the third quarter. 

The Broncos’ defense, which deserved credit for keeping the 
club in the game in the first half while the offense sputtered, 
forced six turnovers (including two interceptions by Darrien 
Gordon) and held the Jets to 14 yards on 13 rushes. The four 
opponent fumbles recovered by Denver set a franchise post- 
season record. 

Davis set numerous records during the contest, including 
passing his own NFL-record total of 2,331 yards rushing in an 
entire season (regular and postseason combined) set in 1997 
and rushing for 100 yards for the sixth consecutive postseason 
game to tie John Riggins for the most all time. He also passed 
Larry Csonka and Riggins for seventh and sixth place in career 
postseason rushing yards. Tight end Shannon Sharpe (two 
catches) tied Vance Johnson (40) for the most career receptions 
in the postseason by a Bronco while Elam’s three field goals tied 
a Denver single-game playoff record. 

With its win, Denver maintained a perfect record (12-0) when 
leading after three quarters in the playoffs.

The Denver Broncos won their fifth consecutive postseason 
contest and advanced to the AFC Championship Game for the 
second year in a row with a record-setting 38-3 win against the 
Miami Dolphins in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game played before 
75,729 raucous fans at Mile High Stadium. 

The 35-point differential represented Denver’s largest margin 
of victory in a postseason game and was punctuated by a defen- 
sive effort that limited Miami to just 14 yards on 13 carries for 
an average of 1.1 yards per rush that set a club playoff record. 
The three points allowed also were the fewest allowed by Denver 
in a postseason game. 

The Broncos’ offense was just as sharp, putting points on the 
board in all four quarters, including 14 in both the first and 
fourth quarters. Denver’s two first-quarter touchdowns both 
came courtesy of Terrell Davis, who scored on runs of one and 
20 yards, the latter of which would qualify for any highlight film 
as Davis juked two Dolphins defenders with separate moves as 
he dashed to the end zone. Davis was, unequivocally, the offen- 
sive Star, posting a franchise-record 199 yards on 21 carries 
that represented the fourth-highest single-game rushing output 
in NFL postseason history. 

Miami closed the gap to 14-3 in the second quarter, scoring 
its only points of the game on a 22-yard Olindo Mare field goal, 
but Denver answered with an 11-play, 87-yard drive capped by 
Derek Loville’s 11-yard touchdown run to increase its lead to 
21-3 at halftime. The Broncos pushed the margin to 24-3 early 
in the third quarter when Jason Elam converted a 32-yard field 
goal and put the game out of reach early in the fourth quarter 
when John Elway hooked up with Rod Smith for a 28-yard 
touchdown play that was the quarterback’s 25th career postsea- 
son touchdown, tying him for fourth place in NFL history. 

The icing on the cake was provided when Neil Smith picked 
up a fumble forced by cornerback Darrius Johnson at the 
Broncos’ 21-yard line and ran it back 79 yards for his first career 
playoff score. It gave the Broncos a 38-3 lead that held over the 
final 9:49 for Denver’s largest postseason win in club history. 

Tight end Shannon Sharpe led all Broncos with five catches 
while Smith posted a team-high 71 yards on four receptions. 
Defensively, Johnson and linebacker Bill Romanowski each 
intercepted Dan Marino. Johnson’s 48-yard interception return 
was the second longest in Broncos postseason history.

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The Denver Broncos won their third American Football 
Conference Championship in four years with a dynamic 37-21 
victory over Cleveland before 76,005 fans at Mile High Stadium. 

Broncos quarterback John Elway threw for 385 yards and 
three touchdowns, running back Sammy Winder tied a Denver 
postseason record with two touchdowns and strong safety 
Dennis Smith posted two of the Broncos’ three interceptions. 
Denver also totaled 497 yards of offense, averaging 6.5 yards 
on 76 plays. 

The Broncos took the opening kickoff and drove to the 
Cleveland 1, but on third down, Elway’s pitch to running back 
Bobby Humphrey was fumbled and the Browns’ Andrew Stewart 
recovered on the 8. With five minutes left in the first quarter, 
Smith picked off a Bernie Kosar pass and returned it to the 
Cleveland 32. Denver moved to the Cleveland 12 but had to set- 
tle for a 29-yard field goal by David Treadwell. 

Neither team mounted scoring drives until the Broncos took 
possession on their own 18 with 6:54 left in the half. On first 
down, Elway hit wide receiver Mark Jackson for 12 yards, and 
three plays later he connected with wide receiver Michael Young 
for a 70-yard touchdown that put Denver ahead 10-0 at the half. 

The Browns took the opening kickoff of the second half and 
drove 70 yards in eight plays, scoring on a 27-yard pass from 
Kosar to Brian Brennan. Denver roared right back on its next 
possession, going 80 yards in six plays and scoring on a 5-yard 
pass from Elway to tight end Orson Mobley on a drive sparked 
by a 53-yard Young reception. 

The Broncos began their next possession at their 40-yard line 
and, buoyed by a 25-yard run by Elway, covered 60 yards in six 
plays and scored on a 7-yard run by Winder, making the score 
24-7 late in the third quarter. 

The Browns needed just six plays to go 72 yards and score 
on a 10-yard Kosar-to-Brennan pass, and two plays into 
Denver’s next drive, Cleveland’s Felix Wright recovered a Denver 
fumble and returned it to the Broncos’ 1. On second down, Tim 
Manoa barreled in from the 2, cutting Denver’s lead to 24-21 
with one second left in the third quarter. 

The Broncos shut out the Browns in the fourth quarter while 
posting 13 points of their own. A 39-yard touchdown grab by 
Winder along with two Treadwell field goals accounted for 
Denver's final points of the afternoon.

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The Denver Broncos advanced to the AFC Championship 
Game after beating the Houston Oilers 34-10 in front of 75,968 
fans at Mile High Stadium. Denver’s 24-point win was the 
largest margin of victory ever for the club in postseason play. 

The Broncos were led on defense by Mark Haynes and Karl 
Mecklenburg, who both picked up key interceptions. 
Offensively, the club was led by quarterback John Elway (14-of- 
25 for 259 yards with two touchdowns) and wide receivers 
Vance Johnson (4 catches for 105 yards) and Clarence Kay (3 
catches for 57 yards with two touchdowns). 

Punter Mike Horan put the Oilers in a hole after the Broncos’ 
first drive stalled, sending a punt to the Houston 5-yard line, 
where two plays later, a lateral pass from Warren Moon to Mike 
Rozier was fumbled. Steve Wilson recovered for Denver on the 
1-yard line, and two plays later running back Gene Lang scored 
to give the Broncos an early 7-0 lead. 

Houston’s next drive reached the Broncos’ 20-yard line 
before Mecklenburg intercepted a pass and returned it to the 
Denver 28. Elway hit Kay for 29 yards to move into Houston ter- 
ritory, and five plays later the same connection was made for a 
27-yard touchdown pass that gave the Broncos a 14-0 lead. 

Both teams added field goals on their first drive of the sec- 
ond quarter to make the score 17-3 in Denver’s favor. 

After the Houston field goal, Elway threw a 55-yard pass to 
Johnson, moving the ball to the Oilers’ 11. Five plays later, Elway 
found Kay again for a touchdown on a 1-yard pass to increase 
the lead to 24-3 with less than two minutes left in the half. 

Denver's first possession of the third quarter resulted in a 
Rich Karlis field goal that gave the club a 27-3 lead. Houston 
then took 10 plays to reach the Denver 7, but Haynes picked off 
a Moon pass in the end zone and returned it 57 yards to halt the 
scoring threat. 

Houston’s next drive reached the Broncos’ 11, but a pass on 
fourth down fell incomplete. The Oilers got the ball back three 
plays later when Patrick Allen intercepted an Elway pass, and 
that led to a 19-yard touchdown pass from Moon to Ernest 
Givins, cutting Denver’s lead to 27-10 at 6:38 of the final period. 

The Broncos’ Kevin Clark recovered the onside kick that fol- 
lowed, and Denver moved 52 yards on seven plays to score the 
final points of the game on a 3-yard run by Elway.

son victory was the first for the Broncos since the 1977 season. 

The two teams traded punts for the first nine minutes of the 
game before Denver began its first scoring drive. Starting at 
their own 20, the Broncos took four plays to reach the New 
England 7-yard line behind John Elway completions of 39 and 
21 yards. On second-and-goal from the 4, Elway rolled around 
the left side and was hit just short of the goal line. He was penal- 
ized (delay of game) for spiking the ball after the play, and that 
sent Denver back to the 6. Two plays later, Rich Karlis made a 
27-yard field goal that gave Denver a 3-0 lead. 

New England mounted a 7-play, 87-yard drive later in the 
quarter with Eason hitting Stanley Morgan for a 19-yard touch- 
down. The Broncos roared right back with a 13-play, 82-yard 
drive that was punctuated by a 22-yard touchdown run by 
Elway, giving them a 10-7 lead midway through the second 
quarter. The Patriots tied the score on the final play of the first 
half with a 38-yard Tony Franklin field goal. 

Denver received the kickoff to open the second half and pro- 
ceeded to chew up more than nine minutes off the clock. The 
Broncos ran the ball 11 times on the drive, which stalled on the 
Patriots’ 5-yard line. Karlis’ 22-yard field goal put Denver up 13-10. 

Five plays into the next New England drive, the Patriots took 
a page out of Dan Reeves’ bag of tricks, scoring on a flea-flick- 
er that ended with a 45-yard touchdown pass from Eason to 
Morgan that gave New England its first lead of the game at 17- 
13. Denver jumped right back on top, traveling 86 yards on six 
plays to score on a 48-yard Elway-to-Vance Johnson pass on 
the last play of the third quarter. 

The two teams both punted three times in the fourth quarter, 
and the last one, a Mike Horan punt of 54 yards, backed New 
England to its own 10-yard line. On first down, Eason dropped 
back to pass but was sacked for a safety by Jones. Denver recov- 
ered the onside free kick and held on to the ball and the win. 

Elway completed 13-of-32 passes for 257 yards with one 
score, and Sammy Winder rushed for 102 yards on 19 carries. 
Johnson led the Broncos with 89 receiving yards. Defensively, 
four different Denver players had at least one sack.

Toni Fritsch kicked two field goals that provided the margin 
of victory as the Houston Oilers played strong second-half 
defense to defeat the Denver Broncos 13-7 in an AFC Wild Card 
Playoff Game at the Astrodome in front of 48,776 fans. 

Fritsch opened the scoring with a 31-yard first-quarter field 
goal, which capped an 11-play, 64-yard drive. 

Denver came back to take a 7-3 lead later in the opening peri- 
od on a 7-yard pass from Craig Morton to running back Dave 
Preston. The scoring drive covered 80 yards on 11 plays. 

Houston went ahead to stay on a 3-yard run by Earl Campbell 
at 14:14 of the second quarter. The scoring drive totaled 74 
yards on nine plays, but Campbell was injured on the touch- 
down run and did not return to action in the second half. 
Houston took the 10-7 lead into halftime. 

After a scoreless third quarter, Denver linebacker Bob 
Swenson intercepted a Gifford Nielsen pass at the Oilers’ 26- 
yard line midway through the fourth period. However, two sacks 
of Morton led to a 50-yard field goal attempt by Fred Steinfort 
that hit the upright. 

On the ensuing possession, the Oilers drove for a second 
field goal by Fritsch, this one from 20 yards that provided the 
final victory margin for Houston. 

Denver drove to the Houston 27-yard line at the 2-minute 
mark, but the Oilers’ defense again rose to the occasion to sti- 
fle the threat and secure the win. 

Oilers quarterback Dan Pastorini and wide receiver Ken 
Burrough left the contest due to injuries early in the second 
half, putting a severe crimp in the Houston attack. But the 
Broncos were able to move the ball for only 216 yards, and the 
tenacious Houston defense sacked Morton six times for 40 
yards on the afternoon. 

Morton finished the game with 144 yards on 14-of-27 pass- 
ing with one touchdown and one interception. On the ground, 
Houston’s defense held the Broncos to just 51 yards by Otis 
Armstrong and 29 by Larry Canada. Denver also was limited to 
4-of-13 (30.8%) success on third down and was forced to punt 
six times in the contest. 

For Houston, Pastorini threw for 149 yards on 8-of-18 pass- 
ing with one interception. Campbell rushed for 50 yards on 16 
carries and Carpenter added 59 yards on 16 carries.

Playing in their first-ever Super Bowl, the Broncos ended the 
opening half with five giveaways (3 fumbles, 2 interceptions) on 
their final five possessions. 

The Broncos came back momentarily to start the third quar- 
ter when Craig Morton engineered a drive to the Cowboys’ 30- 
yard line, where Jim Turner booted a 47-yard field goal to make 
the score 13-3. After an exchange of punts, Dallas wide receiv- 
er Butch Johnson made a spectacular diving catch in the end 
zone to complete a 45-yard pass from Roger Staubach and put 
the Cowboys ahead 20-3 at 8:01 of the third quarter. 

On the ensuing kickoff, the momentum swung back to the 
Broncos when Rick Upchurch returned the kick 67 yards to the 
Dallas 26. Norris Weese relieved Morton at quarterback on the 
second play of the series with Morton, who was intercepted only | OFFENSE 
eight times during the regular season, having thrown a Super WR 
Bowl-record four interceptions in the contest. Weese provided a 
spark, guiding the Broncos to a touchdown (1-yard run by Rob 
Lytle) that cut the Dallas lead to 20-10 with 5:39 left in the third. 

But Dallas clinched the victory when running back Robert 
Newhouse threw a 29-yard touchdown pass to Golden Richards 
on an option play at 7:56 of the fourth quarter. 

The Cowboys’ offense totaled 325 yards while their defense 
limited the Broncos to 156 yards for an average of 2.7 yards per 
play. Dallas also won the time-of-possession battle by posting 
a 38:34-to-21:26 advantage. 

Staubach completed 17-of-25 (68.0%) passes for 183 yards 
with one touchdown for a 102.6 passer rating. Defensive end 
Harvey Martin and defensive tackle Randy White, who were 
named co-MVPs, led a Cowboys defense that posted eight take- 
aways (4 fumbles, 4 interceptions) for the game.

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After ties at 7, 14 and 21, Jim Turner kicked a 44-yard field 
goal in the fourth quarter that put Denver ahead to stay as the 
Broncos beat the Pittsburgh Steelers 34-21 in an AFC Divisional 
Playoff Game in front of 75,011 fans at Mile High Stadium. 

Denver, in its first-ever playoff game, took a 7-0 lead when 
running back Rob Lytle broke through the Steelers’ defense to 
score on a /-yard run midway through the first quarter. The 
score came four plays after a Steelers punt was blocked by 
John Schultz and recovered at Pittsburgh’s 17-yard line. 

Pittsburgh pulled even in the second quarter when quarter- 
back Terry Bradshaw scampered in for a 1-yard score. Later in 
the period, linebacker Tom Jackson recovered a fumble at 
Pittsburgh’s 10-yard line that set up a 10-yard touchdown run 
by Otis Armstrong on the next play to give Denver a 14-7 lead. 
The teams entered halftime tied at 14 after Franco Harris scored 
on a 1-yard touchdown run late in the second quarter. 

The Broncos regained the lead, 21-14, when Riley Odoms 
hauled in a 30-yard pass from Craig Morton for a third-quarter 
touchdown. Pittsburgh answered early in the fourth quarter 
with a 1-yard touchdown pass from Bradshaw to Larry Brown. 

Midway through the final quarter, Denver went on top to stay 
on the strength of a 44-yard field goal by Turner. On their next 
drive, the Broncos opened up a 6-point lead when Turner hit a 
25-yard field goal with just less than six minutes left in the 
game. Denver then put the contest out of reach when Morton 
tossed his second touchdown of the game on a strike to Jack 
Dolbin from 34 yards out. The score was set up after Jackson 
intercepted his second pass of the game, giving the Broncos the 
ball on Pittsburgh’s 33-yard line. 

Morton finished the game completing 11-of-23 passes for 
164 yards with two touchdowns as the Broncos racked up 258 
yards of offense against one of the NFL’s top defenses. Odoms 
led all players with five receptions for 43 yards, and Moses 
chipped in 45 receiving yards on two catches. 

Denver’s “Orange Crush” defense kept the Steelers off bal- 
ance all game, holding Bradshaw to just 177 passing yards on 
19-of-37 attempts and intercepting him three times. Jackson 
posted three takeaways (2 interceptions, 1 fumble) while 
Broncos safety Billy Thompson registered a team-high 13 tack- 
les, including 10 solo stops, to help the club earn the first post- 
season win in franchise history.

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RETIRED JERSEY NUMBERS 





The Denver Broncos have retired three jersey numbers in their 50-year history: the No. 7 worn by quar- 
terback John Elway (1983-98), the No. 18 worn by quarterback Frank Tripucka (1960-63) and the No. 44 worn 











by running back Floyd Little (1967-75). The most recent addition was Elway’s, retired on Sept. 13, 1999, ina 
ceremony at halftime of the Broncos’ season-opening game vs. Miami. 


John Elway, who wore number 7 from 1983-98, led 
the Broncos to five Super Bowl appearances and two 
World Championships and retired ranked second in near- 
ly every all-time NFL passing category. Inducted into the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2004, he passed for 51,475 
yards and 300 touchdowns in his 16-year career and 
retired as the all-time winningest starting quarterback in NFL history with a 
career mark of 148-82-1 (.643). Elway was named Most Valuable Player of 
Super Bowl XXxXIll, leading Denver to its second consecutive World 
Championship with a 34-19 defeat of the Atlanta Falcons, becoming the first 
player in NFL history to close his career by earning Super Bowl MVP honors 
in his final game. His image was forged early in his career as he developed a 
reputation for leading the Broncos to victory against seemingly insurmount- 
able odds. Elway directed the Broncos on an NFL-record 47 fourth-quarter or 
overtime, game-winning or game-saving drives in his legendary career. Elway 
was inducted into the Denver Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 1999—the first 
inductee for whom the customary five-year waiting period was waived. The 
only other players to wear No. 7 in franchise history were quarterbacks Mickey 
Slaughter (1963-66) and Craig Morton (1977-82). 





Frank Tripucka, who wore number 18 from 1960- 
63, was Denver's first quarterback and helped lay the 
foundation for the club’s future success. One of the orig- 
inal Broncos, Tripucka played in the American Football 
League All-Star Game in 1962 and passed for 7,676 
yards in his Denver career. His best statistical season 
came in 1960 when he completed 248-of-478 passes (51.9%) for 3,038 yards 
with 24 touchdowns. Tripucka’s career passing total still ranks sixth in fran- 
chise history, and his single-game record of 447 yards at Buffalo on Sept. 15, 
1962, remained the franchise record until broken in 2000. He ranks sixth in 
completions (662) and fifth in attempts (1,277) as well as seventh in touch- 
down passes (51) in club history while also guiding Denver to its first .500 
season with a 7-7 mark in 1962. Tripucka was inducted into the Broncos’ Ring 
of Fame in 1986. /ripucka is the only player in Broncos history to wear No. 18. 


Floyd Little, who wore number 44 from 1967-75 
with the Denver Broncos as well as during his legendary 
college career at Syracuse, retired as the Broncos’ all- 
time career leader in rushing yards (6,323) and total 
touchdowns (54). He held both marks until 1998 when 
they were eclipsed by Terrell Davis, and he was the club’s 
all-time leader in career combined yardage (12,173) until he was passed by 
Rod Smith in 2006. Inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2010, Little 
was AII-AFL in 1969, played in two AFL All-Star Games (1968, ‘69) and was 
named to three Pro Bowls (1970-71, ‘73). When Little retired, he ranked sev- 
enth in NFL history in career rushing yards. He joined the Broncos in 1967 as 
the club’s No. 1 draft choice, becoming the first No. 1 pick to sign with the 
team in its eight-year history. During his career, Little helped the Broncos to 
their first winning seasons in 1973 and ‘74 with back-to-back 7-5-2 and 7-6- 
1 marks, and he retired in 1975 with Denver just two years away from its first 
Super Bowl appearance. He was inducted into the club’s Ring of Fame as part 
of its inaugural class in 1984. The only other players to wear No. 44 in fran- 
chise history were defensive back Miller Farr in 1965 and halfback Bruce 
Starling in 1963.

JOHN ELWAY QB INDUCTED: 2004

Quarterback John Elway was the Broncos’ first inductee into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame to have spent his entire career with the club, playing a franchise-record 16 sea- 
sons (1983-1998). Elected on Jan. 31, 2004, and inducted on 
Aug. 8, 2004, as a “first-ballot” Hall of Famer, Elway is arguably 
the best quarterback to have played the game. 

A nine-time Pro Bowl choice with the second-most wins 
(148) among quarterbacks in NFL history, Elway capped his 
career with back-to-back Super Bowl wins and started inan NFL “Ggdabeiiateto uso 7 OS® 

. quarterback-record five Super Bowl games. Elway, who ranks HALL FAME 
third in NFL history in career passing yards (51,475) and fifth in touchdown passes (300), 
holds an NFL-record 47 fourth-quarter or overtime game-winning or game-tying drives.

GARY ZIMMERMAN T INDUCTED: 2008

Tackle Gary Zimmerman was the second Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee to have 
spent a primary portion of his career with the Denver Broncos. Elected on Feb. 2, 2008, 
and inducted on Aug. 2, 2008, Zimmerman played five seasons in Denver from 1993- 
97, helping the Broncos win Super Bowl XXXII during the 1997 campaign for the club’s 
first-ever World Championship. One of a handful of players named to two NFL All- 
Decade Teams (1980s and ‘90s) and a seven-time Pro Bowl selection who started all 
184 career games played, Zimmerman joined the Broncos in a trade from Minnesota on 
Aug. 24, 1993, after playing his first seven years with the Vikings. 

Zimmerman started all 76 career games played with Denver and earned three Pro 
Bowl selections (1994-96) as a key component of offenses that led the NFL in total yards 
twice (1996-97) and recorded three consecutive top-5 league rushing rankings (1995-97). 








FLOYD LITTLE RB INDUCTED: 2010

Running Back Floyd Little, elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame on Feb. 6, 2010, 
and inducted on Aug. 7, 2010, spent all nine of his professional seasons with the 
Broncos from 1967-75 and ranked seventh on the NFL's all-time rushing list (6,323 
yards) and eighth on its all-time combined yards list (12,173 yards) at the time of his 
retirement. Selected by Denver with the sixth overall pick in the 1967 draft from 
Syracuse University, Little was the first No. 1 draft choice to sign with the Broncos and 
made five All-Star appearances (3 Pro Bowls, 2 AFL All-Star) with the team. 

A 1984 Broncos Ring of Fame inductee, Little led the Broncos in rushing for a club- 
record seven consecutive seasons from 1967-73, including 1971 when he captured the 
NFL’s rushing crown with 1,133 yards. His eight years with at least 1,000 combined 
yards tied for second in league history at the time of his retirement and currently rank second in Broncos annals.

¢ CB Willie Brown (Inducted 1984): Played for the Broncos from 1963-66 and was named All-American Football 
League in 1964 before being traded to Oakland and playing 12 seasons with the Raiders. 


¢ RB Tony Dorsett (Inducted 1994): Best known for his brilliant 11-year tenure with the Dallas Cowboys, he ended his 
playing career in Denver from 1988-89 and finished his career second on the all-time rushing list with 12,739 yards. 


e Fred Gehrke (Hall of Fame Pioneer Award, 1972): Sixteen-year team employee and Broncos General Manager from 
1977-80. As a Los Angeles Rams halfback in 1948, he painted golden rams’ horns on his team’s helmets and thus 
Started the trend toward today’s colorful, uniquely-decorated helmets worn by all NFL teams. 


e Stan Jones (Inducted 1991): Honored for his 12-year playing career, he coached Denver’s defensive line for 18 years 
(1967-71, ‘76-88). 


¢ Doak Walker (Inducted 1986): Honored for his six-year playing career, he coached Denver’s wide receivers in 1966. 
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The Denver Broncos Ring of Fame was created in 1984 by team owner Pat Bowlen to honor former players and 
administrators who played significant roles in the franchise’s history. 


The Denver Broncos Ring of Fame roster grew to 22 in 2009 when tight end Shannon Sharpe (1990-99, 2002-03) 
joined the Ring’s distinguished membership. Before Sharpe’s induction, the most recent additions came in 2007 when 
running back Terrell Davis (1995-2002) was inducted, in 2003 when safety Steve Atwater (1989-98) was honored 
and in 2003 when tackle Gary Zimmerman (1993-97) was enshrined. 

In 2001, linebacker Karl Mecklenburg (1983-94) and safety Dennis Smith (1981-94) were named Broncos Ring of 
Famers. Quarterback John Elway (1983-98) was inducted into the Ring of Fame in 1999 in a ceremony held at half- 
time of the Broncos’ season-opening Monday Night Football game vs. Miami on Sept. 13, 1999. As testament to the 
legend he established during his 16-year career, Elway is the only inductee for whom the customary five-year waiting 
period was waived. 

Elway’s induction was the first since 1993 when cornerback Louis Wright (1975-86) joined the Ring of Fame, a year 
after linebacker Tom Jackson (1973-86) entered the Ring in 1992. 

Linebacker Randy Gradishar (1974-83) was the only 1989 inductee, following the 1988 inductions of quarterback 
Craig Morton (1977-82), wide receiver Haven Moses (1972-81) and kicker Jim Turner (1971-79). 

Former defensive back Bill Thompson (1969-81) was honored in 1987, and three players joined the elite group in 
1986: quarterbacks Frank Tripucka (1960-63) and Charley Johnson (1972-75), and defensive end Paul Smith (1968-78). 

In 1985, former owner Gerald H. Phipps became the first non-player to have his name placed on the Ring. 

The Ring of Fame was established in 1984 with an inaugural class of four members: running back Floyd Little 
(1967-75), defensive end Rich Jackson (1967-72), wide receiver Lionel Taylor (1960-66) and safety Austin “Goose” 
Gonsoulin (1960-66). 

The Ring of Fame is displayed on the Level 5 facade of INVESCO Field at Mile High. The following are biographical 
sketches of each of the 22 Ring of Fame members. The profiles begin below with Elway’s and continue in alphabetical 
order with Atwater’s on page 579.

CAREER—REGULAR SEASON: John Elway, whose No. 7 jersey was retired on Sept. 13, 
1999, in a ceremony at halftime of the Broncos’ season opener vs. Miami, capped his 
brilliant career in 1998 by winning Most Valuable Player honors in Super Bowl XXxXIll, 
leading the Denver Broncos to their second consecutive World Championship. 
Following his playing career, Elway was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame on 
Aug. 8, 2004, in a ceremony held at Fawcett Stadium in Canton, Ohio. He wrapped up 
his stellar career by posting the highest quarterback rating of his career (93.0) in his 
final campaign. At the close of the 1998 season, Elway ranked second among active NFL 
players for number of appearances with one team (234) and retired having played in and 
Started more games (231) in more seasons (16) than any player in Denver Broncos his- 
tory. Elway, who retired as the NFL's all-time winningest starting quarterback (148-82- 
1; .643) and currently trails only Brett Favre in career victories, was voted to a franchise- 
record nine Pro Bowl appearances (1986 season, ‘87, ‘89, ‘91, ‘93, ‘94, ‘96, ‘97 and 
‘98)—tied for the most ever by a quarterback (Favre, Dan Marino, Warren Moon)—and as a starter six times ('87, 
‘89, ‘93, ‘96, ‘97 and ‘98). He was the NFL’s Most Valuable Player in 1987 and AFC Player of the Year in 1993, and he 
was named AFC Offensive Player of the Week 15 times and AFC Offensive Player of the Month twice. Elway was named 
the Edge NFL Man of the Year for 1992 and was inducted into the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame in 1999 while also 
being named to the NFL's All-Decade team for the 1990s (first team). He ranks third behind Favre and Marino in most 
major NFL career passing categories, including passing yards (51,475), attempts (7,250) and total offense (54,882). 
He also figures fourth in NFL history in completions with 4,123, fifth in total touchdowns with 334 (300 passing/33 
rushing/1 receiving), fifth in passing touchdowns with 300, second among NFL quarterbacks in career rushing 
attempts (774) and sixth at his position in rushing yards (3,407). Elway is the only player in NFL history to pass for 
more than 3,000 yards and rush for more than 200 yards in the same season for seven consecutive years (1985-91). 
He generated 4,771 of the 5,806 points (82.2%) scored by the Broncos during his 16-year tenure with the club. Elway 
ranks No. 1 in NFL history in fourth-quarter, game-winning or game-saving drives with 47 (46-0-1 record) and had 
36 career 300-yard passing games in the regular season, third among active quarterbacks at the time of his retire- 
ment (Marino, Moon). He also caught three passes in regular-season play for 61 yards, including a touchdown of 23 
yards from Steve Sewell in 1986. In 1997, Elway broke his franchise record for consecutive passes without an inter- 
ception with the streak reaching 189 attempts. For his career, Elway had 19 games in which he completed 70 percent 
or more of his passes (min. 20 att.) and fashioned a 17-2 record in those games. He started 2,595 drives as a pro 
and was replaced just 10 times due to injury (.039%). 
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CAREER—POSTSEASON: Elway played in a franchise-record 22 postseason games (including five Super Bowls) with 
21 starts and produced a 14-7 record (9-2 at home, 3-2 on the road and 2-3 at neutral sites). He is the only quarter- 
back ever to start in five Super Bowls and has the NFL's all-time best record as a starting quarterback in Conference 
Championship Games at 5-1. The other quarterbacks with four Super Bowl starts are Tom Brady, Jim Kelly, Joe 
Montana, Terry Bradshaw and Roger Staubach. Elway owns or shares 18 Broncos postseason records, including most 
passing yards, most touchdown passes and most total offense (combined rushing and passing yards). He complet- 
ed 355-of-651 passes (54.5%) for 4,964 yards with 27 touchdowns and 21 interceptions. He also rushed 94 times 
for 461 yards (4.9 avg.) with six touchdowns and caught one pass for 23 yards in postseason play. Elway ranks third 
in NFL postseason history in passing yardage (trailing only Montana-5,772 and Brett Favre-5,311), fourth in pass 
attempts (Montana-734, Favre-721, Marino-687), fifth in completions (Montana-460, Favre-438, Marino-385, Brady- 
372) and fifth in passing touchdowns (Montana-45, Favre-39, Marino-32, Bradshaw-30). In Super Bowl play, Elway 
ranks second in pass attempts (152), fifth in completions (76), third in passing yards (1,128) and tied for second in 
rushing touchdowns (4) with Franco Harris and Thurman Thomas (Emmitt Smith has 5). Six of Elway’s NFL-record 
47 fourth-quarter, game-winning or game-saving drives came in the postseason. 


1998: Elway was selected to his ninth Pro Bowl (tying Dan Marino and Warren Moon for most by a QB)—his sixth as 
a Starter and his third consecutive selection—while being inducted in the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame with the Class 
of 1999 after a season in which he played in 13 of the 16 games (12 starts) and showed that he still ranked among 
the NFL’s most dangerous signal-callers. He finished the year completing 210-of-356 passes (59.0%) for 2,806 yards 
and 22 touchdowns with 10 interceptions. He was sacked 18 times (-135), and his longest completion was a 58-yard 
toss to Rod Smith in Week 14 (vs. Kansas City, 12/6). Elway also rushed 37 times for 94 yards (2.5) with a long of 
16 (at Miami, 12/21) and one touchdown (vs. Dal., 9/13), and caught a 14-yard pass from Smith (vs. Oak., 11/22). 
Elway ranked second in the AFC (5th NFL) in passer rating (93.0) and first in average gain per attempt (7.88; 4th NFL) 
while also figuring third in completion percentage (11th NFL), fourth in touchdown passes (9th NFL) and sixth (12th 
NFL) in passing yards. He was named AFC Offensive Player of the Week and Miller Lite NFL Player of the Week for his 
400-yard passing performance Dec. 6 vs. Kansas City, marking the 15th time in his career he has earned the AFC 
honor chosen by the NFL. Elway started all three playoff games and completed 45 of 86 passes (52.3%) for 691 yards 
and three touchdowns with one interception and a long of 80 yards (TD), and he was awarded the Pete Rozelle Trophy 
as Most Valuable Player of Super Bowl XXxXIII as the only player ever to win such honors in his final game. Elway’s 
performance, which lifted Denver to its second consecutive title, was his best performance in a league-record five 
Super Bowl starts. Setting a record by being the oldest quarterback to start a Super Bowl (38 years, 7 mos.), Elway 
completed 18 of 29 passes (.621) for 336 yards—the fourth-highest total in Super Bowl history (third at the time)— 
and a touchdown with one interception against the Falcons en route to becoming the first No. 7 in the championship 
game’s history—and the oldest player—to be named MVP. Elway cemented the honor by rushing for a 3-yard touch- 
down in the 4th quarter to give Denver a 31-6 lead, making Elway the oldest player in Super Bowl history to score a 
touchdown, adding a year onto the record he set with his rushing touchdown in Super Bowl XXXII. Elway’s passing 
touchdown was perhaps the play of the game, however, as he found Rod Smith deep down the middle of the field in 
the 2nd quarter for an 80-yard scoring play to put Denver on top 17-3. It tied for the second-longest play from scrim- 
mage in Super Bowl history and was the longest by a Bronco in a Super Bowl. 


1997: Elway enjoyed yet another stellar season, quarterbacking the Broncos to the first World Championship in fran- 
chise history with a 31-24 win over Green Bay in Super Bowl XXXII. He was voted to his eighth Pro Bowl (fifth as a 
Starter) and was named to the AIl-AFC team by Pro Football Weekly and Football News while adding second-team All- 
Pro honors from College and Pro Football Newsweekly. Elway was also the recipient of the NFL Players Association’s 
Mackey Award as the top quarterback in the AFC. For the year, he completed 280-of-502 pass attempts (55.8%) for 
3,635 yards and 27 touchdowns with 11 interceptions. The 27 passing touchdowns set a new franchise record, and 
his 28 total touchdowns (one rushing) were the second-most of his career (30 in 1996). Elway also had 50 carries for 
218 rushing yards (4.4 avg.) on the season, posted a quarterback rating of 87.5 (4th-best in the AFC, 7th in the NFL) 
and was 10th in the AFC in completion percentage. His third-down passer rating of 87.7 ranked third in the AFC (5th 
NFL) as did his 27 touchdown passes (4th NFL). Elway helped Denver lead the NFL in total offense (second consecu- 
tive season) and in scoring offense for the 1997 season. He was named AFC Offensive Player of the Week for Week 10 
(Nov. 2) when he moved into second place all-time in passing yardage and eclipsed 50,000 yards in total offense for 
his career in a win over Seattle. Elway would later be named AFC Offensive Player of the Month for November (92-149, 
61.7%, 1,231 yards, 8 TDs, 0 INT) as the Broncos went 4-1, marking his second such award ever (October 1996). 
Elway started all four postseason games and led the Denver offense on its four-game run to the World Championship, 
completing 56-of-96 passes (58.3%) for 726 yards and three touchdowns with two interceptions. He was sacked six 
times (-44) and carried the ball nine times for 25 yards (2.8 avg.) with a long of 10 yards and one touchdown. 


1996: Elway put together one of the finest seasons of his phenomenal 14-year career, being voted to his seventh Pro 
Bowl (third as a starter); named second-team All-Pro by AP, College & Pro Football Newsweekly and Football Digest 
and first-team All-AFC by UPI, Pro Football Weekly and Football News; voted second in the AP NFL Most Valuable 
Player balloting; voted AFC Player of the Year by the Touchdown Club of Columbus; voted AFC Offensive Player of the 
Year by the Kansas City 101 Club; named Mackey Award winner for highest quarterback rating in the AFC and AFC 
MVP by the NFL Players Association. He started 15 of the 16 regular season games and completed 287-of-466 pass 
attempts (61.6%) for 3,328 yards and 26 touchdowns with 14 interceptions, and he also rushed 50 times for 249 
yards (5.0 avg.) with a long of 22 and four touchdowns. His 26 touchdowns tied a career high and franchise record 
Set in 1995. Elway led the AFC in quarterback rating (89.2; 4th NFL), was second in completion percentage (61.6; 5th 
NFL), third in touchdown passes (26; 4th NFL) and fifth in passing yardage (3,328; 7th NFL), completions (287; 8th 
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NFL) and attempts (466; 9th NFL). His start at Seattle (9/8) marked the 192nd game he played in his career, most by 
any player in Broncos franchise history, surpassing a Jackson, who played in 191 games from 1973-86. In 
Denver’s AFC Divisional Playoff loss to Jacksonville (1/4/97), Elway started and completed 25-of-38 passes for 226 
yards and two touchdowns with a long of 18. He also rushed five times for 30 yards with a long of 19. 


1995: Elway started all 16 games, completing 316-of-542 passes (58.3%) for 3,970 yards, a then-career-best 26 
touchdowns and 14 interceptions. He threw for more than 300 yards on five occasions, also a Career best. It was the 
10th time in his 13-year NFL career that he had topped the 3,000-yard mark, joining him with Dan Marino (11) as the 
only quarterbacks in NFL history to accomplish that feat 10 or more times. He also rushed 40 times for 179 yards 
(4.5) and one touchdown with a long of 15. He led the AFC (tied for 5th NFL) in passing yards, finished third (8th NFL) 
in completions and was third (8th NFL) in pass attempts. Meanwhile, his fourth-quarter passer rating of 95.2 ranked 
third in the AFC and fifth in the NFL. 


1994: Elway earned his sixth AFC Pro Bowl berth though he missed two of the final three games (at Los Angeles and 
vs. New Orleans) due to a strained left knee. He finished the season second in the AFC and fourth in the NFL in pass- 
er rating with an 85.7 mark and third in the AFC in passing yards (3,490), attempts (494) and completions (307) along 
with posting a 2.0 interception percentage. His 62.1 completion percentage was second in the AFC and sixth overall. 
Elway went over the 3,000-yard passing mark for the ninth time in his career, second only to Dan Marino’s 10 times, 
and went over the 40,000-yard career total offense mark. He rushed for 235 yards (second on the team and his ninth 
200-yard season), giving him a season total offense figure of 3,725 in the 14 games he played. 


1993: Elway was named AFC Most Valuable Player (NFL Players Association), AFC Offensive Player of the Year (UPI, 
and the Kansas City 101 Club) and AFC Player of the Year (Footbal/ News) in 1993. Elway performed at an MVP-pace 
all year, earning All-AFC (UPI, Footbal! News) and second-team All-NFL (AP, College and Pro Football Newsweekly, 
and Football Digest), and he was the starting quarterback in the 1994 Pro Bowl (fifth Pro Bowl berth) after a regular 
season that saw him lead the AFC in all six major quarterback stats categories. Elway’s 1993 stats and rankings includ- 
ed a 92.8 rating (first in the AFC, third in the NFL), 551 attempts (first in the NFL), 348 completions (first in the NFL), 
a 63.2 completion percentage (first in the AFC and third in the NFL), 25 touchdown passes (first in the AFC and sec- 
ond in the NFL) and 4,030 yards (first in the AFC). Elway’s 1.8 interception avoidance percentage was fourth in the 
AFC but stood as the best in Denver history for any quarterback with more than 75 single-season attempts. He also 
set Denver records for total yards (4,183), completions (348), passing yards (4,030), touchdown passes (25) and 
completion percentage (that 63.2 mark tied the figure set by Norris Weese in 1978). The 1993 season was Elway’s 
first 4,000-yard campaign and his eighth 3,000-yard season. He also rushed for 153 yards. Elway was named the AFC 
Offensive Player of the Week twice and was named by his teammates as Denver’s offensive MVP. 


1992: Elway completed 174-of-316 passes for 2,242 yards with 10 touchdowns and 17 interceptions. He gained 94 
yards and scored twice on 34 rushing attempts. He missed games 11 through 14 because of a bruised tendon in his 
right shoulder suffered while running for a first down against the Giants (11/15). Elway earned two AFC Offensive 
Player of the Week honors for the year. 


1991: Elway completed 242-of-351 passes for 3,253 yards, a total that ranked sixth in the AFC and ninth in the NFL, 
as he was voted to his fourth career Pro Bowl berth. He threw 12 touchdown passes and tied a career best with just 
12 interceptions. He had 36 pass completions of 20+ yards, nine of 40+, five of 50+, and four of 60+. Elway was third 
on the team with 258 yards rushing, and his six touchdowns led the team and set a new career single-season high. 
He was bothered throughout the second half of the season by a shoulder problem that was corrected by arthroscop- 
ic surgery in the 1992 offseason. Elway started both of Denver’s playoff contests, completing 30-of-54 passes 
(55.6%) for 378 yards with one touchdown and two interceptions. He also rushed 10 times for 49 yards (4.9 avg.). 
Elway completed 11-of-21 passes for 121 yards with one interception before leaving the AFC Championship Game in 
the fourth quarter with a thigh injury. 


1990: Elway completed 294-of-502 passes (a 58.6 completion percentage that stood as the highest over the first 10 
years of his career) for 3,526 yards, 15 touchdowns, and 14 interceptions. He gained 258 yards on 50 rushing 
attempts and scored three touchdowns on the ground. 


1989: Elway led Denver to its third AFC Championship in four years and earned his third career Pro Bowl invitation. 
He completed 223-of-416 passes for 3,051 yards with 18 touchdowns and 18 interceptions, and he rushed for 244 
yards on 48 carries, scoring three times. Elway started all three Denver playoff games, including Super Bowl XXIV vs. 
San Francisco, and completed 42-of-82 passes (51.2%) for 732 yards with four touchdowns and three interceptions 
while also rushing for 91 yards on 16 carries (5.7 avg.) with a long of 32 yards and one touchdown. 


1988: Elway threw for 3,309 yards and rushed for 234 yards despite being bothered for most of the season by sev- 
eral nagging injuries. He was voted by teammates as Denver’s most valuable offensive player for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, sharing the award with running back Sammy Winder, following a campaign in which he completed 274-of- 
496 passes while throwing 17 touchdowns and 19 interceptions to earn his second consecutive Pro Bowl invitation. 


1987: Elway was named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player (AP) and the AFC’s starting quarterback in the Pro Bowl after 
turning in a tremendous season in 1987, a year in which he became the first AFC signal-caller since Terry Bradshaw 
(1978-79) to lead his team to consecutive conference crowns. Elway was named All-NFL (The Sporting News, NEA, 
AP-second team) and All-AFC (UPI, Pro Football Weekly, The Football News) in addition to being tabbed as the AFC 
MVP (NFLPA), AFC Player of the Year (7he Football News), AFC Offensive Player of the Year (UPI, Kansas City 101 
Club) and Colorado Pro Athlete of the Year (Colorado Sports Hall of Fame) as well as earning his second Pro Bowl 
invitation. He was voted the Broncos’ offensive MVP for a regular season performance in which he completed 224- 
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of-410 passes for 3,198 yards, an average of 267 yards per game, with 19 touchdown passes. He led all AFC quar- 
terbacks in rushing for the fourth consecutive season and was second on the team with a career-high 304 yards, scor- 
ing four times. Elway started all three of Denver’s playoff contests, including Super Bowl XXII vs. Washington, and 
completed 42-of-89 passes (47.2%) for 797 yards and six touchdowns with five interceptions while also rushing 18 
times for 76 yards (4.2) with a long of 21 and one touchdown. His 56-yard scoring strike to Ricky Nattiel on Denver's 
first play from scrimmage provided the earliest touchdown in Super Bowl history (elapsed time of 1:57). 


1986: Elway led the Broncos to their first AFC Championship in nine seasons while earning his first Pro Bowl berth. 
He was honored with the Seattle Gold Helmet Award (Professional Football Player of the Year) and received the King 
of the Hill award from the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame in addition to being named honorable mention All-NFL (AP) 
and All-AFC (UPI-second team). Along with his 18 touchdown passes that year, Elway also scored on an 11-yard run 
and a 23-yard pass reception from Steve Sewell that was the longest touchdown catch by a full-time starting quar- 
terback in NFL history. For the year, he completed 280-of-504 passes (55.6%) for 3,485 yards with 19 touchdowns 
and 13 interceptions while also rushing 52 times for 257 yards (4.9 avg.) with a long of 24 yards and one touchdown. 
In the postseason, he added 805 more yards on 5/-of-107 passing (53.3%) with three touchdowns and four inter- 
ceptions while rushing 15 times for 101 yards (6.7 avg.) with a long of 34 yards and two touchdowns. Elway direct- 
ed one of the greatest drives in NFL postseason history in pacing Denver to a 23-20 overtime win over Cleveland for 
the AFC title. Against the Browns, he completed 22-of-38 passes for 244 yards and one touchdown, which came on 
a 5-yard strike to Mark Jackson that capped a 15-play, 98-yard drive that tied the game at the end of regulation. In 
overtime, Elway drove the team 60 yards in nine plays to set up the winning field goal. 


1985: Elway took some spectacular steps forward in 1985 as he re-wrote the Denver record book. Elway set Broncos 
single-season records for attempts (605, which led the NFL and fell just four passes short of the NFL record of 609 
held by Dan Fouts), completions (327, second in the NFL), passing yards (3,891, second in the NFL), total rushing 
and passing plays (656, first in the NFL) and total offense (4,414, also first in the league). 


1984: Elway led the Broncos to a 12-2 record in his 14 regular-season starts in 1984. He completed 214-of-380 
passes for 2,598 yards with 18 touchdowns and 15 interceptions. Not only was his passing a factor in his leadership 
of the offense, but he finished third on the team in rushing with 237 yards. 


1983: Elway started 10 games as a rookie, opening the first five contests before being replaced by Steve DeBerg and 
adding five more starts after DeBerg was injured. While Elway did not have impressive stats as a rookie, finishing 14th 
among AFC players in passing yards, he carried a tremendous emotional burden having come to the NFL as the most 
publicized college prospect since Joe Namath in 1965. Elway was the first player chosen in the 1983 draft and joined 
the Broncos in a trade with Baltimore on May 2. The Broncos, in return, gave the Colts quarterback Mark Herrmann, 
the rights to offensive lineman Chris Hinton and a first-round pick in the 1984 Draft (G Ron Solt). Elway also was cho- 
sen by the Oakland Invaders in the 1983 USFL territorial draft. Elway finished the year completing 123-of-259 pass- 
es for 1,663 yards with seven touchdowns and 14 interceptions in 11 games (10 starts). 


COLLEGE: Elway concluded his college career at Stanford University with five major NCAA Division I-A records and 
nine major Pacific-10 Conference marks. He completed 62.1 percent of his career passes (774-of-1,243, both NCAA 
highs) for 9,349 yards with 77 touchdowns while setting an NCAA record for the lowest percentage of passes inter- 
cepted in a career (3.13 percent). As a senior, Elway was a consensus All-American and finished second in Heisman 
Trophy balloting while setting virtually every Pac-10 and Stanford career record for total offense and passing. A two- 
sport star, he played baseball for the New York Yankees’ Oneonta (N.Y.) single-A farm club in 1982, hitting for a .318 
average and posting a team-high 25 RBI in 42 games. Elway, who batted left-handed and threw right-handed, was the 
Yankees’ first selection in the 1981 summer draft (June 8). He hit .349 with nine homers and 50 RBI in 49 games in 
his final college baseball season as a sophomore. Elway earned a bachelor’s degree in economics from Stanford. 


PERSONAL: Elway officially announced his retirement from the Denver Broncos on May 2, 1999, in a press confer- 
ence at the Inverness Hotel and Golf Club in suburban Denver. He has worked as President and Chief Executive Officer 
of the Colorado Crush of the Arena Football League, a franchise that he co-owned with Pat Bowlen and Stan Kroenke. 
The team was formed in June 2002 and began play in 2003. On June 12, 2005, the Crush defeated the Georgia Force 
51-48 to capture ArenaBowl XIX. In addition to the considerable time he has spent on the football field and with his 
various business endeavors, John has poured a great deal of energy into The Elway Foundation—an organization that 
contributes funds and resources to the prevention and treatment of child abuse. He owned and operated seven auto- 
mobile franchises in the Denver area until selling them in late 1997 and was associated with 17 John Elway AutoNation 
dealerships in the Denver area. A native of Port Angeles, Wash., Elway was the most highly recruited prep athlete in 
the nation in 1979 and was listed on Parade, Scholastic Coach, Football News and National Coaches Association All- 
America teams. He had an unparalleled football and baseball career at Granada Hills High School, where he completed 
129-of-200 passes for 1,837 yards with 19 touchdowns as a senior while leading the baseball team to the Los Angeles 
City championship with a .491 batting average and a 4-2 pitching record. He completed 60 percent of his high school 
passes for 5,711 yards and 49 touchdowns. The football field at Granada Hills High School was re-named in Elway’s 
honor in a ceremony on June 5, 1998. The Kansas City Royals selected him in the 18th round of the 1979 summer 
draft (June 5) although he already had signed a national letter of intent with Stanford. John’s late father, Jack, coached 
his son in the East-West Shrine contest in which John earned Offensive MVP laurels. Jack, who passed away in 2001, 
retired from the Broncos in 2000 after seven years with the club, the last five as the Director of Pro Scouting. John has 
four children: daughters Jessica Gwen (24), Jordan Marie (23) and Juliana (19), and a son, Jack (20).

Raiders), passing Fran Tarkenton (125), and retired with 148 wins to his credit during his magnificent career. He 
currently ranks second in career wins, having been passed by Brett Favre during the 2007 season.

In Elway’s career, the Broncos posted a 34-33-1 mark in the 68 regular season games in which he did not throw 
a touchdown pass while posting a 2-3 postseason record in such contests. Elway had 90 multiple-touchdown reg- 
ular season games in which Denver posted a 71-19 record (78.9%). Elway also produced seven postseason multi- 
ple-touchdown games in which the Broncos posted a 4-3 record. 


In his 16-year career, John Elway threw at least one touchdown pass in 24 different stadiums, including 180 at 
Mile High Stadium—an NFL record for one player at a single stadium. There were eight NFL venues at the time of 
his retirement in which he had not thrown a touchdown pass, including Soldier Field, Pro Player Stadium (though 
he threw a postseason TD there - now LandShark Stadium) and the Superdome. In addition, he never played at five 
other sites: Ericsson Stadium (now Bank of America Stadium), Raymond James Stadium, PSINet/M&T Bank 
Stadium (Balt.), the Trans World Dome (now Edward Jones Dome) and Jack Kent Cooke Stadium (now FedEx Field). 
Elway also threw 27 postseason TD passes in seven different stadiums: 18 at Mile High Stadium, three at the L.A. 
Coliseum, two at Three Rivers Stadium, one at Cleveland Municipal Stadium, one at Jack Murphy Stadium (now 
Qualcomm Stadium - Super Bowl XXII), one at the Rose Bowl (Super Bowl XXI) and one at Pro Player Stadium 
(Super Bowl XXXII - now LandShark Stadium).

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THEN: Steve Atwater was inducted as the 20th member of the Broncos’ Ring of Fame in 
2005 after a brilliant 10-year career with the club from 1989-98. Regarded as one of the 
toughest safeties in the NFL during his playing days, Atwater was voted to a franchise 
record-tying seven consecutive Pro Bowls from 1990-96, and his eight career Pro Bowl 
selections are the second most by a player in Broncos history. Selected by the Broncos 
in the first round (20th overall) of the 1989 NFL Draft from the University of Arkansas, 
Atwater was a consensus All-Rookie selection and was named NFL Defensive Rookie of 
the Year by Football Digest during his first professional season on a club that advanced 
to Super Bowl XXIV. He went on to serve as a key leader on the Broncos’ back-to-back 
Super Bowl championship teams from 1997-98 and was voted an All-Pro by the 
Associated Press from 1991-92 and in 1996. He started all 155 regular-season games 
he played with Denver, a total that ranks 10th in franchise history. Atwater also record- 
ed 24 interceptions that rank ninth in Denver history and 408 interception return yards 
that rank seventh in club annals. He led the Broncos in tackles during two seasons (1993 _ 
and °95) and finished second on the club in that category five times during his career. Atwater’s play against Green Bay 
in Super Bowl XXXII, a game in which he totaled six tackles, one sack, one forced fumble and two pass breakups, was 
instrumental in Denver winning its first-ever World Championship. The safety ranks second to only John Elway in 
career postseason starts by a Bronco as he started all 14 playoff appearances, including three Super Bowls and four 
AFC Championship Games. Atwater, who was a three-time All-Southwest Conference selection and a two-time All- 
American at Arkansas, played one season with the New York Jets in 1999 following his Broncos career. 


Now: Atwater lives in Atlanta and works as a money manager for an investment company.

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THEN: Terrell Davis was inducted as the 21st member of the Ring of Fame in 2007 after 
establishing himself as the Denver Broncos’ all-time leading rusher while spending his 
entire eight-year career with the team from 1995-2002. Selected by the Broncos in the sixth 
round (196th overall) of the 1995 NFL Draft from the University of Georgia, Davis rushed 
for at least 1,000 yards in each of his first four seasons, including the 1998 campaign in 
which he totaled the fourth-most rushing yards (2,008) in a season in NFL history to earn 
league MVP honors. That year, he also set a club record with 21 rushing scores. The three- 
time Pro Bowl and first-team All-Pro selection (1996-98) finished his career with a fran- 
chise-record 7,607 rushing yards and 60 rushing touchdowns on 1,655 carries (4.6 avg.) 
in 78 regular-season games (77 starts) as a key member of the Broncos’ back-to-back 
Super Bowl championship teams (1997-98). His 97.5-yard rushing average in regular-sea- 
son games is the third best in NFL history (min. 75 games), trailing only Pro Football Hall 
of Fame members Jim Brown and Barry Sanders. A three-time semifinalist for the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame (2008-10), Davis owns three of the top-five single-season rushing === 
outputs in Broncos annals as well as the club’s single-season scoring record (138 pts., 1998). In the postseason, Davis 
was equally as impressive, totaling at least 100 rushing yards in seven of his eight career playoff appearances, including 
his 157-yard, three-rushing touchdown performance against Green Bay in Super Bowl XXXII to earn game MVP honors. 
He averaged an NFL-record (min. 5 games) 142.5 rushing yards per game in the postseason for his career, totaling a club- 
record 1,140 rushing yards on 204 carries (5.6 avg.) with 12 touchdowns. Davis, who played his first collegiate season 
at Long Beach State before transferring to Georgia, ranks first in Broncos history in career 100-yard rushing games (41), 
first in rushing touchdowns (60), second in overall touchdowns (65) and second in yards from scrimmage (8,887). 
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Now: Davis lives in Los Angeles and serves as an analyst on the NFL Network's NFL Total Access.

THEN: Austin “Goose” Gonsoulin was one of the four original Ring of Fame inductees in 
1984 and was recognized for his splendid play at safety for seven seasons. Gonsoulin 
was one of the original Broncos from the 1960 season and was one of three original 
Broncos still with the team at the start of his final year with the club in 1966. At the end 
of his Broncos career, he was the all-time American Football League leader in intercep- 
tions with 43 and still ranks second in club history in that category. His 11 pickoffs in 
1960 as a rookie are still a Denver club record, and he shares the team and NFL record 
for interceptions in a game with four, a feat he accomplished on Sept. 18, 1960, at 
Buffalo. He also had three interceptions in a game against Kansas City on Oct. 11, 1964. 
Gonsoulin led the Broncos in interceptions four times in his career, including in con- 
secutive seasons from 1962-63, and currently ranks fifth in club history with 542 career 
interception return yards. He was an All-AFL choice in 1960, ‘62 and ‘63 while also 
being named to the AFL All-Star Game from 1961-64 and in ‘66. His amazing durabili- 
ty and toughness enabled him to start 61 consecutive games at one point in his career. 
Gonsoulin played one season with San Francisco in 1967 after his Broncos career concluded. A native of Port Arthur, 
Texas, he was captain of his college team at Baylor University. 


Now: Gonsoulin has retired from running a Texas construction company, which he operated after his retirement from football.

THEN: Randy Gradishar was the only Ring of Fame inductee in 1989 in recognition of his 
outstanding 10-year career (1974-83) at linebacker for the Broncos. He was among the 
15 finalists for the Pro Football Hall of Fame balloting in 2003 and 2008 as well as one 
of the 25 semifinalists for the Class of 2005, 2006 and 2007. Gradishar earned seven 
Pro Bowl selections, a total that was the most by a Bronco at the end of his career (cur- 
rently ties for third), and he is the Broncos’ all-time leader in tackles with 2,049. He led 
the Broncos in tackles for a franchise-record nine consecutive years from 1975-83 and 
averaged 222 tackles per season during that stretch. His 286 tackles during the 1978 
campaign still stand as the Broncos’ single-season record. Selected by the Broncos in 
the first round (14th overall) of the 1974 NFL Draft, Gradishar never missed a game, 
playing in 145 in a row. He accounted for 33 turnovers (20 INTs, 13 FR) during his 10- 
year career, and that total tied for the fourth most by an NFL linebacker in that span. 
Voted the NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 1978 by AP, UPI, Pro Football Weekly and 
NEA (George Halas Award), Gradishar helped the Broncos to four playoff berths (1977- : 
79, ‘83), two division titles (1977-78) and an appearance in Super Bowl XII during the 1977 season. His teammates 
also voted him defensive MVP in 1978 and ‘80. While at Ohio State, Gradishar was referred to by Head Coach Woody 
Hayes as “the best linebacker | ever coached at Ohio State.” A three-year starter for the Buckeyes and a consensus 
All-American as a senior, Gradishar received Academic All-America honors in college. He was president of the Denver 
Broncos Youth Foundation from 1982-92 and was inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame in 1998. 
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Now: Gradishar joined the Phil Long Dealerships as Leadership Manager in December 1997, a position in which he 
helps train, equip and support employees in the quest to achieve their goals and objectives. He also is instrumental 
in the Phil Long Community Fund, which operates in conjunction with Denver Broncos Charities to make an invest- 
ment back into the communities with which it does business, as well as the Phil Long University, furnishing employ- 
ees with career opportunities through quality education and state-of-the-art training. Gradishar and his wife, Beth, 
make their home in Denver. He has three children: Paige, Meredith and Mark.

THEN: Rich Jackson was one of the four original Ring of Famers who were inducted in 
1984 and was recognized for his six outstanding seasons with the Broncos from 196/- 
72. He was considered by many as the best defensive end in professional football dur- 
ing his prime. Known as “Tombstone,” Jackson was the first Bronco to be named to the 
All-NFL first team in 1970. His 43 sacks as a Bronco were the most by any player in club 
history at the conclusion of his career and currently tie for ninth. He entered the AFL in 
1966 with Oakland, playing in five games, before spending the next six seasons with 
Denver after the Broncos acquired him in a trade. Jackson posted his career high in quar- 
terback sacks in 1969 with 11 and had 10 sacks in both ‘68 and ‘70. He was voted All- 
AFL in 1968 and ‘69 in addition to starting in the 1970 Pro Bowl. He made the Pro Bowl 
again in 1971 despite playing in only seven games due to a knee injury that eventually 
forced him out of football. That season, he was graded by the Broncos’ coaches as the 
team’s most efficient tackler as he made the stop on 97 percent of his opportunities. 
Tabbed the Colorado Sports Hall of Fame Pro Athlete of the Year in 1970, Jackson played L 
the first four games of the 1972 season with the Broncos before being traded to Cleveland for a 1973 third-round draft 
choice (Paul Howard). He played in each of the final 10 games for the Browns in 1972 during his final NFL season. He 
was a Standout end at Southern University on both sides of the ball and also was the NAIA shot-put champion. 


Now: Jackson is a school administrator in New Orleans, where he and his wife, Katherine, reside.

THEN: Tom Jackson was the only player inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame 
in 1992. “TJ” always was one of the most popular players among his teammates, who 
voted him most inspirational player six consecutive seasons (1981-86). Selected by the 
Broncos in the fourth round (88th overall) of the 1973 NFL Draft from the University of 
Louisville, Jackson finished his 14-year career (1973-86) having played the most games 
in Broncos history at 191 and currently stands fourth on that list. He also finished his 
career tied for second in games started by a Bronco with 177 (currently tied for fifth) 
and is one of only five Broncos to wear the Denver uniform for at least 14 seasons. 
Jackson, who started every possible game in a Season seven times for his career, made 
three consecutive Pro Bowl appearances from 1977-79 and was named first-team All- 
Pro twice (1977-78). He also was named by his teammates as Denver’s defensive MVP 
in 1974, ‘76 and ‘77. The linebacker helped the Broncos to six playoff berths (1977-79, 
‘83-84, ‘86), four division titles (1977-78, ‘84, ‘86) and two Super Bowls (XII in 1977, 
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XXI in °86). He was a key member of the 1977 squad that posted a 12-2 regular-season record en route to earning 
the franchise’s first-ever playoff berth and advancing to Super Bowl XII against the Cowboys. Jackson is tied with fel- 
low Ring of Famer Randy Gradishar for the most interceptions in Broncos history by a linebacker with 20, a career 
total that currently ties for the 10th highest by any player in club annals. His seven interceptions in 1976 mark the 
highest single-season total by a linebacker in Broncos history. Jackson finished among Denver's top five tacklers dur- 
ing 11 consecutive seasons from 1974-84 and recorded a career-high 169 stops in 1980. Upon his retirement fol- 
lowing the 1986 season, he was fifth on the Broncos’ all-time sack list with 44 and currently is eighth on that chart. 
Jackson joined the Broncos after a standout career at Louisville, where he was a three-time all-conference selection. 


Now: Jackson is one of the most recognizable and respected NFL analysts on television and works for ESPN, where 
he was the co-host of its award-winning “Sunday NFL Countdown” and “NFL PrimeTime” shows. Tom, his wife 
Jennifer and their daughters, Taylor and Morgan, reside in Cincinnati, Ohio.

THEN: Charley Johnson was one of three inductees into the Denver Broncos Ring of 
Fame in 1986 along with fellow quarterback Frank Tripucka and defensive end Paul 
Smith. Johnson came to Denver in 1972 from Houston in exchange for a third-round 
draft choice, and the trade at that time was regarded as the most important in franchise 
history. He quarterbacked the Broncos to their first winning season (7-5-2 in 1973), a 
landmark moment in the first 14 years of club annals. Johnson set a Broncos record for 
passing accuracy in 1974 by completing 55.7 percent of his attempts. He made the All- 
AFC team picked by UPI and Pro Football Weekly after the 1973 season while being cho- 
sen by his teammates as the Broncos’ most valuable offensive player. Johnson once 
threw for 445 yards in a game (vs. Kansas City, 11/18/74), marking the fourth-highest 
single-game passing total in team history, and recorded four 300-yard passing games 
for his career. He also threw a touchdown pass in 10 consecutive games from 1973-74, 
a Broncos record at the time and a streak that currently ties for the sixth longest in club 
history. He finished his Broncos career with 7,238 passing yards, which currently rank 
seventh in team history, and 52 touchdown passes, which currently rank sixth in club annals. He had a 20-18-3 (.524) 
record as a Starter with Denver and averaged an impressive 7.46 yards per pass attempt, which is the third-best career 
mark by a Bronco. During the 1974 campaign, Johnson averaged a career-best 8.07 yards per pass attempt (244- 
1,969) that currently is the fourth-best single-season mark in Broncos history. A draft choice of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, Johnson played his first professional season with that club in 1961 and set many passing records during 
nine years with the team. He was traded to Houston before the 1970 season and was with the Oilers for two years 
before joining the Broncos. Johnson was a star quarterback at New Mexico State University, where he led his team to 
two Sun Bowl titles. 


Now: Dr. Charley Johnson is a professor in the chemical engineering department and assistant to the president for 
athletics at New Mexico State University in Las Cruces, N.M. He was inducted into the New Mexico Sports Hall of 
Fame in January 2009.

THEN: Floyd Little, named to the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2010, was one of the 
four original Denver Broncos Ring of Fame inductees from 1984 and joins John Elway 
and Frank Tripucka as one of three Broncos whose jersey number is retired. A first-round 
(sixth overall) draft choice of the Broncos in 1967 from Syracuse University, Little was 
the first No. 1 draft pick ever signed by the Broncos and was widely regarded as “The 
Franchise” for much of his nine-year career in which he established himself as Denver’s 
first serious threat at running back. A Pro Bowl participant from 1970-71 and in ‘73, 
Little twice played in the AFL All-Star Game (1968-69) and was named the Colorado 
Sports Hall of Fame Pro Athlete of the Year in 1972. He finished his Broncos career 
ranked No. 1 on the franchise’s all-time list for rushing attempts (1,641), rushing yards 
(6,323) and rushing touchdowns (43), and he now ranks second in each behind Terrell 
Davis. Among professional football players from 1967-75, only O.J. Simpson totaled 
more rushing yards than Little, who also posted the fourth-most rushing scores in foot- 
ball during that time. He led Denver in rushing for seven consecutive seasons from 1967- 
73, marking the longest such streak in club history, and at the time of his retirement ranked seventh in NFL annals in 
career rushing yards. In 1971, Little led the NFL in rushing with a career-best 1,133 yards after capturing the AFC rush- 
ing crown a year earlier with 901 yards in 1970. He set a Broncos career record with 54 total touchdowns (43 rush, 9 
rec., 2 ret.) that currently rank fourth on their all-time list while finishing his career third on their all-time scoring list 
with 324 points (currently ninth). He also set a team record with 12,173 career all-purpose yards, a mark that stood 
until Rod Smith passed him in 2006, and finished his career as the Broncos’ all-time leader in career kickoff return 
yards (2,523—currently second). A three-time All-American at Syracuse, Little followed in the footsteps of Jim Brown 
and Ernie Davis as a superstar tailback for the Orangemen. He shattered most of the records set by his predecessors, 
rushing for 2,704 yards, totaling 582 receiving yards, returning punts for 845 yards and kickoffs for 797 yards, and 
recording 19 passing yards—for a total of 4,947 yards. 


Now: Little owned a Ford dealership for many years in Seattle, where he makes his home.

THEN: Karl Mecklenburg joined the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2001 after estab- 
lishing himself as one of the most outstanding defensive players in franchise history 
during his 12-year career from 1983-94. Mecklenburg overcame long odds to achieve 
greatness after being drafted by the Broncos in the 12th round from the University of 
Minnesota in 1983—the 310th player chosen. After playing defensive end during his 
first professional season, Mecklenburg was converted to linebacker in 1984. He became 
a Starter by his third season in 1985 and went on to start 141 career games, a total that 
includes all 16 games in a year during five different campaigns. His 180 career games 
played with Denver placed him fifth on the club’s all-time list at the end of his tenure 
with the team (currently ninth). Mecklenburg was voted to play in six Pro Bowls (1985- 
87, ‘89, ‘91, ‘93), a total that ties for the fifth highest by a player in team history. He was 
named AIl-AFC and All-NFL four times (1985-87, ‘89) and was tabbed the 1986 AFC 
Player of the Year by Football News. Mecklenburg helped Denver to seven postseason 
appearances (1983-84, ‘86-87, ‘89, ‘91, °93), five division titles (1984, ‘86-87, ‘89, ‘91) 
and three Super Bowl berths (XXI in 1986, XXII in ‘87, XXIV in ‘89). He finished his career with 1,145 tackles (787 
Solo) as well as a franchise-record 79.0 sacks. Mecklenburg’s career high of 13 sacks came in 1985 and were a fran- 
chise single-season record (currently tied for the sixth most in a year in club history), and he posted eight seasons 
with at least seven sacks. He recorded 11 multiple-sack games and is the only player in team annals to record four 
sacks in a game twice in his career. Mecklenburg posted 100 tackles in a season six times, including a career and 
team-high 143 stops in 1989. Mecklenburg began his collegiate career at Augustana (S.D.) College before transfer- 
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ring to Minnesota, where he earned second-team All-Big Ten honors as a senior in 1982. 


Now: Mecklenburg has been very active locally since his retirement in 1994. He coaches high school football on the 
Staff at Kent Denver School, is a motivational speaker and does promotional work for several local businesses. 
Mecklenburg and his wife, Kathi, have a son, Luke, and a daughter, Kelsey.

THEN: Craig Morton was one of three Broncos Ring of Fame inductees in 1988 along 
with fellow teammates Haven Moses and Jim Turner. Morton, who joined the Broncos 
from the New York Giants in a 1977 trade, was Denver’s starting quarterback for most 
of the period from 1977-82 and led the team to its first postseason and Super Bowl 
berth (XII vs. Dallas) in 1977 when he guided the Broncos to a 12-2 regular-season 
record and home playoff wins against Pittsburgh and Oakland that year. Morton, who 
played for the Cowboys from 1965-74, earned a variety of awards for his performance 
in 1977, including AFC Most Valuable Player honors after ranking fourth in the league 
in passer rating (82.0). During his career with Denver, he led the team to two division 
titles (1977-78) and three playoff berths (1977-79). Morton finished his Broncos career 
ranked first in passing yards (11,895 - currently second), touchdown passes (74 - cur- 
rently second), pass attempts (1,594 - currently fourth), completions (907 - currently 
fourth) and total offense (12,155 - currently fourth). His 41 career regular-season wins 
as the Broncos’ starting quarterback mark the second-highest total in club history, and 
his .641 winning percentage as Denver’s signal caller (41-23) is the third best in fran- 
chise annals. In 1981, the quarterback led the NFL with an 8.50 yards per attempt average, a figure that stands as the 
second-highest single-season total in Broncos history, and threw for a career-high 3,195 yards. Morton once com- 
pleted 16 consecutive passes in a game and had a streak of nine consecutive games with a touchdown pass. He was 
a consensus All-American at the University of California, where he also starred in baseball. 


Now: Morton resides in San Francisco and works for the University of California, assisting with its fundraising efforts.

THEN: Haven Moses was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1988 as part 
of a three-member class that included quarterback Craig Morton and kicker Jim Turner. 
Moses played 10 seasons for the Broncos from 1972-81 as one of their primary wide 
receivers after joining the team from Buffalo, where he played his first four professional 
seasons. He finished his Broncos career ranked third in receptions (302 - currently ninth) 
and receiving yards (5,450 - currently eighth) while tying for first in receiving touchdowns 
with 44 (currently tied for fourth). His yards-per-reception average for his Denver career 
was 18.0, which marks the second-highest career total in franchise history, and he aver- 
aged more than 19 yards per catch in three consecutive seasons from 1976-78. Moses, 
who helped Denver to three playoff berths (1977-79), two division titles (1977-78) and its 
first-ever Super Bowl berth (XII vs. Dallas during the 1977 season), was a key member of 
the first winning season in Broncos history in 1973 (7-5-2) when he caught a career-high 
eight touchdown passes to earn Pro Bowl honors. In 1979, he had career bests in recep- 
tions (54) and receiving yards (943). Moses was a two-year letterman and an All- 
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American as a wide receiver and defensive back at San Diego State University. 


Now: Moses is Director of Development for the Denver Police Activities League. He previously worked for the 
Archdiocese of Denver and is very active in the community with involvement in various community projects.

THEN: Gerald H. Phipps became the first and only non-player to be inducted into the 
Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1985. Under the guidance of Phipps and his brother 
Allan, the Broncos rose from their less than auspicious beginnings to the top of the 
American Football Conference after Phipps purchased the club on Feb. 15, 1965. In 
1977, the Broncos posted a 12-2 regular-season record and advanced to the playoffs 
for the first time in franchise history en route to claiming their first-ever AFC 
Championship and appearing in their first Super Bowl (XII vs. Dallas). Denver won the 
AFC West title in 1977 and ‘78 with Phipps as owner, and the club made three consec- 
utive playoff appearances (1977-79). Under Phipps, the Broncos ultimately rose to a 
position as one of the NFL’s most stable franchises after recording the first winning sea- 
son in club history under his direction in 1973 (7-5-2 record). With the success of the 
Broncos, the doors were opened for major league teams from other sports to grab a 
piece of the Denver sports pie. Following the takeover by the Phipps brothers, Denver 
Broncos season ticket sales improved from 8,002 in 1964 to 22,905 in 1965. Broncos 
Season tickets were sold out for every season under Phipps from 1970- 81 and grew to 73,380 in 1981. Danvers home 
attendance grew to 598,224 in his final year overseeing the club in 1981. Before purchasing the Broncos, Phipps was 
the president of the Gerald H. Phipps Inc. Construction Company, which he continued to operate. Phipps was born 
March 4, 1915, in Denver. Mr. Phipps passed away on Aug. 6, 1993.

THEN: Shannon Sharpe was elected as the 22nd member of the Denver Broncos Ring of 
Fame on May 12, 2009, after 12 record-setting seasons with the club from 1990-99 and 
2002-03. A finalist for the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2009 and ‘10, Sharpe tied a 
Broncos record with seven consecutive Pro Bowl selections from 1992-98 while 
becoming the NFL's all-time leader in receptions, receiving yards and receiving touch- 
downs by a tight end (currently second to Tony Gonzalez). A key member of the 
Broncos’ back-to-back Super Bowl championship teams from 1997-98, Sharpe also 
was a four-time first-team All-Pro selection by the Associated Press as a Bronco. In 172 
career regular-season games (139 starts) with Denver, he registered the second-most 
receptions (675), receiving yards (8,439) and receiving touchdowns (55) by a player in 
club annals, trailing only wide receiver Rod Smith. He also played two seasons with 
Baltimore from 2000-01, earning the third Super Bowl ring of his career during the 2000 
campaign and his eighth trip to the Pro Bowl in 2001 with the Ravens. For his 14-year 
NFL career, Sharpe played 204 regular-season games (169 starts) and had 815 recep- 
tions for 10,060 yards (12.3 avg.) with 62 touchdowns. Sharpe owns more receptions, 
receiving yards, receiving touchdowns, Super Bowl wins and Pro Bowl selections than any of the seven tight ends 
enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. Selected by the Broncos in the seventh round (192nd overall) of the 1990 
NFL Draft from Savannah State University, Sharpe was named the first-team tight end on the NFL 1990s All-Decade 
Team as chosen by the Hall of Fame Selection Committee members. 


Now: Sharpe is a commentator for CBS Sports’ NFL coverage and resides in Glennville, Ga.

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THEN: Dennis Smith was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2001, hon- 
oring his stellar 14-year career with the club during which he established himself as one 
of the most feared safeties in the NFL. A ferocious hitter, Smith was voted to six Pro 
Bowls (1985-86, ‘89-91, ‘93) that tie for the fifth most by a player in Broncos history. 
The four-time All-NFL choice (1985-86, “89, ‘93) was a key part of seven playoff teams, 
five division champions and three Super Bowl teams (XXI in 1986, XXII in ‘87, XXIV in 
‘89) with Denver. Selected by the Broncos in the first round (15th overall) of the 1981 
NFL Draft from the University of Southern California, Smith finished his career ranked 
third all time in games played (184) by a Bronco and fifth in games started (170), and 
he currently ranks sixth in club annals in both categories. The safety also is one of just 
four players in the history of the Broncos to play at least 14 seasons with the club. 
Smith’s 30 career interceptions and 431 career interception return yards both were the 
fifth-highest totals at the time of his retirement (currently both sixth). Smith’s career 
totals also include 1,171 tackles (794 solo) and 15 sacks. He posted a career-high five 
sacks in 1983, a career-high five interceptions in ‘91 and a career-high 120 tackles in ‘92. For his career, Smith record- 
ed five seasons with at least 100 tackles. He was a consensus All-America choice in 1980 as a senior at USC, where 
he lettered four times in football and three times in track. 


Now: Smith and his wife, Andre, have two children: Tiffany Diamond (25) and Armani Joseph (22), and reside in 
Hollywood Hills, Calif. Dennis and Andre own and manage a number of properties in Southern California and also give 
their time and financial support to the Make-A-Wish Foundation and Covenant House, a home for kids in need.

THEN: Paul Smith was inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1986 along with 
quarterbacks Frank Tripucka and Charley Johnson. The defensive tackle recorded 55.5 
sacks with the Broncos from 1968-78, finishing his 11-year career in Denver ranked 
second in that category (currently seventh). He posted 10.5 sacks in 1972 and 11 sacks 
in ‘73, propelling him to back-to-back Pro Bowl selections, while registering a career- 
high 12 sacks during the ‘71 campaign. Smith did not miss a game for five consecutive 
seasons from 1969-73, appearing in all 70 contests during that period. He saw action 
in 12 games during the 1977 campaign, a season in which the AFC West-champion 
Broncos reached the playoffs for the first time in club history and played in Super Bowl 
XII against the Cowboys. Smith was one of the team’s defensive leaders during the years 
when Denver was building the foundation for defensive excellence with the famed 
“Orange Crush.” His head coach, John Ralston, once said that Smith was “the finest 
defensive tackle in pro football,” and the lineman was known for being one of the quick- 
est defensive tackles in the NFL. Smith’s 11-year career was the longest in Broncos 
annals until he was surpassed by fellow Ring of Famer Billy Thompson. He was the first 10-year man in Broncos his- 
tory after joining the club as a ninth-round selection (222nd overall) in the 1968 NFL Draft from the University of New 
Mexico. Smith finished his professional career by playing two seasons with Washington from 1979-80. Smith passed 
away on March 14, 2000. 
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THEN: Lionel Taylor, one of the original Broncos, was one of the original Ring of Famers 
after being inducted with the inaugural class in 1984. He finished his seven-year 
Broncos career (1960-66) as the franchise’s all-time leader in receptions (543) and 
receiving yards (6,872), records he held until 1999 when he was eclipsed by Shannon 
Sharpe and most recently by Rod Smith. In addition, he set a Broncos record for career 
touchdown receptions with 44, a mark that now ties for the fourth highest in team his- 
tory. He caught 92 passes for 1,235 yards (13.4 avg.) with 12 touchdowns in Denver’s 
inaugural 1960 campaign, and his reception total that year stands as the fifth best by a 
second-year player in NFL history. Taylor followed his impressive 1960 campaign with 
100 receptions (1,176 yds.) in 1961 that stood as the franchise record until 2000 and 
currently tie for sixth on its single-season chart. Regarded by many as the possessor of 
the best hands in pro football, Taylor led the AFL in receiving for five of the league’s first 
Six years of existence. He never caught fewer than 76 passes in a Season over those first 
Six years, averaging 84.7 catches from 1960-65 for the highest six-year total in football : 

history at that time. He totaled AFL/NFL bests in receptions (508) while ranking third in receiving yards (6,424) and 
tying for eighth in touchdown receptions (43) from 1960-65. A three-time All-AFL selection (1960-61, ‘65) who played 
in the league all-star game in 1962, Taylor attended New Mexico Highlands University. He entered the NFL with 
Chicago in 1959 and played for the Bears as a linebacker for one season before joining the Broncos in 1960. He fin- 
ished his professional career playing two seasons with Houston from 1967-68. 


Now: Taylor makes his home in Albuquerque, N.M. He was an assistant coach on the staff of the championship teams 
of the Pittsburgh Steelers in the 1970s and was head coach of the England Monarchs of the World League.

THEN: Billy Thompson, regarded by many as one of the best defensive backs in Denver 
Broncos history, was the only Ring of Fame inductee in 1987. A third-round draft choice 
(61st overall) by the Broncos in 1969, Thompson was the first player in team history to 
play 13 seasons with Denver (1969-81) with that total tying for the sixth highest in fran- 
chise annals. A team captain for many years, Thompson finished his career with more 
Starts (178) and games played (179) than any player in Broncos history and currently 
ranks third and 10th, respectively, in those categories. The safety also had the longest 
consecutive start and games played streaks (156 games) in Broncos history at the time 
of his retirement, marks that currently rank first and third, respectively, in club annals. 
Thompson was a three-time Pro Bowl selection (1977-78, ‘81) who earned All-NFL hon- 
ors twice (1977-78) while establishing himself as one of the game’s top ballhawks, fin- 
ishing his career with a club-record 61 takeaways (40 INTs/21 FUM) as a member of 
teams that reached the playoffs three times (1977-79), won two division titles (1977-78) 
and appeared in one Super Bowl (XII in 1977). His 40 career interceptions are the third 
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most by a Bronco in team history, and Thompson stands atop the Broncos’ career interception return yardage list with 
784 for a 19.6-yard average that is the second best in club history. The safety scored seven defensive touchdowns for 
his career, reaching the end zone three times on interception returns and four times on fumble recoveries. His three 
interception return touchdowns tie for the second-highest total in Broncos annals while his four fumble recovery touch- 
downs stood as the NFL's career record for many years and currently tie for second in league history. As a rookie in 
1969, Thompson became the first player in pro football history to lead his league in both kickoff (28.5 avg.) and punt 
return (11.5 avg.) average in the same season. He finished his career with the second-most punt return yards (1,814), 
seventh-best punt return average (11.6) and third-best kickoff return average (25.1) in Broncos history. Thompson 
enjoyed a brilliant career at Maryland State (now Maryland-Eastern Shore), earning All-CIAA honors three times as a 
defensive back and being named team MVP as a senior. He also twice earned NAIA All-America honors and made All- 
CIAA three times in baseball as a centerfielder. 


Now: Thompson was a college scout for the Broncos for two years before moving into the position of Director of 
Player Relations and Community Outreach. He is now the club's Director of Community Outreach and Alumni 
Relations, and in that role coordinates the activities of the Broncos’ former players, who remain a vital part of the 
organization. He works with the Denver Broncos Alumni Council and former Broncos players to integrate their involve- 
ment in the club's community outreach programs, which focus on youth, health and hunger initiatives. Thompson is 
a member of the board of Capital Hill Community Services and volunteers time with the Denver Broncos Boys and 
Girls Club along with several other non-profit organizations. Thompson and his wife, Cathie, make their home in 
Highlands Ranch, Colo.

THEN: Frank Tripucka—who joined the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1986—is one of 
the original Broncos, playing for the team from 1960-63. Tripucka led the Broncos to 
their first-ever .500 season in 1962 (7-7) and represented half of the Tripucka-to-Lionel 
Taylor passing combination as the duo (both Ring of Famers) went on to set various 
records together. Tripucka, who joins John Elway and Floyd Little as one of three 
Broncos whose jersey number is retired, recorded his best statistical season in 1960 
when he completed 248-of-478 passes (51.9%) for 3,038 yards with 24 touchdowns. 
His 3,038 passing yards led the AFL that year while his 24 touchdown passes tied for 
the second-highest total in the league. The signal-caller was selected to play in the AFL 
All-Star Game following a 1962 season in which he threw for 2,917 yards to lead Denver 
to a 7-7 record and a second-place finish in the AFL West. Tripucka’s 7,645 passing 
yards and 51 touchdown passes from 1960-62 marked the second-highest totals in the 
AFL during those three seasons. Tripucka currently ranks sixth in Broncos history in 
career passing yards (7,676), fifth in pass attempts (1,277), sixth in completions (662) ° = ; 

and seventh in touchdown passes (51). His five career 300-yard passing games mark the oun ecignest total in fae 
chise history, and he shares the team record for most touchdown passes in a game with five (vs. Buffalo, 10/28/62). 
His 447 passing yards against Buffalo (9/15/62) stood as the Broncos’ single-game record until 2000 and currently 
tie for third in club annals. A former star at Notre Dame, Tripucka joined the Broncos after playing for Detroit (1949), 
the Chicago Cardinals (1950-52) and the Dallas Texans (1952). 


Now: Tripucka is a retired beer distributor. He currently resides in New Jersey.

THEN: Jim Turner, a 1988 inductee into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame, ranks as one 
of the most prolific kickers of all time in professional football. He never missed a game 
as a pro and finished with a streak of 228 consecutive appearances, including 130 in 
nine seasons (1971-79) with the Broncos, for whom he scored 742 points to establish 
himself as Denver's all-time scoring leader until Jason Elam passed his mark in 1999. 
Turner also ranks behind only Elam in Broncos history in career field goals made (151) 
and extra points made (283). Turner's 151 field goals made with Denver from 1971-79 
marked the fourth-highest total in the NFL during that period while his 742 points 
scored were the fifth most in the league over that span. In 1977, Turner helped Denver 
post a 12-2 regular-season record to earn the franchise’s first-ever playoff appearance 
en route to advancing to Super Bowl XII against Dallas. Turner was a key part of 
Broncos squads that earned a total of three playoff appearances (1977-79) and two 
division titles (1977-78). Named the Broncos’ special teams MVP in 1975, Turner 
joined Denver in 1971 after the club acquired him in a trade from the New York Jets. Ui : 
He played seven seasons for the Jets (1964-70), helping lead the club to a victory in Super Bowl Ill against 
Baltimore. At the time of his retirement, Turner ranked second in NFL career scoring with 1,439 points (currently 
18th) as well as second in field goals with 304 (currently tied for 18th). Turner kicked 521 career extra points (cur- 
rently 18th in NFL history) and was the fourth player to ever reach the 500 mark. Before entering the NFL, Turner 
was a three-time letterman as a quarterback at Utah State University in the early 1960s. 


Now: Turner resides in the Denver area and is active in the community. He is an academic tutor at Jefferson Senior 
High School and is involved with the NFL’s Play it Smart program.

THEN: Louis Wright was named to the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 1993 following 
an electrifying 12-year career (1975-86) with the club as a cornerback. Selected by the 
Broncos in the first round (17th overall) of the 1975 NFL Draft from San Jose State 
University, Wright was a five-time Pro Bowl choice (1977-79, ‘83, ‘85) and is one of 
nine players in franchise history to be selected to at least five Pro Bowls. He was named 
All-NFL by The Sporting News, Pro Football Weekly and the NEA in 1977, a year in 
which he was a key member of Denver’s 12-2 team that became the first in franchise 
history to make the playoffs en route to reaching Super Bowl XII against Dallas. For his 
career, Wright helped the Broncos earn six playoff berths (1977-79, ‘83-84, °86), four 
division titles (1977-78, ‘84, ‘86) and two Super Bowl appearances (XII in ‘77 and XXI 
in ‘86). He received All-AFC honors from UPI in 1985 after posting five interceptions 
that year while his teammates voted him Denver’s MVP on defense following both the 
1982 and ‘84 seasons. Wright played 166 career games as a Bronco, including 163 
Starts that ranked fourth in club history at the time of his retirement and currently stand 
eighth. The defensive back played every game in a season eight times, including the 1983 campaign in which he 
recorded a career and team-high six interceptions. Wright’s 26 career interceptions rank eighth in club history while 
his 360 career interception return yards are eighth on Denver's all-time list. He recovered 11 fumbles for his career 
and scored twice on fumble recoveries for touchdowns. At San Jose State, Wright was a two-time letterwinner as a 
defensive back. He also won two letters in track and once ran the 100 meters in 9.6 seconds. 
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Now: Wright teaches at Mrachek Middle School in Aurora, Colo., where he currently resides. He also is an assistant 
coach for the Rangeview High School football team.

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THEN: Gary Zimmerman, named to the Pro Football Hall of Fame Class of 2008, was 
inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in 2003. He played tackle for the 
Broncos for five seasons (1993-97) and became the first offensive lineman in the his- 
tory of the franchise to be honored with inclusion in the Ring. A finalist for the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame from 2003-04 and ‘06-07 before he joined John Elway as the sec- 
ond HOF inductee who spent a primary portion of his career in Denver, Zimmerman was 
acquired by the Broncos in a trade from Minnesota on Aug. 24, 1993, after playing his 
first seven years with the Vikings. He was named to the Pro Bowl three times (1994- 
96) as a Bronco and helped the franchise to its first-ever World Championship with a 
victory over Green Bay in Super Bowl XXXII during his final season in 1997. 
Zimmerman, who started all 76 games played as a Bronco, helped Denver lead the NFL 
in total yards twice (1996-97) and record three consecutive top-5 league rushing rank- 
ings (1995-97), including an NFL-best mark in 1996. During his 12 career seasons in 
the NFL from 1986-97, Zimmerman started all 184 games played and was named to 
seven Pro Bowls (1987-89, °92, ‘94-96) while receiving first or second-team All-Pro honors eight times. He holds the 
unique distinction of being one of only a handful of players to be named to two NFL All-Decade Teams (1980s and 
1990s). Picked in the first round (third overall) of the 1984 supplemental draft by the New York Giants, his signing 
rights were traded to the Vikings for two second-round picks in the 1986 draft. He spent two seasons with the L.A. 
Express of the USFL before reporting to Minnesota, where he began a streak of 169 consecutive starts that lasted until 
1996 when surgery sidelined him. Zimmerman, who helped the Vikings lead the NFC in rushing in 1991, anchored 
offensive lines that blocked for a conference’s leading passer four times during his career (1986, ‘88, ‘93, ‘96). He 
played at the University of Oregon, where he received first-team All-Pacific-10 Conference honors as a senior.

The Broncos lose 28-27 to the Los Angeles Rams in American Bowl ‘87, a preseason game played in storied Wembley 
Stadium in London, England. SEPTEMBER 22 — The NFL Players Association goes on strike, resulting in the cancellation 
of games for the weekend of Sept. 28. OCTOBER 4 — Denver loses 40-10 to Houston in the first of three “replacement” 
games. NOVEMBER 29 — Denver grabs a 31-17 win over San Diego in the 400th game for both franchises.The contest 
also marks Dan Reeves’ 100th game as the Broncos’ head coach. DECEMBER 27 — The Broncos win their third AFC West 
title in four years after shutting out San Diego 24-0 in a blizzard. Denver finishes the season with a 10-4-1 record, becom- 
ing the only team in the NFL to post eight 10-win seasons since 1977.

FEBRUARY 6 — Three players represent Denver in the Pro Bowl—Keith Bishop, 
John Elway and Karl Mecklenburg. MARCH — The Broncos are virtually assured of their 19th consecutive sellout campaign 
as just 91 season ticket accounts are not renewed for the 1988 campaign. JUNE 3 — The Broncos acquire future Hall of 
Fame RB Tony Dorsett from the Dallas Cowboys in exchange for a future draft choice. The 1988 campaign marked Dorsett’s 
12th in pro football. SEPTEMBER 26 — RB Tony Dorsett eclipses Jim Brown to become the second-leading rusher in pro 
football history, trailing only Walter Payton. DECEMBER 17 — The Broncos close out the season with a 21-10 win over 
New England and a disappointing 8-8 record, marking the end of Denver’s two-year reign as AFC champions. QB John 
Elway concludes the season with 3,309 yards passing and 234 yards rushing to become the first player in football history 
to have four consecutive years with more than 3,000 passing yards combined with more than 200 rushing yards. Dorsett 
finishes the year second to Payton among football’s all-time rushing leaders with 12,739 yards.

DECEMBER 30 — Running back Bobby Humphrey finishes the season with 1,202 rushing yards, becoming one of just 10 
backs to rush for over 1,000 yards in each of their first two NFL seasons. Mike Horan leads the NFL in gross punting aver- 
age (44.4) and net punting average (38.9).The Broncos also boast the NFL’s kickoff return leader in Kevin Clark, who posts 
a 25.3-yard average.

FEBRUARY 3 — Safeties Steve Atwater and Dennis Smith, along with running back Bobby Humphrey, appear in the AFC- 
NFC Pro Bowl game in Honolulu, Hawaii. It is the first appearance each for Atwater and Humphrey. JULY 27 — The Broncos 
lose 14-3 to Detroit in the Hall of Fame Game played in Canton, Ohio. Former Broncos assistant coach Stan Jones is induct- 
ed into the Hall of Fame. SEPTEMBER 1 — Denver records its biggest opening day win ever with a 45-14 pounding of 
Cincinnati. DECEMBER 8 — A 17-7 win at Cleveland clinches a playoff berth for the Broncos. DECEMBER 22 — Denver 
closes out the regular season at 12-4 and wins the AFC West title for the fifth time in eight years.

Denver is also named a participant in 
American Bowl ‘92, to be played in Berlin. AUGUST 15 — The Broncos lose to the Miami Dolphins, 31-27, in American 
Bowl ‘92 in Berlin’s Olympic Stadium. DECEMBER 28 — Denver Broncos President Pat Bowlen announces that the fran- 
chise will not renew the contract of Dan Reeves, thus creating a coaching vacancy in Denver for the first time since 1981.

The Wild Card Playoff Game marks Denver’s ninth nationally tele- 
vised game of the 1993 season, bringing the Broncos’ eight-year total (1986-93) to 84 national television dates. FEBRU- 
ARY 6 — The Broncos are represented in the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl game by quarterback John Elway, tight end Shannon 
Sharpe, linebacker Karl Mecklenburg, and safeties Steve Atwater and Dennis Smith. MARCH — The Broncos and Raiders 
are named to oppose each other in an American Bowl ‘94 Game in Barcelona. The Broncos thus join San Francisco as the 
only two teams to have been asked to represent the NFL in London, Tokyo, Berlin, and Barcelona.

JANUARY 31 — Mike Shanahan is hired as the 11th head coach in Broncos history. Shanahan, a Denver assistant coach 
from 1984-87 and 1989-91, signed a seven-year contract as head coach after spending the previous three years in San 
Francisco, where he served as offensive coordinator. FEBRUARY 5 — The Broncos are represented in the annual AFC-NFC 
Pro Bowl by safety Steve Atwater, quarterback John Elway and offensive tackle Gary Zimmerman. Tight end Shannon

‘95 Game in Tokyo, joining the 49ers and Dallas as the only NFL teams to participate in five American Bowl Games. MAY

DECEMBER 10 — Broncos running back/kick returner Glyn Milburn tallies an 
NFL-record 404 all-purpose yards (131 rushing, 45 receiving, 133 KOR, 95 PR) in a 31-27 loss to Seattle at Mile High 
Stadium . DECEMBER 24 — The Broncos close the season with a 31-28 win at Oakland and post franchise single-season 
records in seven different offensive categories: points scored (388), total yards (6,040), average gain per play (5.70), aver- 
age gain per rush (4.53), touchdown passes (27, tie), passing yards (4,045) and first downs passing (205).

FEBRUARY 4 — Denver is represented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by safety Steve Atwater, kicker Jason 
Elam, running back/kick returner Glyn Milburn, wide receiver Anthony Miller and tight end Shannon Sharpe. Tackle Gary 
Zimmerman was selected but does not play because of injury. OCTOBER 20 — Terrell Davis sets a franchise record with 194 
rushing yards in a 45-34 win over the Baltimore Ravens. DECEMBER 1 — The Broncos win the AFC West and clinch homefield 
advantage for the playoffs with a 34-7 win over Seattle. The win is also Denver’s ninth consecutive, marking the second-longest 
streak in franchise history. DECEMBER 15 — John Elway becomes the winningest quarterback in NFL history with a 24-19 defeat 
of Oakland, the 126th of his career. The win also secures a perfect 8-0 home record for the season for just the second time in 
franchise history.

FEBRUARY 2 — Denver is represented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in 
Honolulu by safety Tyrone Braxton, running back Terrell Davis, defensive tackle Michael Dean Perry, linebacker Bill 
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Romanowski, tight end Shannon Sharpe and defensive end Alfred Williams. Safety Steve Atwater, quarterback John Elway 
and tackle Gary Zimmerman also are selected but do not play in the game because of injury. FEBRUARY 4 — The Broncos 
unveil new uniforms featuring the traditional Broncos orange with a navy blue, and a new helmet logo that features a pow- 
erful, dynamic Bronco. MARCH — The Broncos are selected to face Miami in an American Bowl ‘97 contest in Mexico City, 
Mexico. The appearance marks the Broncos’ sixth in an American Bowl, tying the club with San Francisco for most in the 
NFL since American Bowl games began being played in 1985. AUGUST 4 — Denver and Miami meet in Mexico City, 
Mexico, in an American Bowl ‘97 contest won by the Dolphins, 38-19, at Estadio Guillermo Canedo. SEPTEMBER 21 — 
Running back Terrell Davis sets a franchise single-game record by rushing for 215 yards in a 38-20 win over Cincinnati at 
Mile High Stadium. OCTOBER 6 — Denver defeats New England 34-13 in a Monday night battle of the league’s two remain- 
ing unbeatens, representing the furthest into a season that two undefeated teams have met on Monday Night Football. 
OCTOBER 26 — The Broncos defeat the Bills 23-20 in overtime at Buffalo’s Rich Stadium, a mere 15 hours after arriving 
in Buffalo due to a severe snowstorm that dumped more than a foot of snow on the Denver area with drifts piled several 
feet higher in some areas. The Broncos’ chartered flight leaves Denver 10 hours late at 8 p.m. (MT) Saturday, Oct. 25, after 
an ordeal that involves numerous players’ vehicles being stranded in snowdrifts trying to reach the team buses at Broncos 
headquarters. Several players make their way to headquarters by way of snowmobiles after being picked up by citizens. 
NOVEMBER 2 — John Elway sets two milestones and earns AFC Offensive Player of the Week honors on this day as the 
Broncos defeat Seattle 30-27 at Mile High Stadium. With 252 passing yards, Elway moves past Fran Tarkenton into second 
place all-time in NFL passing yardage, and his 276 total yards make him just the third player in NFL history to top the 
50,000-yard plateau. NOVEMBER 9 — Cornerback Darrien Gordon ties an NFL record by returning two punts for touch- 
downs in the same quarter, a feat previously accomplished just twice in NFL history. DECEMBER 21 — Denver closes its 
regular season with a 38-3 victory over San Diego to secure its second consecutive undefeated regular season at home, 
becoming only the third NFL team to do so since the schedule expanded to 16 games in 1978. The Broncos set new fran- 
chise records by posting nine double-digit victories in one season and scoring more than 30 points in nine different games. 
DECEMBER 27 — The Broncos defeat Jacksonville 42-17 in an AFC Wild Card Game at Mile High Stadium to record their 
first playoff victory since Jan. 4, 1992. In the game, Denver sets club postseason records for rushing yards (310), total 
yards (511), rushing attempts ( 49), points in a quarter (21; 4th quarter), total points (42), first downs (28), rushing first 
downs (18) and third-down efficiency (75%). Terrell Davis rushes for a club postseason record 184 yards and is comple- 
mented by Derek Loville’s 103 yards rushing, making Denver just the third team in NFL postseason history to post two 100- 
yard rushers in the same game. Instrumental in the performance is the offensive line, which, as a unit, is named NFL

14-10 in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game at Kansas City’s Arrowhead Stadium. JANUARY 11 — The Broncos win their fifth 
AFC Championship by topping the Steelers 24-21 at Pittsburgh’s Three Rivers Stadium. The win makes Denver just the fifth 
Wild Card team to advance to the Super Bowl since the Wild Card format was adopted in 1970. JANUARY 25 — The 
Broncos claim their first World Championship with a 31-24 victory over defending champion Green Bay in Super Bowl 
XXXII at Qualcomm Stadium in San Diego. The Broncos become the first team from the American Football Conference in 
14 years to win the Super Bowl and only the second Wild Card team ever to do so. Running back Terrell Davis sets a Super 
Bowl record with three rushing touchdowns to claim the Pete Rozelle Award as the game’s Most Valuable Player. Davis fin- 
ishes with 157 yards rushing and ties the Super Bowl record for total touchdowns (3) and points scored (18). JANUARY 
27 — An estimated 650,000 fans gather in downtown Denver for a victory parade and rally to honor the World Champion 
Denver Broncos. The parade follows a route along 17th street, from Wynkoop to Broadway, and then along Broadway for 
several blocks before working its way to the steps of the Denver City and County Building, where a rally is held. Broncos 
owner Pat Bowlen, head coach Mike Shanahan, quarterback John Elway, running back Terrell Davis, Colorado Governor 
Roy Romer and Denver Mayor Wellington Webb address the sea of Broncos fans who pack the grounds in front of the 
stage, and Elway and Davis are honored with street signs bearing their names. FEBRUARY 1 — The Broncos are repre- 
sented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by running back Terrell Davis, center Tom Nalen, tight end Shannon 
Sharpe and defensive end Neil Smith. Quarterback John Elway also is selected but opts not to play in the game due to injury. 
APRIL 22 — Colorado Governor Roy Romer signs into law SB 171, a bill authorizing voters to decide upon a ballot issue 
that would appropriate tax money to partially fund a new football stadium in Denver. JUNE 5 — Broncos players and coach- 
es receive their Super Bowl rings in a private ceremony at team headquarters. JUNE 16 — The Denver Broncos travel to 
Washington, D.C., for a special ceremony in which they are honored by President Bill Clinton at the White House for their 
victory in Super Bowl XXXII. Terrell Davis delivers to the President a Broncos jersey number “1” with “Clinton” on the back. 
SEPTEMBER 21 — The Denver Broncos and San Diego Chargers are selected to play the first NFL game in Australia, an 
American Bowl ‘99 contest on Sunday, Aug. 8, at Stadium Australia at Homebush Bay in Sydney. OCTOBER 25 — Broncos 
kicker Jason Elam ties a 28-year old NFL record by making a 63-yard field-goal attempt vs. Jacksonville at Mile High 
Stadium. The record-tying kick comes in the final seconds of the first half in a game won by the Broncos, 37-24. NOVEM- 
BER 3 — Denver-area voters approve a ballot issue to appropriate tax money to partially fund a new football stadium in 
Denver. The Broncos would begin play in the new stadium at the beginning of the 2001 season. NOVEMBER 22 — Broncos 
quarterback John Elway becomes just the second player in NFL history to compile 50,000 yards passing during a career, 
joining Miami’s Dan Marino. Elway reaches the plateau on a 5-yard completion to wide receiver Willie Green in the first 
quarter of a 40-14 win over Oakland at Mile High Stadium. NOVEMBER 29 — The Broncos clinch the AFC West division 
title for the ninth time in franchise history with a 31-16 win at San Diego. DECEMBER 6 — The Broncos tie an NFL record 
by winning their 18th game in a row (regular and postseason combined) with a 35-31 comeback defeat of Kansas City at 
Mile High Stadium. The win also gave the Broncos a 13-0 record to begin the season. DECEMBER 27 — The Broncos close 
the regular season with a 14-2 record, best in franchise history, by virtue of a 28-21 win over Seattle. It marks the third 
consecutive season in which the club went undefeated at home as it joins just three other teams in NFL history to accom- 
plish the feat and becomes the first to do so since the 16-game schedule was instituted in 1978. In the game, Terrell Davis 
rushes for 178 yards to finish with 2,008 for the season and 6,413 for his career, overtaking Floyd Little (6,323) as the 
Club’s all-time leading rusher. He becomes just the fourth player in NFL history to rush for more than 2,000 yards in a sea- 
son, joining Eric Dickerson (2,105 in 1984), Barry Sanders (2,053 in 1997) and O.J. Simpson (2,003 in 1973), and also 
sets Broncos single-season records for rushing attempts (392), rushing touchdowns (21), touchdowns (23), points scored 
(138), total yards from scrimmage (2,225) and 100-yard games (11). Davis is named NFL Most Valuable Player by the 
Associated Press and is a unanimous All-NFL selection along with tight end Shannon Sharpe. The Broncos set franchise 
single-season records for rushing touchdowns (26), passing touchdowns (32), total touchdowns (62), points scored 
(501), first downs (347), rushing yards (2,468), total yards (6,092), highest average gain per play (5.9), PATS made (58) 
and attempted (59) and punting average (46.2).

JANUARY 9 — Denver defeats Miami 38-3 in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game at Mile High Stadium to win its fifth con- 
secutive postseason contest. It is Denver’s largest winning margin in the postseason, and the team sets postseason defen- 
sive records for rushing yards (14), rushing average (1.1) and points (3) allowed. Terrell Davis’ 199 rushing yards represent 
the fourth-highest single-game total in NFL postseason history. JANUARY 17 — Denver defeats the New York Jets 23-10 in 
the AFC Championship Game at Mile High Stadium to reserve its sixth Super Bowl trip, an AFC record. JANUARY 31 — 
Denver defeats Atlanta 34-19 in Super Bowl XXXIII at Pro Player Stadium in Miami, Fla., to claim its second consecutive 
World Championship. Denver becomes just the sixth franchise in league history to win back-to-back Super Bowls, joining 
Green Bay (Super Bowls | and II), Miami (VII and VIII), Pittsburgh (IX and X; XIIl and XIV), San Francisco (XXIII and XXIV) 
and Dallas (XXVII and XXVIII). John Elway is named Most Valuable Player of Super Bowl XXXIII, passing for 336 yards and 
a touchdown, and rushing for another score. Terrell Davis (102 yds.) sets an NFL record by rushing for 100 yards in his sev- 
enth consecutive postseason contest, and fullback Howard Griffith rushes for two touchdowns. Rod Smith’s 80-yard touch- 
down reception from Elway stands as the second-longest play from scrimmage in Super Bowl history and defensive tackle 
Mike Lodish sets an NFL record by playing in his sixth Super Bowl (4 with Buffalo, 2 with Denver). Cornerback Darrien 
Gordon’s 108 yards on two interception returns establish a Super Bowl record and also make him the Super Bowl career 
leader for interception-return yards. FEBRUARY 1 — The Broncos return to Denver from Miami and are greeted by an esti- 
mated 375,000 fans lining a parade route that takes the team through downtown, along Broadway, to a rally at Civic Center 
Park. From the steps of the Denver City and County Building, Broncos players and coaches thank the fans for their support 
and share the victory with them. Broncos owner Pat Bowlen, head coach Mike Shanahan, quarterback John Elway, running 
back Terrell Davis, Colorado Governor Bill Owens and Denver Mayor Wellington Webb address the crowd. FEBRUARY 7 — 
The Broncos are represented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by a franchise-record 10 players—safety Steve 
Atwater, running back Terrell Davis, kicker Jason Elam, quarterback John Elway, tackle Tony Jones, wide receiver Ed 
McCaffrey, center Tom Nalen, linebacker Bill Romanowski, guard Mark Schlereth and tight end Shannon Sharpe. Davis and 
Sharpe are unable to play in the game due to injury. APRIL 10 — Chinese Premier Zhu Rongji visits the Paul D. Bowlen 
Memorial Broncos Centre as part of a nine-day U.S. tour to promote trade with China. The Premier requested the visit as 
one of the highlights of his trip, and said, “It is a pleasure to visit the home of the Broncos. They are the champions of 
American football.” MAY 2 — John Elway announces his retirement in a press conference at the Inverness Hotel and Golf 
Club in Englewood. JUNE 6 — Broncos players, coaches and staff receive their Super Bowl rings in a private ceremony fol- 
lowed by a party at the Broadmoor in Colorado Springs, Colo. AUGUST 7 — Denver defeats San Diego 20-17 in American 
Bowl ‘99 at Stadium Australia, in Sydney, Australia, site of the 2000 Summer Olympics. It is the first NFL game played on 
the Australian continent. SEPTEMBER 13 — John Elway is inducted into the Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in a ceremony 
held at halftime of Denver’s season-opening Monday night game vs. Miami. He is the 16th inductee into the prestigious 
group — the first since 1993 (Louis Wright) — and the first for whom the traditional five-year waiting period is waived. 
Elway’s familiar No. 7 is also retired on this night, assuring that the number he wore for 16 brilliant seasons will never be 
worn again by a Bronco. SEPTEMBER 26 — Broncos tight end Shannon Sharpe becomes the leading receiver in franchise 
history, catching five passes for 39 yards against Tampa Bay at Raymond James Stadium to surpass the previous standards 
held by Lionel Taylor (543-6,872).

Jets at Mile High Stadium. Elam’s seven points (2 field goals, 1 PAT) raise his career total to 748 points. OCTOBER 17 — 
Denver has two players post 100 or more receiving yards in the same game for the first time in franchise history as Byron 
Chamberlain (123 yards) and Ed McCaffrey (116) both top the century mark in Denver's 31-10 defeat of Green at Mile High 
Stadium. DECEMBER 19 — Denver linebacker Glenn Cadrez returns a fumble 37 yards for a touchdown in overtime to lift 
the Broncos over the Seattle Seahawks, 36-30. It is just the second overtime game in NFL history to be decided by a fum- 
ble return for a touchdown. In the contest, Jason Elam became the franchise's all-time leader in successful PATs and 
attempted field goals, passing Jim Turner in both categories.

JANUARY 2 — Running back Olandis Gary sets franchise rookie rushing record by finishing the 1999 season with 1,159 
yards on 276 carries. Also, wide receiver Rod Smith tops the 1,000-yard receiving mark for the third consecutive season— 
a franchise record—and rookie return man Chris Watson sets a franchise single-season record for kickoff returns (48) in 
Denver’s season-finale vs. San Diego at Mile High Stadium. FEBRUARY 6 — The Broncos are represented at the annual 
AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by center Tom Nalen, defensive tackle Trevor Pryce and fullback/special teams player Detron 
Smith. MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2000, leading to an anticipated 
31st consecutive season of sellouts at Mile High Stadium. SEPTEMBER 10 — The Broncos begin their final season of play 
at Mile High Stadium with a 42-14 win over Atlanta before a crowd of 75,466 in the home opener. SEPTEMBER 17 — 
Broncos rookie running back Mike Anderson becomes just the ninth player in NFL history to rush for more than 100 yards 
in each of his first two NFL games, picking up 187 in a win at Oakland. He had 131 the previous week vs. Atlanta. NOVEM- 
BER 13 — Denver defeats Oakland 27-24 in the final Monday Night Football game at Mile High Stadium on a 41-yard field 
goal by Jason Elam as time expired. Overall, the Broncos were 16-6 in the 22 Monday night games played at Mile High 
from 1973-2000. NOVEMBER 19 — The Broncos improve to 7-4 with the second-largest fourth-quarter comeback in fran- 
chise history, overcoming a 34-17 deficit to beat the San Diego Chargers 38-37. Quarterback Gus Frerotte, replacing the 
injured Brian Griese, broke Frank Tripucka’s 38-year-old franchise passing record (447) with 462 passing yards and tied 
the team record with five touchdown passes. DECEMBER 3 — Mike Anderson rushes for 251 yards in a 38-23 win at New 
Orleans to set an all-time NFL rookie rushing record for a single game. He also broke the franchise single-game rushing 
mark by posting the fourth best rushing day by any player in NFL history, and set a Broncos record with four touchdowns 
in the game. Jason Elam also set an NFL record, converting his 304th consecutive point-after attempt, breaking Norm 
Johnson’s previous record of 303. DECEMBER 23 — The Broncos play their final game ever at Mile High Stadium, defeat- 
ing San Francisco 38-9 before the second-largest crowd in the stadium’s history, 76,098. It was the largest crowd ever for 
a Broncos regular season game, and those in attendance were treated to an outstanding performance from the home team 
on this historic day. The Broncos set franchise single-season records for passing yards (4,243) and total yards (6,554) with 
the latter figure ranking fifth in NFL history. Ed McCaffrey and Rod Smith each hit the 100-catch mark for the season— 
becoming just the second pair of teammates to do so in the same season in NFL history—with McCaffrey (101) breaking 
Lionel Taylor’s 39-year old franchise record (100) while Smith ties it. Smith shatters the club record with 1,602 receiving 
yards for the season. Running back Mike Anderson sets franchise rookie rushing records with 1,487 yards and 15 touch- 
downs for the season.

FEBRUARY 4 — The Broncos are represented at the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by quarterback Brian Griese, 
center Tom Nalen, defensive tackle Trevor Pryce and wide receiver Rod Smith. Griese and Nalen are unable to play because 
of injuries. MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2001, leading to an antici- 
pated 32nd consecutive season of home sellouts, in their first season at INVESCO Field at Mile High. AUGUST 25 — The 
Broncos play their first preseason game at INVESCO Field at Mile High vs. the New Orleans Saints, winning 31-24. SEP- 
TEMBER 10 — The Broncos officially christen INVESCO Field at Mile High with a season-opening 31-20 win over the New 
York Giants on Monday Night Football. The game is marred only by the broken left leg suffered by wide receiver Ed 
McCaffrey and further put out of the spotlight the next morning by the terrorist attacks on the United States. SEPTEMBER 
23 — Wide receiver Rod Smith sets a team record with 14 receptions in a 38-17 win at Arizona. OCTOBER 7 — Cornerback 
Deltha O’Neal ties an NFL record by becoming the 18th player in league history (19th time) to intercept four passes in one 
game in Denver’s 20-6 defeat of Kansas City at INVESCO Field at Mile High. He joins former Broncos Austin “Goose” 
Gonsoulin (1960) and Willie Brown (1964) on that list. NOVEMBER 5 — Kicker Jason Elam becomes one of just 30 play- 
ers in NFL history to score 1,000 career points, converting four field goals in a 38-28 loss at Oakland on Monday Night 
Football. His second field goal also accounts for the 20,000th point scored in the history of Monday Night Football. NOVEM- 
BER 22 — The Broncos defeat the Dallas Cowboys 26-24 at Texas Stadium on Thanksgiving Day, marking the club’s first 
Thanksgiving Day appearance since 1990.

JANUARY 28 — Ted Sundquist is promoted to general manager after six years as director of college scouting. FEBRU- 
ARY 4 — The Broncos are represented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by tight end Dwayne Carswell, kicker 
Jason Elam, linebacker/special teams player lan Gold, cornerback Deltha O’Neal, defensive tackle Trevor Pryce, wide receiv- 
er Rod Smith and linebacker Al Wilson. Pryce and Smith are unable to play because of injuries. MAY — The Broncos con- 
clude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2002, leading to an anticipated 33rd consecutive season of home 
sellouts. OCTOBER 20 — Tight end Shannon Sharpe sets an NFL record for a tight end and a franchise receiving record 
with 214 receiving yards on 13 receptions, including two touchdowns, in Denver's 37-34 come-from-behind overtime win 
at Kansas City. DECEMBER 15 — Rookie running back Clinton Portis ties a Broncos record by becoming just the second 
player in franchise history to score four touchdowns in a game. He scores three times by rush and once receiving in 
Denver’s 31-24 win over Kansas City at INVESCO Field at Mile High. DECEMBER 29 — Running back Clinton Portis clos- 
es his rookie season with a 228-yard rushing effort in a win vs. Arizona at INVESCO Field at Mile High to finish the season 
with a franchise rookie-record 1,508 rushing yards, the fifth-best rushing season by a rookie in NFL history. His 228 rush- 
ing yards tie for the best effort in the NFL in 2002 and tie for the fourth-most by a rookie in a single game in NFL history. 
Additionally, Portis’ two touchdowns on the day give him 17 for the season (15 rushing, 2 receiving), tied for third-most 
by a rookie in NFL history. For the season, he also posts the second-best yards-per-carry average (5.52) for a rookie in 
league history.

JANUARY 7 — Running back Clinton Portis is named NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year by the Associated Press. He is 
the third Bronco to be named either offensive or defensive Rookie of the Year, joining running back Mike Anderson (2000) 
and linebacker Mike Croel (1991). JANUARY 20 — Larry Coyer is promoted from linebackers coach to defensive coordi- 
nator. FEBRUARY 2 — The Broncos are represented in the annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by defensive end Trevor 
Pryce and linebacker Al Wilson. MARCH 17 — The Broncos announce that the club will hold training camp in 2003 at its 
permanent facility in Dove Valley in suburban Denver after 21 years at the University of Northern Colorado in Greeley. APRIL 
18 — Construction begins at the Broncos’ Dove Valley training complex on a third outdoor practice field, to feature a 
FieldTurf™ artificial surface. MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2003, lead- 
ing to an anticipated 34th consecutive season of home sellouts. JUNE 10 — Crews begin to install FieldTurf™ surface on 
new third practice field, initiating a two-week installation process. JULY 24 — The Broncos open training camp at the Paul 
D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre, the first training camp to be held at the team’s permanent training facility in subur- 
ban Denver. NOVEMBER 16 — Wide receiver Rod Smith returns a punt 65 yards for a touchdown vs. San Diego. Coupled 
with Deltha O’Neal’s 57-yard punt return for a score in the Broncos previous game vs. New England (Nov. 3), the Broncos 
become the first team in NFL history to have a different player return a punt for a touchdown in back-to-back games. 
DECEMBER 14 — Jason Elam scores his 1,300th career point, reaching that milestone in fewer games than any player in 
NFL history (170). DECEMBER 21 — The Broncos defeat Indianapolis 31-17 at the RCA Dome in an ESPN-televised Sunday 
night game to clinch the organization’s first playoff berth since the 2000 season. In the game, Rod Smith passes Terrell 
Davis (8,887 yards) for the most career total yards from scrimmage by a Bronco, and Shannon Sharpe passes Henry Ellard 
(814) for ninth place on the all-time NFL receptions list.

JANUARY 31 — John Elway is elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in his first year of eligibility, becoming the first 
Bronco in the Hall to have played his entire career with the team. Elway joins Bob Brown, Carl Eller and Barry Sanders in the 
Hall of Fame’s Class of 2004 with enshrinement scheduled for Aug. 8. FEBRUARY 8 — The Broncos are represented in the 
annual AFC-NFC Pro Bowl in Honolulu by center Tom Nalen, running back Clinton Portis and linebacker Al Wilson. MID-FEB- 
RUARY — Construction begins on a $4 million renovation and expansion project to upgrade the team’s headquarters, the 
Paul D. Bowlen Memorial Broncos Centre, in suburban Denver. Included in the project is a new strength and conditioning 
center that houses the team’s weight room, an indoor conditioning area and a new home for the field-maintenance depart- 
ment. The new weight room is approximately 9,000 square feet in size, nearly three times the size of the previous weight 
room. Also included in the renovation projected is an expanded training room and a cafeteria that seats approximately 120. 
MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2004, leading to an anticipated 35th con- 
secutive season of home sellouts. JULY — The $4 million renovation and expansion of the team’s permanent training facil- 
ity is completed in time for the opening of training camp. SEPTEMBER 24 — Mike Shanahan becomes one of an elite group 
of coaches to post 100 total wins in their first 10 seasons with one club with Denver’s 23-13 triumph over San Diego. OCTO- 
BER 10 — Reuben Droughns’ 193 rushing yards against Carolina mark the most by a Broncos player in his first start at run- 
ning back and the ninth-highest regular-season game total in franchise history (10th most in any game). NOVEMBER 7 — 
After a three-catch, 29-yard, one-touchdown performance against Houston, wide receiver Rod Smith passes Shannon 
Sharpe to become the franchise leader in receptions and touchdown receptions passing Sharpe’s totals of 675 and 55, 
respectively. DECEMBER 5 — Kicker Jason Elam, in his 184th outing, against San Diego becomes the fastest NFL player to 
eclipse the 1,400-point plateau, reaching the milestone faster than Nick Lowery’s mark of 203 contests. DECEMBER 25 — 
On Christmas night, the Broncos defeat the Tennessee Titans 37-16 in Nashville, earning Shanahan his 100th regular-sea- 
son win as Broncos head coach.

JANUARY 2 — Quarterback Jake Plummer brings his final season passing yards total to a franchise-record 4,089 yards 
in the regular-season finale against Indianapolis. In the same game, he ties John Elway’s franchise record with 27 touchdown 
passes in a single season. Linebacker D.J. Williams becomes the first rookie in franchise history to lead the team in tackles 
with 114. The Broncos’ offense yields a franchise-low 15.0 sacks, marking the third-fewest in the NFL for the year. The team 
earns its second consecutive trip to the postseason. FEBRUARY 13 — Newcomers John Lynch and Champ Bailey both play 
in the Pro Bowl. MARCH — The renovation of the locker room at the team’s headquarters, the Paul D. Bowlen Memorial 
Broncos Centre, is complete. MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2005, lead- 
ing to an anticipated 36th consecutive season of home sellouts. SEPTEMBER 26 — Wide receiver Rod Smith becomes the 
first undrafted player in NFL history to reach 10,000 career receiving yards with a 19-yard catch from Jake Plummer in the 
third quarter of ahome Monday Night Football game against the Chiefs. OCTOBER 16 — The Broncos tie an NFL record by 
not committing a turnover for the fourth consecutive game during their victory against New England. NOVEMBER 24 — Jake 
Plummer’s streak of consecutive passes without an interception ends at 229 attempts with a second-quarter interception at 
Dallas in the Broncos’ 24-21 overtime win against the Cowboys on Thanksgiving Day. Plummer’s 229 attempts without an 
interception lasted eight complete games and 34 quarters and was the fourth-longest in the NFL since 1996. DECEMBER 11 
— Mike Shanahan becomes the Broncos’ all-time leader in career victories, collecting his 118th career win with Denver's 12- 
10 win against Baltimore at INVESCO Field at Mile High. Champ Bailey records an interception for the fifth consecutive game, 
Setting a franchise record. DECEMBER 17 — With a win at Buffalo, the Broncos clinch a playoff berth for the third consecu- 
tive season, tying for the longest streak of consecutive postseason appearances in franchise history. DECEMBER 24 — The 
Broncos defeat the Oakland Raiders 22-3 on Dec. 24 at INVESCO Field at Mile High to post a perfect home record (8-0) for 
the fifth time in team history. The win also clinched the club’s 10th division title and first since the 1998 season as well as 
the No. 2 seed in the AFC Playoffs. DECEMBER 31 — Denver concludes the regular season with a 23-7 win at San Diego, 
putting the team’s record at 13-3 to tie for the second-most wins in a season in franchise history. The Broncos finish the year 
with their second consecutive No. 5 NFL ranking in overall offense (360.4 ypg.) and post the second-highest rushing total 
(2,539 yds.) in club annals. Denver's run defense ranks second in the NFL (85.2 ypg.) and records the third-best single-sea- 
son mark in team history. The Broncos finish the year ranked second in the NFL with a +20 turnover ratio and set a franchise 
record with a league-low 16 giveaways. Wide receiver Rod Smith totals his eighth 1,000-yard receiving season (1,105 yds.). 
The Broncos become only the third team in NFL history to have two 900-yard rushers (Mike Anderson, Tatum Bell), a 1,000- 
yard receiver (Rod Smith) and a 3,000-yard passer (Jake Plummer) in the same season.

JANUARY 14 — The Broncos defeat the Patriots 27-13 in an AFC Divisional Playoff Game to mark the club’s first post- 
season victory at INVESCO Field at Mile High and propel the team to the AFC Championship Game. The win, which was 
Denver’s first in the postseason since defeating Atlanta to capture Super Bowl XXXIII on Jan. 31, 1999, ended the Patriots’ 
NFL-record 10-game postseason winning streak and halted the title hopes of the two-time defending Super Bowl champions. 
Kicker Jason Elam becomes Denver’s all-time postseason leader in points and field goals against the Patriots. In addition, the 
win gave Head Coach Mike Shanahan more postseason victories (8) than any coach in Broncos history. JANUARY 22 — The 
Broncos host the Steelers in the AFC Championship Game at INVESCO Field at Mile High but lose 34-17, marking the club’s 
first home loss in a conference championship game (4-1). FEBRUARY 12 — Cornerback Champ Bailey, safety John Lynch, 
wide receiver Rod Smith and linebacker Al Wilson play in the Pro Bowl. Quarterback Jake Plummer was selected to play in 
the all-star game as an alternate but was unable to participate due to an injury. FEBRUARY 22 — The Broncos extended the 
contract of General Manager Ted Sundquist through the 2008 season with an option for the 2009 campaign. APRIL 29 — On 
the first day of the 2006 NFL Draft, the Broncos acquire the 11th overall pick from St. Louis (in exchange for the 15th over- 
all pick and a 2006 third-round choice) and select highly touted Vanderbilt quarterback Jay Cutler. MAY — The Broncos con- 
clude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2006, leading to an anticipated 37th consecutive season of home 
sellouts. SEPTEMBER 10 — In the Broncos’ season opener at St. Louis, wide receiver Rod Smith becomes the 15th player 
in NFL history to record 800 career receptions. OCTOBER 9 — Head Coach Mike Shanahan coaches his 200th career regu- 
lar Season game against Baltimore on Monday Night Football as the Broncos defeat the Ravens 13-3. Shanahan’s 125 wins 
through his first 200 games tie for the third most by a coach in the Super Bowl era (since 1966). OCTOBER 22 — By allow- 
ing only one touchdown in its 17-7 win at Cleveland, Denver becomes the first team since the 1934 Detroit Lions to allow 
two or fewer touchdowns through its first six games of a season. NOVEMBER 5 — The Broncos play their 700th all-time reg- 
ular season game at Pittsburgh and defeat the Steelers 31-20. NOVEMBER 23 — The Broncos visit the Chiefs on 
Thanksgiving Night in the first-ever game broadcast live by NFL Network but suffer a 19-10 loss to Kansas City. NOVEMBER 
27 — Rookie Jay Cutler is named the Broncos’ starting quarterback by Head Coach Mike Shanahan at a Monday press con- 
ference, replacing Jake Plummer. DECEMBER 3 — Jay Cutler makes the first start of his career in a Sunday Night Football 
game against Seattle at INVESCO Field at Mile High. He completes 10-of-21 passes for 143 yards with two touchdowns and 
two interceptions as Denver loses to the Seahawks, 23-20. DECEMBER 24 — With two touchdown passes against Cincinnati, 
Jay Cutler becomes the first rookie in NFL history to throw multiple touchdown passes in each of his first four games. 
DECEMBER 31 — Denver concludes the regular season with a 26-23 overtime loss at home to San Francisco, ending the 
club’s three-year streak of advancing to the playoffs. The Broncos finish the year with a 9-7 record, marking their fifth con- 
secutive year with a winning record to tie for the longest such streak in franchise history. Cornerback Champ Bailey ties for 
the NFL lead with 10 interceptions, the second-highest total in franchise history, and leads the league with 11 takeaways as 
he finishes second in voting for NFL Defensive Player of the Year (Associated Press). Quarterback Jay Cutler posts the sec- 
ond-highest touchdown percentage (6.6) among NFL rookies since 1970 (min. 125 attempts). Running back Tatum Bell 
records the first 1,000-yard rushing season of his career with 1,025 rushing yards while running back Mike Bell posts the 
fourth-highest rushing total (677) by any undrafted rookie in the NFL since 1967. Kicker Jason Elam sets a franchise single- 
season record for field-goal accuracy (93.1%) by connecting on 27-of-29 attempts. Denver sets a franchise record for a 16- 
game season by committing only 67 penalties for a club all-time low of 478 yards.

JANUARY 1 — Cornerback Darrent Williams, a 2005 second-round draft choice by the Broncos, dies at age 24. The 
entire football team travels by charter flight to Fort Worth, Texas, to attend his funeral on January 6. FEBRUARY 10 — 
Cornerback Champ Bailey and safety John Lynch play in the Pro Bowl while linebacker Al Wilson, selected to the all-star 
game, does not play because of a thumb injury. FEBRUARY 24 — Running back Damien Nash, a second-year player who 
completed his first season with the Broncos in 2006, dies at age 24. A large contingent of his teammates attends his funer- 
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al in St. Louis on March 5. APRIL 10 — Broncos President and CEO Pat Bowlen is inducted into the Colorado Sports Hall 
of Fame. APRIL 12 — Broncos safety John Lynch is named winner of the National Football League Players Association’s 
Byron “Whizzer” White Award. MAY — The Broncos conclude season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2007, 
leading to an anticipated 38th consecutive season of home sellouts. SEPTEMBER 23 — Terrell Davis is inducted into the 
Denver Broncos Ring of Fame in a ceremony held at halftime of Denver’s game against Jacksonville. He is the 21st inductee 
into the prestigious group. NOVEMBER 19 — In front of a national television audience on Monday Night Football, the 
Broncos score four touchdowns of at least 40 yards (2 pass, 1 rush, 1 punt return) in the same game for the first time in 
club history en route to defeating Tennessee 34-20. DECEMBER 31 — The Broncos conclude their 2007 season with a 7- 
9 record following their 22-19 overtime victory at home against Minnesota. Denver’s 7-9 record ended its club-record tying 
seven-year streak of posting at least a .500 winning percentage. Kicker Jason Elam’s 30-yard field goal in overtime proves 
to be the game winner, making him the NFL's first kicker since the 1970 NFL merger to convert four game-winning walk- 
off field goals in the same year. Wide receiver Brandon Marshall totals his third 10-catch game (114 yds., 1 TD) in the last 
four weeks and finishes the year with the third-most receptions (102) by a second-year player in NFL history while post- 
ing the second and third-best respective single-season outputs for catches and receiving yards (1,325) by a Bronco in club 
annals. Selvin Young becomes the first undrafted player ever to lead Denver in rushing, posting the third-most rushing 
yards (729) by an undrafted rookie in NFL history.

JANUARY 11 — Joe Ellis is promoted to Chief Operating Officer for the Broncos. Ellis spent the previous 10 seasons 
as the Broncos’ Executive Vice President of Business Operations. FEBRUARY 2 — Tackle Gary Zimmerman is elected to 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame and joins John Elway as the second player who spent a primary portion of his career with the 
Broncos to be honored by the Hall. Zimmerman is joined in his class by Fred Dean, Darrell Green, Art Monk, Emmitt 
Thomas and Andre Tippett with enshrinement ceremonies scheduled for Aug. 2. FEBRUARY 10 — Cornerback Champ 
Bailey and safety John Lynch both start in the Pro Bowl with both players making their fourth consecutive all-star appear- 
ances. Bailey’s eight career Pro Bowl selections tie for the second most by a cornerback in NFL history while Lynch’s nine 
career all-star selections rank second among safeties in league annals. FEBRUARY 15 — Wide receiver Rod Smith, the 
Broncos’ all-time leading receiver who spent the entire 2007 campaign on the physically unable to perform list due to a hip 
injury, is placed on the reserve/retired list. FEBRUARY 19 — Bob Howsam, the founding owner of the Broncos who brought 
professional football to Denver, passes away. He helped form the American Football League in 1959 and also spearheaded 
the construction of Bears Stadium, which was later expanded to become Mile High Stadium. MAY 6 — Jim Goodman is 
promoted to Vice President of Football Operations/Player Personnel for the Broncos. MAY — The Broncos conclude sea- 
son ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2008, leading to an anticipated 39th consecutive season of home sellouts. 
SEPTEMBER 14 — In a 39-38 win over San Diego, the Broncos become just the third team in NFL history to give up the 
Opportunity for a tie and win a game with a two-point conversion. Wide receiver Brandon Marshall’s 18 receptions are a 
franchise record and tie for the second-highest single-game total in NFL history. NOVEMBER 6 — With their 34-30 come- 
back win at Cleveland on Thursday Night Football, the Broncos become just the second original AFL team to reach 400 
overall victories. DECEMBER 28 — Denver concludes the 2008 season with an 8-8 record following a 52-21 loss at San 
Diego in a game that decided the AFC West champion. Quarterback Jay Cutler’s 4,526 passing yards for the year were a 
Club single-season record and made him just the third player in league history with three years’ experience or less to reach 
the 4,500-yard passing mark. With 104 catches, wide receiver Brandon Marshall becomes just the second Bronco in club 
history with consecutive 100-reception outputs. Wide receiver Eddie Royal posts the second-most receptions (91) by a 
rookie in NFL history. The Broncos set a club record and tie for the NFL lead in fewest sacks allowed (12). DECEMBER 30 
— Mike Shanahan is relieved from his position as Executive Vice President of Football Operations/Head Coach of the 
Broncos. Shanahan guided Denver to consecutive Super Bowl victories in 1997-98 along with seven postseason berths and 
finished his 14-year head coaching career as the franchise’s all-time winningest coach with a 146-91 (.616) overall record.

JANUARY 12 — Josh McDaniels is introduced as the 12th head coach in Broncos history after spending eight seasons 
on the coaching staff of the New England Patriots, helping the club win three Super Bow! titles. FEBRUARY 8 — Quarterback 
Jay Cutler, wide receiver Brandon Marshall and center Casey Wiegmann play in the Pro Bowl. FEBRUARY 12 — Brian 
Xanders is promoted to general manager after spending the 2008 season as Denver’s assistant general manager. APRIL 2 
— The Broncos acquire quarterback Kyle Orton along with a first-round pick in 2009 and ‘10 as well as a third-round pick 
in ‘09 from the Bears in exchange for quarterback Jay Cutler and a fifth-round pick in ‘09. MAY — The Broncos conclude 
season ticket renewals and waiting list additions for 2009, leading to an anticipated 40th consecutive season of home sell- 
outs. MAY 12 — Tight end Shannon Sharpe is elected as the 22nd member of the Broncos Ring of Fame. SEPTEMBER 13 
— Denver kicks off its 50th season of professional football as one of eight original American league teams. With Denver 
trailing Cincinnati 7-6 with 28 seconds to play in their season opener, Kyle Orton’s pass intended for Brandon Marshall is 
tipped by a Bengals defender into the hands of Broncos wide receiver Brandon Stokley, who races 62 yards down the left 
sideline for the game-winning score. In all, the 87-yard touchdown marked the longest game-winning touchdown from 
scrimmage in the final minute of the fourth quarter of a game in NFL history. Josh McDaniels earns his first victory as an 
NFL head coach. SEPTEMBER 20 — Sharpe is inducted into the club’s Ring of Fame in a halftime ceremony during Denver's 
regular-season home opener against Cleveland. Outside linebacker/defensive end Elvis Dumervil ties a club record with four 
sacks against the Browns. OCTOBER 11 — The Broncos don their “throwback” uniforms from the 1960-61 seasons in a 
20-17 overtime win over New England: The team wore mustard gold jerseys with brown pants, vertically-striped brown and 
gold socks and brown helmets with numbers on the sides. OCTOBER 19 — Wide receiver Eddie Royal returns a kickoff (93 
yds.) and punt (71 yds.) for a touchdown in Denver's 34-23 win at San Diego to help the Broncos improve to 6-0 on the 
season. It marked just the 11th time in NFL history (6th since the merger) that a player accomplished that feat in a game. 
The 6-0 start tied McDaniels for the third best start by a rookie head coach since 1930 as he joined Red Miller (1977) as 
only the second head coach in Denver history to win his first six games with the club. DECEMBER 13 — Wide receiver 
Brandon Marshall sets an NFL record with 21 receptions (200 yds.) in a 28-16 loss at Indianapolis. DECEMBER 27 —

he Denver Broncos are notorious for having 

thunderstorms throughout the fall and win- 
ter—That is Thunder storming the field. Thunder is a 
purebred Arabian gelding that acts as the club’s mas- 
cot. Following every Denver Broncos touchdown, 
Thunder displays his impressive canter from one end 
zone to the other. 

Thunder, provided by Magness Racing Ventures of 
Denver, will be entering his seventh year during the 
Broncos’ 2010 campaign. Thunder took the reins as 
the Broncos’ mascot during a ceremony at the 
Sunday night game against the Kansas City Chiefs on 
Sept. 12, 2004. 

The original Thunder served as the Broncos’ mas- 
cot for 11 years before retiring at the start of the 
2004 campaign. His registered name was JB Kobask, 
but the stallion was given the “stage name” Thunder 
for his mascot duties. Thunder made his Mile High 
debut on Sept. 12, 1993, during a Broncos victory 
over the San Diego Chargers. In addition to his 
appearances at all Broncos home games, Thunder 
also appeared at Super Bowl XXXII in San Diego and 
XXXII in Miami. The original Thunder made regular —— 
appearances at events and community functions following his retirement. 

Thunder had been Sharon Magness Blake’s personal riding horse for five years before assuming the 
duties of Broncos mascot in 2004. 

Thunder is trained and ridden by Ann Judge-Wegener of Magness Racing Ventures. She is an 
accomplished equestrian.

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he Denver Broncos began a new era in 2001 when they took to the field in a new stadium, INVESCO 
Field at Mile High. Built adjacent to their previous home of 41 years, Mile High Stadium, the new sta- 
dium features first-class, state-of-the art amenities for the teams and fans alike. 

With seating capacity set at 76,125, INVESCO Field at Mile High is one of the largest stadiums in the 
National Football League. It includes 1.7 million square feet of space (approximately twice that of Mile High 
Stadium), providing the ultimate in comfort and convenience—including wider concourses, wider seats, 
more restrooms, elevators and escalators and full-service accommodations for people with disabilities. 

INVESCO Field at Mile High features 132 luxury suites on two levels as well as 8,800 club seats. It is 
highlighted by an emphasis on state-of-the-art technology while maintaining the traditional aspects of 
Mile High Stadium that gave the Broncos a decided home-field advantage over the years. Those fea- 
tures include the close proximity of the seats to the field as well as steel treads and risers that fans uti- 
lize to create the same deafening roar that characterized Mile High Stadium. 

The stadium was designed and built by Turner/Empire/Alvarado Construction and HNTB Architects in 
association with Fentress Bradburn Architects and Bertram A. Bruton Architects. Numerous Colorado 
companies and hundreds of professional designers, engineers and construction tradesmen were 
involved in the construction of the new state-of-the-art facility. 

Construction began during the summer of 1999, and official groundbreaking on the stadium was held 
on Aug. 17, 1999. The Broncos won the first game ever played in the new stadium, 31-24, over New 
Orleans on Aug. 25, 2001, in the preseason and won the first regular-season game, 31-20, at the facil- 
ity on Monday Night Football against the New York Giants on Sept. 10, 2001.

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he Denver Broncos played nearly all of their home games for the first 41 seasons of club history in 

one building. Known since 1969 as Mile High Stadium, the facility opened in 1948 as Bears Stadium 
for the Denver Bears of baseball’s old Western League with long range plans to utilize it for football as 
well. When Denver became a charter member of the American Football League in 1959, the south stands 
(8,100 seats) and portable east stands (9,616 seats) were added to give a capacity of 34,657 for football. 
The Broncos began play in 1960. 

After Denver voters turned down a stadium bond issue to build an all-purpose metropolitan stadium in 
1967, a non-profit group began a fundraising drive with the goal of purchasing the stadium for the city. In 
February 1968, the group bought the stadium from Rocky Mountain Empire Sports for $1.8 million and pre- 
Sented it to the city of Denver. A 16,000-seat upper deck was

The stadium 
held 63,532 for the 1976 season, halfway through the project. 

Bringing the stadium to its final capacity of 76,098 in 1986 was the construction of 60 penthouse suites 
atop the west stands. 

One of the unique aspects of Mile High Stadium was its movable east stands. The massive single section, 
when fully extended, formed a horseshoe configuration for football, and when retracted, was in position for 
baseball. The three-tiered struc- 
ture, measuring 535 feet in length, 
135 feet in height and 200 feet in 
depth, weighed nearly nine million 
pounds and was moved a distance 
of 145 feet between the two con- 
figurations. The move was facili- 
tated by a process involving a thin 
layer of water on which the struc- 
ture moved. Water was pumped 
onto more than 90,000 square 
feet of runways and formed a 
.003-inch sheet upon which the 
Stands rested. Hydraulic rams 
then pushed the stands forward at 
the rate of three feet per minute, 
making the move last somewhere 
around two hours.

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It’s a Rocky Mountain tradition: 850 KOA and the Denver Broncos. For the 41st 
/ consecutive season, Denver's 50,000-watt station serves as the flagship for the 
Denver Broncos game broadcast network. 

Dave Logan, who leads KOA’s broadcast crew as the play-by-play announcer, 
is in his 14th full season as voice of the Broncos following seven years as color 
analyst on the broadcasts. 

Logan’s background reads like an All-American dream. A Colorado native and 
1971 winner of The Denver Post Gold Helmet Award, he is one of two athletes 
(along with Dave Winfield) drafted by franchises in Major League Baseball, the 

Dave Logan NBA and the NFL. Logan chose the latter, starring for the Cleveland Browns from 
Play-by-Play 1976-83 and ascending into the top five of virtually every receiving category in the 
franchise’s record books. He played his final season in Denver in 1984. 

Since then, Logan has brought his love for sports and knowledge of the games to Colorado radio lis- 
teners as co-host of 850 KOA’s award-winning weekday afternoon talk show “The Ride Home” from 3- 
7 p.m. He was named 1997 Broadcast Citizen of the Year in Colorado and has been Colorado 
Sportscaster of the Year three times (1992-93 and ‘98). 

Logan also is one of the most accomplished prep football coaches in the country as he is one of just 
two coaches in history to lead three different schools to a state title at the highest classification (five 
championships total). He currently is the head coach at Mullen High School, where he enters his eighth 
year coaching the Mustangs in 2010. Mullen, which won back-to-back Class 5A State Championships 
from 2008-09, advanced to the state semifinals in Logan’s first year at the helm in 2003 and also won 
a State championship in 2004. He helped the school reach the state finals in 2005 and 2006 and the 
state semifinals in 2007. Additionally, Logan led Chatfield (2000-02) to a state title in 2001 and Arvada 
West (1993-99) to a title in 1997.

He has hosted various Broncos 
shows, including “Broncos Beat” and “Sports Extra with Terrell Davis” as well as 
Broncos pre and post-game shows and “The Mike Shanahan Show.” He is a con- 
tributor to the station’s pregame show, “Ford Countdown to Kickoff,” on Sunday 
mornings and “Arby’s All-Access” on Sunday nights, and he has co-hosted “John 
Lynch Live” and “Jay Cutler Live.” The Long Island University graduate worked in 
California and Washington before joining KCNC in Denver. 

Rivers, a Broncos fullback from 1991-96, has become a fixture in the Denver 
media landscape since arriving in Denver in 1991. He started with a weekly col- 
umn in the Rocky Mountain News as a rookie, which was supposed to be a four- 
week stint but turned into an eight-year relationship. Beginning in 1993, he 
served aS a guest host on several local television and radio shows, including 
“Broncos Beat,” “Sports Extra” and a weekly radio segment on 850 KOA called 
“Rolling with Rivers.” Rivers served as weekend sports anchor at KCNC from 
2006-2009, hosting Ford Countdown to Kickoff and contributing to other 
Broncos related programs. Rivers currently writes a weekly column for Pro 
Football Weekly, hosts a PBS show called “Global Agenda” and recently com- 
pleted his master’s degree in international studies at the University of Denver. 

Lombardi, a Denver native, has wanted to be a sportscaster since he was 10 
years old. He grew up on Denver’s west side in the shadow of Mile High Stadium. 

Reggie Rivers After interning for KCNC as a student, he later joined the station in June 1998. 
Color Commentary After graduating from Holy Family High School in Denver, Lombardi attended the 
University of Colorado at Boulder before graduating from Notre Dame in 1991. He 
began his broadcasting career in South Bend, Ind., before moving to Austin, 
Texas. The 19-time Emmy Award winner took a job in Phoenix before returning to 
his roots in Denver. Lombardi is the station’s lead sports anchor as well as a host 
of “Arby’s All-Access” and a contributor to “Ford Countdown to Kickoff.” He also 
has co-hosted “John Lynch Live” and “Jay Cutler Live.”

4. Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within the con- 
ference.

7. Best combined ranking among conference teams in points 
scored and points allowed. 
8. Best combined ranking among all teams in points scored and 
points allowed. 
9. Best net points in common games.

TO BREAK A TIE FOR THE WILD-CARD TEAM 
If it is necessary to break ties to determine the two Wild-Card 
clubs from each conference, the following steps will be taken. 
1. If the tied clubs are from the same division, apply division tie 
breaker. 
2. If the tied clubs are from different divisions, apply the follow- 
ing steps. 
Two Clubs 
1. Head-to-head, if applicable. 
2. Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within the con- 
ference. 
3. Best won-lost-tied percentage in common games, minimum of 
four. 
4. Strength of victory. 
5. Strength of schedule. 
6. Best combined ranking among conference teams in points 
scored and points allowed. 
7. Best combined ranking among all teams in points scored and 
points allowed. 
8. Best net points in conference games. 
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9. Best net points in all games. 

10. Best net touchdowns in all games. 

11. Coin toss. 

Three or More Clubs 

(Note: If two clubs remain tied after third or other clubs are elimi- 
nated, tie breaker reverts to step 1 of applicable two-club format.) 
1. Apply division tie breaker to eliminate all but the highest ranked 
club in each division prior to proceeding to step 2. The original 
seeding within a division upon application of the division tie break- 
er remains the same for all subsequent applications of the proce- 
dure that are necessary to identify the two Wild-Card participants. 
2. Head-to-head sweep. (Applicable only if one club has defeated 
each of the others or if one club has lost to each of the others.) 
3. Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within the con- 
ference. 

4. Best won-lost-tied percentage in common games, minimum of 
four. 

5. Strength of victory. 

6. Strength of schedule. 

7. Best combined ranking among conference teams in points 
scored and points allowed. 

8. Best combined ranking among all teams in points scored and 
points allowed. 

9. Best net points in conference games. 

10. Best net points in all games. 

11. Best net touchdowns in all games. 

12. Coin toss 


When the first Wild-Card team has been identified, the procedure is 
repeated to name the second Wild-Card, i.e., eliminate all but the 
highest-ranked club in each division prior to proceeding to step 2. 
In situations where three or more teams from the same division are 
involved in the procedure, the original seeding of the teams remains 
the same for subsequent applications of the tie breaker if the top- 
ranked team in that division qualifies for a Wild-Card berth. 


OTHER TIE-BREAKING PROCEDURES 
1. Only one club advances to the playoffs in any tie-breaking step. 
Remaining tied clubs revert to the first step of the applicable divi- 
sion or Wild-Card tie breakers. As an example, if two clubs 
remain tied in any tie-breaker step after all other clubs have been 
eliminated, the procedure reverts to step one of the two-club for- 
mat to determine the winner. When one club wins the tie breaker, 
all other clubs revert to step 1 of the applicable two-club or three- 
club format. 
2. In comparing division and conference records or records 
against common opponents among tied teams, the best won- 
lost-tied percentage is the deciding factor since teams may have 
played an unequal number of games. 
3. To determine home-field priority among division titlists, apply 
Wild-Card tie breakers. 
4. To determine home-field priority for Wild-Card qualifiers, apply 
division tie breakers (if teams are from the same division) or 
Wild-Card tie breakers (if teams are from different Divisions). 


TIE-BREAKING PROCEDURE FOR NFL DRAFT 
If two or more clubs are tied in the selection order, the strength- 
of-schedule tie breaker is applied, subject to the following excep- 
tions for playoff clubs: 
1. The Super Bowl winner is last and the Super Bowl loser next- 
to-last. 
2. Any non-Super Bowl playoff club involved in a tie shall be 
assigned priority within its segment below that of non-playoff 
clubs and in the order that the playoff clubs exited from the play- 
offs. Thus, within a tied segment a playoff club that loses in the 
Wild-Card game will have priority over a playoff club that loses in 
the Divisional playoff game, which in turn will have priority over 
a Club that loses in the Conference Championship game. If two 
tied clubs exited the playoffs in the same round, the tie is broken 
by strength of schedule. 


If any ties cannot be broken by strength of schedule, the divi- 
sional or conference tie breakers, whichever are applicable, are 
applied. Any ties that still exist are broken by a coin flip.
